Western Four-Stroke National MX 
Series round held at Washougal 
Motocross Park in Washougal, Wash- 
ington, on July 31. The runner-up was 
Dustin Nelson (Yam) with Paul Winn 
(Yam) finishing third. 


Rain forced the cancellation of round 10 
of the AMA Grand National Dirt Track 
Series at Eldora Speedway in Rossburg, 
Ohio, on July 31. With inclement weath- 
er surrounding the area, the AMA 
attempted to speed up the show by 
eliminating the semis and transferring 
the top five riders in each of the four 
heat races directly to the main event. 
The heats went off without a hitch, but, 
after a delay for rider introductions, 
another shower flooded the racing sur- 
face while the riders were taking to the 
track for the main event. The rain 
stopped again just after 11 p.m., but 
efforts to reprep the track were wasted 
when a serious squall came in minutes 
later. With no choice, AMA officials fol- 
lowed the protocol of giving each main 
event contender one championship 
point, and the purse was paid according 
to the riders’ finishing times in the regu- 
lar heat races. Rich King (H-D) won the 
night’s fastest heat, posting a time of 
three minutes, 20.609 seconds to earn 
first-place money. Kevin Varnes (H-D) 
won the second fastest heat for a sec- 
ond-place payday. Scott Parker (H-D) 
was credited with third, and Chris Carr 
(H-D) fourth. 


Speaking of Kevin Varnes, the Saddle- 
men Racing /Lancaster H-D/Dodge

Kocinski vs. Bell Helmets 


ormer World Champion John Kocinski and Bell Motorcycle Europe will meet in an 
Orange County, California, court on January 3, 2000, to decide the outcome of a law- 


suit between the two parties. 


In the lawsuit, filed in the Superior Court of the State of California in Santa Ana, Cali- 
fornia, Kocinski alleges that Bell has breached its contract with him by failing to pay him 
money owed on a contract that went into effect in November of 1995. According to court 
documents, Kocinski claims that Bell owes him $748,000 for contract. money, champi- 
onship bonus and royalty fees for John Kocinski signature helmets sold by Bell. 

In addition to the breach-of-contract cause of action, Kocinski is also suing for negli- 
gence, fraud, accounting, intentional interference with prospective economic advantage, 
wrongful appropriation of image for commercial purpose, breach of contract implied in 
fact, quantum merit and common count. The suit has been officially filed against Bell 
Motorcycle Europe S.r.L, Bell Helmets Inc. and International Sports Marketing Inc. 

“It’s extremely unfortunate that Bell Motorcycle and Bell Helmets are not willing to 
pay what they owe John, and they're also not allowing him to concentrate on what he 
should be concentrating on - his racing," said Scott McEwen, Kocinski's lawyer. “We just 


hope they come to their senses." 


According to McEwen, Bell's contention is that no contract between the two parties 


exists, though he also points out that over $300,000 had already been paid to Kocinski on 


the contract Bell claims doesn't exist. 


"They've partially paid on the contract and they've also sold John Kocinski signature 


helmets worldwide," McEwen said.

BRANDS HATCH, ENGLAND, AUG. 1 

ot all fairytales come true, and if 

you don’t believe it, ask Carl 

Fogarty, whose failure to win 
either of the World Superbike races at 
Brands Hatch broke the hearts of the 
120,911 “Foggy” supporters who packed 
the Kent circuit with only one shared 
dream in mind. 

It wasn’t even to be his teammate’s 
day, as both Ducati riders suffered rear 
tire problems, in sometimes-dramatic 
fashion. 

It was, without question, Honda’s 
day, with Colin Edwards П winning 
both legs from his rejuvenated, if slow- 
starting, teammate, Aaron Slight. 

"I planned to win a whole bunch of 
races this year, so that’s another two | 
guess,” Edwards said. “To be honest, | 
really needed them after a few disap- 
pointing results. We had the bike sorted 
and it was a picture-perfect first race. 
Apart from Carl Fogarty leading on the 
first lap, it couldn’t have been better. 
This place is difficult to pass, but I 
planned to get into the lead as soon as | 
could and it went to plan. The machine 
was perfect and I changed nothing for 
the second race.” 

Delighted with his pair of cool, 
assured and (most importantly) fast 
races, Edwards had more company than 
his largely solitary race-one ride, with 
Aaron Slight being the only one to stick 
to him at the end, finishing a mere .087 
of a second behind. 

“I came here wanting to get two pole 
positions and two wins. I didn't get the 
pole but I'll settle for the wins," philoso- 
phized Edwards. 

Sharing the advantage that the 
Honda/ Michelin pairing seemed to dis- 
play with some aplomb at Brands, Slight 
was once more a happy man, as well he 
might be after some of the terrible luck 
and self-destructive moments he has 
experienced this year. 

His only minor disappointment was 
having to yield to his faster-starting 
teammate, who sprung into the lead of 
both races very early. 

“I tried to pass Colin in the second 
race,” said Slight. “I had a good look in 
a few places, but we were on the same 
bike, with the same tires, and there was 
nothing between us. I'll take a couple of 
second places. I’m also pleased for 
Suzuki and Yamaha to get podium fin- 
ishes. | want a double at the A-1 ring 
now!” 

Slight is still without a win this sea- 
son, but in light of his most recent form, 
that will surely come soon. 

The aforementioned Yamaha and 
Kawasaki riders were Pier-Francesco 
Chili in the first race (a man who loves 
Brands Hatch) and Noriyuki Haga (who 
spent most of practice telling everyone 
how much he hated the place) in the 
second. 

Chili, in a strong third position in 
race one, had to make do with a single 
finish when his rear Dunlop disintegrat- 
ed with such violence that it broke his 
rear seat squab in the second leg. 

“The rear tire started to slide about in 
the first race at an early stage, but it was 
completely useless in the second race,” 
said a tight-lipped Chili. 

Haga was a revelation in race two, 
after his usual early-lap attack turned 
into something more substantial than of 
late. 

“I made a bad tire choice in race one, 
and changed the compound for race 
two,” Haga said. “That was much better 
and I’m really happy to be on the podi- 
um at a circuit I do not enjoy.” 











The first Ducati home in each race 
was down in fourth place, with the sur- 
prise figure of John Reynolds coming on 
strong on his British Championship 
Reve Red Bull machine - largely because 
his Michelin rear lasted the pace far bet- 
ter than any of his rivals. 

Hunting down Troy Corser in the 
final stages, Reynolds, a former World 
Superbike factory pilot with Suzuki, 
overcame the factory Ducati man on the 
last lap. 

The second race was almost a conso- 
lation for Fogarty, bitterly disappointed 
to have to pit to replace a chunking tire 
in race one. 

“Big lumps of rubber were coming 
off the tire in the first race,” Fogarty 
said. “It was like riding a bicycle with 
square wheels. If I hadn’t pitted to 
change the rear I would have crashed. 
I'd like to apologize to everyone who 
came here to see me win today, but 
sometimes these things just aren’t possi- 
ble - through no fault of my own.” 

Rejoining the first race proved to be a 
vainglorious effort, being a whole lap 
down on the leaders, finishing 19th and 
taking his first no-score of the season. 

His ride in race two was gutsy and 
determined to the extreme, with no 
answer to his terminal tire problem 
coming in the gap between races. 

With Troy Corser in similarly dire 
tire straights, it was a disastrous day for 
the factory Ducati squad, with Corser 
fifth and 13th. 

“I can't explain what happened 
today," Corser said. "The same tires we 
used in our long practice runs yesterday 
gave good results, but in similar temper- 
atures today they disintegrated. We put 
on a harder tire for race two, but it made 
no difference at all. We also had a prob- 
lem with the steering (thought to be a 
bad steering damper) which we have 
now identified and will be able to fix." 

Other than Chili's podium, it was a 
relatively poor day for Dunlop riders, 
with sixth and fifth the best Akira Yana- 
gawa could do, with his own tire prob- 
lems. 

"| had a very good start in race one, 
but something must have been wrong 
with the rear tire," Yanagawa said. "It 
was chattering so bad it was like skating 
across the road. I also struggled to do 
consistent lap times so I am very 
pleased with sixth. I changed to harder 
tires for race two and that was a lot bet- 
ter." 

Another hard weekend for Gregorio 
Lavilla saw him crash in race one. 

"| had terrible problems with a slid- 
ing front, and I crashed at the hairpin 
just after I had passed Peter Goddard," 
said the Spaniard, who finished 10th in 
race two. 

Other than Reynold's fine perfor- 
mance in race one, which helped make 
him the best Ducati rider in the field 
today, none of the local riders threat- 
ened to win either race, but Niall 
Mackenzie did, nonetheless, consistently 
strong lap times on his recently competi- 
tive R7, to record an eighth and seventh. 

Sean Emmett made up for the disap- 
pointment of mechanical retirement in 
race one with a battling sixth in the 
other. He earned a nod of res from 
series regular Peter Goddard even if he 
did pass him in race two, but the other 
men to get the best of the former Aus- 
tralian Superbike Champion, Mackenzie 
and Reynolds, just got the rough end of 
his tongue. 

"My bike and tires were fine in race 
two, but I couldn't say the same for the 
ungentlemanly local riders," Goddard 
said. "I thought Mackenzie had me off 
on the way into Dingle Dell." 

Goddard was in for another top 10 in 
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race one when his gearshift broke, drop- 
ping him three places in three laps right 
at the end to finish 12th - stuck in fourth 
gear and all. 

A startline drama for Chris Walker 
saw him start race one from the pit lane 
after his number-one bike expired 
before the final warm-up lap, necessitat- 
ing a last-minute sprint back to the pits. 
Yet another impressive ride in a World 
Superbike event, after his great fourth- 
place finish at Donington earlier in the 
season, netted him 10th, one place 
behind James Haydon, who was having 
the first of two mature and controlled 
rides after his rodeo antics in practice. 

Top non-British privateer was Andy 
Meklau on his Red Bull Ducati in both 
races, with 11th and 12th. 

"That was great, just perfect for me," 
Meklau said. ^I was 17th on the first lap 
but I managed to work my way past 
Chris Walker, Fujiwara, Guareschi and 
so on. My last lap was my fastest lap. I 
think 11th here is a good result." 

Robert Ulm had a disappointing pair 
of 18th-place finishes on his Kawasaki, 
while Guareschi and Fujiwara had a 


pair of less-than-dazzling finishes, a par- 
ticular disappointment for Guareschi 
who has been used to better recently. 

It would appear that the spell Fogar- 
ty and Ducati have exerted over the 
most recent races in the World Super- 
bike Championship can be broken when 
the circumstances are right. 

Davide Tardozzi's prophecy after 
Superpole, that things would not be so 
easy come race day, was proved to be 
eerily accurate, with both his riders 
struggling for rear tire grip. 

Tires were, in fact, a serious problem 
for many of the competitors, with track 
temperatures into the 135-degree mark. 

For once, those who did not suffer 
unduly were the Honda boys, who have 
complained that their four-cylinder 
bikes did not suit the Michelins they 
were supplied at Misano and Laguna 
Seca. 

The main story, however, is that Fog- 
arty's misfortune, cruel though it may 
have been with so many of his fans in 
attendance, did not affect his champi- 
onship chances to any great degree. His 
lead over the chasing Corser is still over

40 points as they approach the A-1 ring, 
Assen and Hockenheim in rapid succes- 
sion. Those tests of character and 
endurance may even crown Fogarty 
1999 World Champion before the final 
races at Sugo, but based on today's evi- 
dence, there is a lot of racing left in the 
1999 World Superbike Championship. 


RACE ONE 


. The starting grid in race one turned 
out to be minus local hero Chris Walker, 
who was experiencing electrical prob- 
lems and set off to do the warm-up lap 
from pit lane. His journey was short, ter- 
minating in a complete electrical failure 
at the bottom of Paddock Hill, necessi- 
tating a quick sprint back to retrieve his 
second bike and make his second start 
from pit lane - but this time for the full 
25 laps of the Brands Hatch GP circuit. 

Off the actual start line, it was 
Edwards who looked to be the man 
most likely to exit Paddock Hill bend in 
the lead, but it turned out to be the 
crowd favorite, Carl Fogarty, going 
around the outside of the American on a 
wing and prayer, who held the advan- 
tage until the first time round to 
Hawthorns corner, when Edwards shot 
up the inside to a lead which was never 
seriously threatened. 

The first-lap order behind, with Cors- 
er leading Yanagawa, Haga, Slight and 
Chili, started to get very messy, as the 
top riders made a push to the front in 
the early laps. 

Fogarty's chase behind Edwards 
always looked like a vain effort, 
although the champion stuck to his task 
well in front of his baying home crowd. 
A .4-of-a-second gap on lap six was gen- 
tly stretched by Edwards as Fogarty 
started to experience tire problems even 
this early in a long race. 

One lap later the rapidly advancing 
Slight (sixth on lap one) smelled blood 
in the water and overhauled Corser, 
who was having similar, if not so dras- 
tic, tire problems as Fogarty. 

His move inside Corser coincided 
with the appearance of Mackenzie on 
Haga's tail, although the Scotsman was 
to ultimately lose this internecine Yama- 
ha battle by only .3 of a second, despite 
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Haga's midrace dip in form. 

Chili, moving ever forward after a 
slow start in the first three laps, left a big 
black line up the hill to Surtees corner as 
he hunted down Corser, finally passing 
at Paddock on lap 10 - just as Slight 
went past Fogarty at Surtees after the 
Englishman had strayed too close to 
home soil and run onto the grass on the 
exit of the preceding Graham Hill bend. 

The fighting instincts of Fogarty saw 
him trying to repass at the fast 
Hawthorn corner immediately, but it 
was a clean move, and Slight started to 
attack Edwards’ lead. 

Chili got the better of Fogarty on lap 
11, at Paddock once more, as the race 
order started to settle into its final shape 
in the first three positions. 

Lap 13 was unlucky for Lavilla, who 
crashed after losing the front at Druids 
hairpin. 

Yanagawa's fastest lap of the race 
came on lap 15 as he started overhaul- 
ing both Mackenzie and Haga to finish 
sixth. 

Chili’s determined assault on Slight 
came a little unstuck when the Italian 
lost the rear of his Suzuki at the drop 
down Paddock Hill as his rear Dunlop 
went off. 

His rear tire woes were nothing com- 
pared to Fogarty, who was starting to 
cut 1:29 second laps, dropping pace 
with every lap. On lap 17, Fogarty pit- 
ted, and the grief from the crowd was 
palpable. The almost unprecedented 
move of replacing the rear tire took 
place, and Fogarty, a lap down, rejoined 
the fray only to finish out of the points 
in 19th. 

The British excitement turned to 
Reynolds and Mackenzie for the final 
laps, with Reynolds finding true grip 
from his rear Michelin when all others 
were losing theirs. A real scrap between 
him, Yanagawa and Mackenzie devel- 
oped over the next three laps with 


elbows and strange cornering lines 
exchanged like pleasantries between 
diplomats, just before the declaration of 
total war. It ended with Reynolds scoot- 
ing away into the distance from lap 20, 
lapping into the 1:27s on occasion, but 
he was too far behind the fading Chili to 
catch him for what would have been a 
crowd-pleasing podium finish.

seconds adrift of Yanagawa, a fight that 
Emmett eventually won, ahead of team- 
mate Reynolds, who ended the day as 
the top Ducati points scorer with his 
eighth place. 

Lavilla looked happy to keep it out of 
the grit to take 10th after a mighty scrap 
with Haydon. Meklau's creditable 12th 
masked the fact that this was his first 
visit to the track, which Guareschi and 
Fujiwara, in 14th and 15th, just looked 
like they wanted to get away from, both 
suffering tire problems. 


WORLD SUPERSPORT 


The red flag has been a constant, if 
unloved, companion in the World Super- 
sport Championship this year and Brands 
saw it unfurled in anger once again. 

Vittorio lannuzzo was the victim this 
time, getting tangled up in his bike at 
the exit of Druids hairpin on lap one, 
and ending up pinned under it in a dan- 
gerous trackside position. 

A complete restart ensued 15 min- 
utes afterward, with Iannuzzo having 


been cleared to ride by the medics in pit - 


lane, much to the amusement of the 
watching thousands who saw the 
teenage Italian have to perform a series 
of bending and stretching exercises. 

The restart saw lannuzzo off the 
track at Graham Hill bend on lap one, 
only to rejoin the fight once more. The 
first lap leaders were Piergiorgio Bon- 
tempi, Stephane Chambon, Massimo 
Meregalli and the determinedly aggres- 
sive Ruben Xaus. James Toseland, hav- 
ing his best showing for a number of 
races, tailed the leaders in fifth place, 
with second-row starter lain MacPher- 
son moving up from eighth to seventh 
at the start of lap two. 


Xaus was already on the move at that 
point. Making ready to hit the lead on 
the first lap after passing Meregalli at 
Paddock, Chambon immediately after at 
Druids, and simply elbow-barging past 
Bontempi on the main straight. Cham- 
bon, making hard work of the early 
laps, dropped to sixth on lap three only 
to then mount a serious charge to the 
front after Bontempi had regained the 
lead on the fourth lap. 

Another hard charge was being put 
together by MacPherson, who was try- 
ing to put his championship challenge

MacPherson, frustrated at his lack of 
progress towards the flying Frenchman, 
ran wide at Druids hairpin, allowing 
Cristiano Migliorati and Bontempi past 
momentarily before a hugely aggressive 
inside pass gave him a couple of places 
back. 

In his desperation to pass MacPher- 
son, Xaus tried to go inside him at the 
very fast pilgrim's drop section, only to 
find that he had run off the track, cover- 
ing himself and the following pack in 
dust. 

He made his move for real at West- 
fields a lap later, and when another 
small error from the Scotsman allowed 
Migliorati through once more it looked 
like there was something amiss with the 
works Kawasaki rider - or his bike.

en Bostrom has been racing his 
whole life, but he's never experi- 
enced anything like the past 
three weeks. 

First came the dominant win in the 
second leg of the World Superbike race 
at Laguna Seca, followed, a week later, 
by a certain win in Mid-Ohio, only to 
see it taken away by a mechanical prob- 
lem. And now this. 

On the same track where his younger 
brother Eric won his first-ever AMA 
Superbike National last year, Vance & 
Hines Ducati's Ben Bostrom finally took 
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his first, and the way he did it gave little 
doubt that it would be the first of many. 

"| m surprised a lot more people 
aren't talking to Ben next year to go to 
World Superbike because he'd probably 
clean up over there as well," Yoshimura 
Suzuki's Mat Mladin said after finishing 
second, 8.625 seconds behind Bostrom, 
on a pleasantly sunny afternoon at 
Brainerd International Raceway. 

Bolting from his record-setting pole 
position, and the all-important champi- 
onship point that comes with it, 
Bostrom vanished from the pack, gain- 
ing a second a lap in the early going as 
the others squabbled over second. 

By the time the race was half over, he 
had close to eight seconds, and he held 





it there to take the win in his 31st Super- 
bike National. 

"It was kind of a bummer waiting, 
and waiting, waiting, waiting (for the 
first win)," Bostrom said. "I know 
watching Mat (Mladin) and (Anthony) 
Gobert and (Miguel) DuHamel and my 
brother (Eric), they're all winning races, 
and I go, What about me?’ I just figured 
my time would come and it's paying 
off." 

It couldn't have come at a better 
time. 

By taking the pole, leading the most 
laps, and winning the race, the 25-year- 
old Bostrom maxed out his point poten- 
tial, earning 38 of them and closing to 
within eight of championship leader 
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This was as close to Ben Bostrom (1)as 
anyone would get on a sunny and warm 
day at Brainerd International Raceway. 
Bostrom led from the start and was 
chased initially by his teammate Anthony 
Gobert (95) and Matt Wait (23), but their 
challenges didn't hold up. 


Mladin with only the season-ending 
race at Pike's Peak to be run. 

“I can't predict the future, but I have 
to say I'm going for the win no matter 
what," Bostrom said of the Colorado 
race, on a track he describes as his best. 
“Га rather crash than straight up lose. 
And Mat's going to do what he has to 











do to win or take second, I’m sure. It’s 
going to be awesome.” | 

“He got six points on us this week- 
end, if that's all he can get next week- 
end, we've got him," Mladin said. "But 
Colorado is going to be a lot closer race 
than here, it's a tight track, a few people 
are going to go fast and we know what 
we're up against, but another second 
will be fine next time. I'll take it." 

American Honda's Eric Bostrom was 
involved in the race for third, but he 
didn't get it. Instead it went to the up- 
and-down Anthony Gobert. 

Gobert said he felt little confidence in 
the front end of the Vance & Hines 
Ducati under a full fuel load. The Aus- 
tralian was second on the opening lap, 
but dropped back as far as sixth before 
surging forward as the fuel load 
dropped. With three laps to go, Gobert 
made his way back to third, then set the 
fast lap of the race on the 19th. He 
closed considerably on Mladin, but 
came up about 2.7 seconds short at the 
end. 

"I was riding to the bike's limit early 
on, but the bike just wasn't letting me 
do what I wanted to do and | was really, 
really frustrated," said Gobert, who's in 
third place, 18 points behind Mladin in 
the championship. "Luckily, in the end 
it came in and I could do what I wanted 
to do." 

Behind Gobert came Bostrom, match- 
ing his season-best finish of the year 
from Mid-Ohio. Eric hooked up with 
Fast by Ferracci's Larry Pegram just 
before the halfway mark and the two 
clawed at each other for the duration, 
though not with any forward progress. 

Each had his strengths that negated 
any advantage the other could gain, so 
Mladin got away and Gobert caught up 
as they went at it. In the end it was Eric 
in front, about two seconds in front of 
Pegram and a second behind Gobert. 

Then came Yamaha's Jamie Hacking 


who'd survived a slugfest with Gobert in 
the middle laps. He was in a no man's 
land, four seconds behind Hacking and 
eight in front of seventh-placed Jason 
Pridmore of the Yoshimura Suzuki team. 

Pridmore had been at the front of a 
pack of mostly Suzuki riders, with Erion 
Racing's Nicky Hayden in the mix on 
one of his Superbike outings and little 
more than a bikelength behind Prid- 
more at the end. The Yoshimura rider 
said that all credit went to mechanic 
Chris Weidel and the team for sorting 
out a machine which hadn't been user- 
friendly all weekend. 

"We changed everything and I did 
the best I-could with what I had today," 
Pridmore said of the motorcycle which 
he said was “frantically rebuilt 
overnight. I raced on things we hadn't 
tested." 

Hayden took eighth, but he wasn't 
happy about it. 

“I was off the pace all weekend," said 
Hayden, who turned 18 on Friday. "I 
didn't feel comfortable." 

One place he wasn't comfortable was 
in turn one. According to Yoshimura 
Suzuki's Steve Crevier, Hayden was the 
first rider he'd ever seen brake for the 
ultrafast kink at the end of the front 
straight. 

"It was a hard race with Hayden," 
said Crevier, who has a history of run- 
ins with Hayden. "To my surprise, he's 
the only person to hit the brakes into 
turn one. I'm shocked. I couldn't get 
over it." 

He trailed Hayden home by about 
three seconds. 

Doug Chandler never got comfort- 
able with the front end of his Muzzy 
Kawasaki, and he finished 10th. 

Yoshimura Suzuki's Steve Rapp rode 
through a transmission problem to take 
I1th, with Aaron Yates 12th on the sec- 
ond Muzzy Kawasaki. 

The non-finishers included Fast by 











Ferracci's Matt Wait, Harley-Davidson's 
Scott Russell, and Yamaha's Rich Oliver. 

Wait lost the front end and crashed 
on the third lap while running in second 
place behind Bostrom. The ignition 
wheel fell off the gear it was bolted to 
on Russell's VR1000. And Oliver, who 
said he was at about 50 percent strength, 
suffered an electrical problem on lap 
five. 

“I said to my guys that there's going 
to be three Ducatis in front of me in the 
first corner, and that's exactly what hap- 
pened," Mladin said of the run into turn 
one. "This straight's a little bit too long 
for us to be accelerating from first gear 
up to sixth and getting in there before 
any of those guys." 

He was trailing Ben Bostrom, Wait, 
and Gobert, with Eric Bostrom just 
behind, but in front by turn three. Gob- 
ert took over second by turn nine and 
when they crossed the line on lap one it 
was Ben Bostrom, Gobert, Wait, Eric 
Bostrom, and Mladin. 

On the second lap, Pegram joined the 
Ducati parade, moving up to fourth and 
dropping Mladin back to sixth, his 
worst placing of the race. It didn't last 
long. 

On lap three he was in fourth, getting 
some help when Wait pushed too hard 
and lost the front end in turn five. 

Lap four ended with Mladin in third 
and on lap five he was in second, having 
passed Pegram. At this point Ben 
Bostrom had checked out, turning his 
fast lap of the race on lap five, holding 
nearly a five-second lead and adding to 
it with every lap. Once the margin was 
around eight seconds, Bostrom main- 
tained it to the end. 

“It really feels good, you know, it 
came fairly easy today because my bike 
was just so good," Bostrom said after his 
maiden win. "I really had a phenomenal 
bike. I’m sure if Mat would've been up 
there he'd have pushed me the whole 
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Bostrom went on to score the first АМА 
Superbike win of his career at Brainerd, 
and he did so in dominating fashion - he 
led each and every lap and pulled away at 
a race track that normally features close 
racing. 


way, but I got a good break from the 
start and it worked out really well. 

“This is the track my brother won on 
here last year in his first win, it’s my 
first win. The first time I came to this 
track, I hated the place, I high-sided 
down in turn one over some guy’s front 
wheel wide open. I go, ‘Oh, I don't like 
this track,’ and then it's been getting bet- 
ter and better for me. I enjoy it. l've got 
to thank the team, they're doing a great 
job and Mat's doing exactly what he has 
to do to win a championship and he's 
riding smart and, God, if he keeps doing 
this, he’s going to win it for sure. I’ve 
just got to do what I have to do and 
make sure I win and set fast time and 
lead the most laps, I guess. And he's got 
to make sure to get second. So we've 
both got our work cut out. It'll be pretty 
interesting the next race." 

There wasn't much interesting for 
Mladin in this race. His second seemed 
as secure as Bostrom's win until Gobert 
made a run at him late in the race. Gob- 
ert closed considerably, but needed a 
few more laps to truly threaten. 

Mladin said that after he broke loose 
from Eric Bostrom and Pegram he 
couldn't make any ground on Ben 
Dostrom. 

“A few laps I tried to put a few low 
sevens in, but he was essentially doing 
the same laps as I was, so I shut it down 
a few tenths a lap and just rode it to the 
end, best I could do," Mladin said. 

"Today, I guess you could say I did 
what I had to do, but I’m a little bit dis- 
appointed today because I think if I 
could have got away at the start with 
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Ben, I think I could've made a race of 
it,” Mladin continued. "Because we 
were pretty strong in practice and stuff 
and I sort of thought I had a bike. If I 
could've just been behind him on the 
straight and we could've made some- 
thing happen on the infield maybe. I just 
didn't get this chance. 

"The only time I really had a couple 
of moments was passing Eric and Larry. 
They were in second and third at the

he'd be coming back up because I ran so 
wide. But we got past, and that's what 
we had to do. The bike ran great today. 1 
can't complain about that. It's just that 
we knew what we were going to be up 
against." 
Mladin caught a bit of luck by Gob- 
ert's front-end problem. 
“I was pretty surprised, pretty frus- 
trated really," Gobert said. "I was push- 
ing the front early on. Through one and 








two it was all right, but when we sort of 
hit the turns that had a big oil slick 
(from an earlier Pro Thunder engine), 1 
seemed to be pushing the front a little 
bit. I was a little bit worried about tuck- 
ing the front and I sort of lost the tow a 
little bit from Ben straight away. And 
then I seemed to just get sort of drag- 
gled by the other guys, and I was really 
just struggling with the front early on. 
Once the fuel got down I started feeling 
more comfortable with the front. Then 1 
started sort of dropping the times, put 
my head down and started really try- 
ing." 

Gobert said he could see Pegram and 
Bostrom ahead of him and had nearly 
given up on the spot until Hacking 
made a challenge on lap 11. 

“We were riding pretty close,” Gob- 
ert said. "I got up the inside of him com- 
ing onto the straight and he didn't really 
let me in. We were side by side and he 
just kept tipping in on me. So I had no 
option but just to run us both out a little 
bit so then he sort of stuffed me back in 
two and nearly took me out. So it was 
on after that. I sort of stuffed him really 
bad and he tried it back and we did a 
bunch of times, even on the cool down 
lap he stuffed me again, so I stuffed him 
before the pits. So that was funny, that's 
what really got me motivated." 

The fight for fourth was a contrast in 
styles. According to Eric Bostrom, 
Pegram was “blazingly fast” in turns 
one and two, and Pegram said that Eric 
was faster in the infield. 

“It worked out almost exactly 
wrong,” Bostrom said. “Both of us had 
our fast spots and it kind of held us 
back.” 

Pegram also said he knew he could 
pass Eric Bostrom, but couldn’t get 
away. 

“We had real even lap times,” 
Pegram said.

tering. The Vance & Hines Ducati rider wasn’t doing 

much before he started moving up to hang out with the 
leaders. With a few minutes to go he got serious. And when he 
crossed the line with about 30 seconds to go in the 45-minute 
session, it was clear how serious he was. He'd earned his third 
pole position of the year with a stunning new lap time that shat- 
tered the old lap record by over a second, knocking former 
record holder Mat Mladin back to second. 

The best was a lap of 1:36.070/112.418 mph around the 
three-mile, 10-turn Brainerd International Raceway. Mladin’s 
old record was 1:37.263. 

“I knew all these guys were great riders and just from look- 
ing at how fast they go in all the practice, | knew Mat (Mladin) 
almost put it in the 36s this morning, so I was like, ‘Oh boy, 
you're going to have to do a low 36 if you want pole,’ “ Bostrom 
said. 

The 25-year-old Californian waited and waited, then went 
for the hot lap. 

“I wanted to do it the lap before, but I got stuck on some- 
one," he added. “I waited a little bit and then I tried to go fast 
the last lap and | only had to pass one guy, it just worked out 
really good, it was a pretty clean lap. There was a lot of traffic, 
so everybody has to deal with it. I got a very clean lap in and 
my bike just ran perfectly. It made it pretty easy." 

After his 10th-place finish at Mid-Ohio, the result of a bad oil 
seal, Bostrom was glad to take the one extra point that comes 
with pole position, especially since Mladin was second fastest. 

"I figure if I don't win the next two races... Mat's been riding 
great all season, and he's going to be pretty hard to beat for the 
final,” Bostrom continued. “Right now the ‘Go Shows’ (Antho- 
ny Gobert) is only two points back on me, so we still роба three- 
way scrap even though Mat’s got a decent gap. If one of us wins 
both and Mat takes a third, one of us could win the title, so it's 
not over yet for sure. It'll be good right up to the end.” 

What Bostrom sees as a plus is that the team is on a roll after 
hitting its stride in the second half of the year. 

"The first half of the season I kind of learned the Ducati a bit 
and was just trying to get my own confidence and figure out if I 
could actually win or not,” Bostrom said. "And that win (in the

Mladin was the lone Suzuki on the front row. Third was 
Vance and Hines' Gobert, and Fast By Ferracci's Matt Wait was 
a surprising fourth, his first front-row start of the year. But it 
was Mladin who was the man to beat for the pole, and he nearly 
had it. 

Facetiously, he said he had the best bike on the track, the 
fastest, the best handling, the best accelerating. But everyone 
knew it was a joke: You only had to look at the top speed num- 
bers. 

"On à more serious note, the Ducatis are running good, 
there's no doubt about it," Mladin conceded after his 1:36.410 
lap time. "You wouldn't be sitting beside three of them on the 
front row if they weren't running good. I think the biggest 
advantage they have here is that they get to speed quickly and 


. through turn one where you go down a gear, you're sort of 


pulling out of there in fifth. Obviously, they have good torque, 
good power, so they seem to pull good off the high-speed cor- 
ners. They seem to keep it up there pretty good. We're doing a 
good job, we're happy with how it went. It would've been nice 
to get that point off Ben. Ben's just doing an awesome job. He's 
riding the wheels off that thing. He's really coming good at the 
end of the year when he needs to. 

"The lap time I done today was pretty much the quickest 1 
could do. It was just,-I was pushing my own air for both the laps 
that I had a go. I didn't see anybody out there. There were a 
couple of laps where Т would've liked to try to catch up with 
somebody, but we done a good lap time. And even in the draft 
of somebody or pulling someone back, a six flat was going to be 
hard to be beat.

Gobert was third, and thinking he should have been first. 

“I thought I had a little bit more in me,” he said, his time just 
.008 of a second behind Mladin's. 

Having missed this race due to his three-race suspension last 
year, Gobert had to learn the track, which he likened to some of 
the European tracks he raced on. He also said it was easier to 
learn than Mid-Ohio, where he struggled to a ninth-place finish. 

That was a severe blow to his title hopes, and he said that 
only misfortune by Mladin could save him now. 


^Mat's had a pretty good run this year with luck, luck-wise 
so hopefully, you know, he might crash," Gobert said, at which 
point Mladin threw his head back in laughter. Gobert quickly 
reversed himself by saying that he didn't ^wish, you know, for 
Mat to crash, but that's sort of what we need really to make it 
easier for us, because 15 points is hard to make up in two races." 

Then came Wait in his first race since his fall at Elkhart Lake 
a month and a half earlier. The FBF Ducati rider said his back 
was still stiff, and there was some question about whether he 
would even ride. 

"It was doubtful if I was even going to race this weekend 
because at Mid-Ohio there was no way, I couldn't even tuck in,” 
he said after turning a 1:36.587, the last rider in the 36s. “Т sat on 
the bike and my back hurt so bad. I'd say I'm about 70 percent 
back. When your adrenaline's pumping it all goes away." 

His job was made less stressful by the fact that Eraldo Fer- 
racci had built him a very capable machine. 

"Ferracci put together a good setup and, like I told Ferracci, 1 
just had to sit on the bike because the bike was doing such a 
great job for me," Wait said. "It just made it easier for me." 

As for the 21-lap race, Wait said he just wanted to, "be there 
till the end and see what turns up. It’s a long race. You don't 
really have such strategy, you just try to be up front the whole 
time and be there at the end. That's all that matters." 

Starting off the second row was last year's winner Eric 
Bostrom. The American Honda rider had stunned à few people 
by winning Brainerd last year, but hasn't been on form since 
crashing in practice at Daytona - the first race of the year. Fifth 
was his best qualifying effort of the year, but he knew there was 
more in it after clocking a 1:37.069. 

"We have the thing working pretty good, we're just missing 
on the last amount of entry speed or we'd be right there," 
Bostrom said. "We're not sure exactly where the problem is. On 
Friday we were hurting pretty bad. Today we made a change to 
the front and gained basically a second." | 

Also turning in his best qualifying performance of the year 
was Yoshimura Suzuki's Steve Crevier, though he had a 
mechanical failure at the very end of the session when he may 
have improved his time even more. 

The rest of the second row was Yamaha’s Jamie Hacking and 
Yoshimura Suzuki's Steve Rapp. 

The line between the haves and have-nots could not have 
been any more clear. Yamaha's Rich Oliver was the last of the 16 
factory riders, his time more than three seconds faster than 17th 
fastest James Randolph, though most of the rest of the 35-rider 
field was on 750cc Supersport equipment.

World Sports Imports' Chuck Sorensen won a Mazda Troy 
Lee Edition. Truck for taking his first Mazda Trucks 250cc 
Grand Prix championship. Chaparral Suzuki's Tom Kipp took 
home a $10,000 championship bonus for winning the Lockhart 
Phillips USA 750cc Supersport title, plus an unspecified bonus 
from American Suzuki. 


The AMA distributed а warning to riders not to take their hel. 
mets off on the cool-down lap, a rule which was immediately 
dubbed the "Nicky Hayden" rule. Hayden took his helmet off after 
he beat his brother in the 600cc Supersport race on a hot day at 
Mid-Ohio: Hayden's father Earl said that he did it, not to cele- 
brate, but simply because the heat had made him feel suddenly ill 
and he.needed fresh air. The rule didn't stop Ben Bostrom from 
collecting his helmet-less tuner Gary Medley for his victory lap 
around Brainerd. 


Nick lenatsch pulled out of the Mazda Trucks 250cc Grand 
Prix after Sunday morning's practice when he broke a piston on 
his Aprilia. The racing journalist.was riding an Aprilia backed by 
Colin Jensen and Tom Christensen, of Tom Colins Racing, len- 
atsch raced the Aprilià to fourth at Laguna Seca and was.to race 
at Brainerd and Pike's Peak. but this weekend's results may have 
changed his plans. The bike is a 1997 ex-European Aprilia race 
bike that ran flawlessly at Laguna Seca. This weekend, tuner 
Steve Biganski leaned: on the engine a little and the team found 
that reliability had suffered. "When it makes 78 horsepower it'll 
run all-day long,” lenatsch said: "Now that it's making 85, we 
can't get by with old parts." There were problems in both Friday 
and Saturday's practice, then came the broken piston. "It didn't

Vance wouldn't say who he'd sign, though the. advice 
he seems fo be getting is to keep Ben Bostrom. “Our bikes are 
really good," Vance said. "There are a lot of guys who are really 
good. and. if everything goes right; you win." Vance said that 
Anthony Gobert was “definitely gone," to Ducati, Vance 
assumed. “That could change, but the plan is to stay with 
Ducati." After qualifying third, Gobert said he hadn't signed any- 
thing and had a number of offers. Gobert said he thought it would 
depend on how the World Superbike season turns out for Ducati, 
as well.as how the AMA championship turns out.

Erion Racing's Kurtis Roberts said his manager, Gary Howard. 
was working on his year 2000 plans. It's likely Roberts will leave 
the Honda fold, one sign being that they chose not to put him on 
an RC45 during Miguel DuHamel's extended absence. If they 
were interested in keeping him, they surely would have given him 
a look. Alan Labrosse, DuHamel's manager,. said that American

Vance & Hines Ducati's Ben Bostrom and 
Anthony Gobert used the modified Dunlop 501, which was built 
specially for Brainerd and Road America. According to Dunlop's 
road race coordinator Jim Allen, the tire is specifically built to pre- 
vent overheating in the center of the tire, which is sometimes a 
problem on the long runs at those two tracks.. “Normally when we 
do that there's a reduction in side grip, but (Doug) Chandler thought 
it was ‘as good as our regular tire." Allen said, adding that Ben 
Bostrom said that he could do steady 1:365 if he had to, though his 
best lap time was а 1:37.152. Second-place finisher Mat Mladin 
and fourth-placed Eric Bostrom both used the standard tires..

Down to 
the wire

BRAINERD, MN, AUG. 1 
rion Racing's Kurtis Roberts want- 
[= ed to win the Pro Honda Oils 600cc 
Supersport so badly that he lost it. 

Leading into the final corner on the 
final lap, Roberts was a little too enthu- 
siastic. The rear stepped out, he nearly 
came off, and Yamaha’s Jamie Hacking 
was right there to take advantage and 
take the win, his second of the year, this 
one in stunning fashion. 

“He was running this one (turn 10) a 
little too hard and he could’ve backed 
off and probably could’ve got it,” Hack- 
ing said of Roberts, who’d taken the 
lead on the final lap in turn three. “But 
he got in there and got a little antsy. I 
thought he was going down. He did a 
good job saving it.” 

Roberts said he didn’t know how 
close Hacking was. 

"Really, if you ро in there and lead it 
in there you're going to win the thing 
here," Roberts said. "I just went in just a 
little bit too deep, I didn't get it stopped 
quite as quick as I would have when I 
flicked it in. It just moved around and 
lost the back and picked up off the line 
and Jamie was right there." 

The result was that Hacking had won 
the epic battle by .280 of a second with 
Roberts second and Nicky Hayden a 
comfortable third on the second Erion 
Racing Honda. 

Hayden could afford not to push 
after what happened to his brother. 
Along with a pack of other riders, 
Tommy Hayden was run off the track in 
turn 10 on the first lap, dropping back to 
25th place. Had he finished there, Nicky

Hayden would've won the title. But 
Tommy Hayden turned in the most 
impressive ride of the day. : 

Knifing through the field, Hayden 
was in 14th at the halfway point, but 
there was more to come. He started the 
last lap in 10th and ended it in fifth, tak- 
ing riders everywhere. Along the way, 
he turned in the fast lap of the race and 
saved his championship hopes. 

With only the final round at Pike's 
Peak remaining, Nicky leads Tommy 
Hayden by 14 points, 346-332. Hacking 
is third at 285. Nicky has to finish eighth 
or better to clinch the title, assuming 
brother Tommy wins and leads the most 
laps. 

Today's race was a record for Hack- 
ing, the South Carolinian knocking near- 
ly 22 seconds off the previous best. He 
completed the 13-lap, 39-mile race in 22 
minutes, 12.061 seconds at an average 
speed of 105.401 mph, well under the 
previous mark of 103.654 mph. 

Yamaha and Erion Racing alternated 
the top spots on the front of the grid, 
with fast-qualifier Hacking in front of 
Nicky Hayden, Tommy Hayden, and 
Kurtis Roberts. 

Hacking got the jump on the field 
with Roberts and Nicky Hayden follow- 
ing, then Yoshimura Suzuki's Steve 
Rapp and Steve Crevier. By the time the 
first lap ended the field had a different 
look. 

Going into turn 10, the final right 
before the finish line, Robert Jensen slid 
out, taking a number of riders with him. 
Some crashed, including Yamaha's Rich 
Oliver, and others were just forced to 
take evasive action - Tommy Hayden 
and American Honda's Eric Bostrom 
among them. 

"This dude came up the inside of me 
and tried to outbrake the whole pack," 
Tommy Hayden said. “He lost the front 
and ran some people off the track. He 
took Rich (Oliver) out. He was right in 
front of me. I couldn’t turn in.” 

Hayden would finish lap two in 22nd 
with Eric Bostrom 19th. Bostrom ran 
into clutch problems and nursed his 
bike home to 14th place. 

Roberts took the lead on lap three, 











lost it briefly into turn one, and took it 
back in turn two. That’s how the race 
would go. No one was going to get 
away, a mistake could decide the win- 
ner, and it was up to these two to 
decide. 

Nicky Hayden knew his brother was 
out and made the smart choice not to 
push. 

"I was kind of right there at the 
beginning and I seen my board said 
number 22, P-15 or something and then 
these guys were going at it pretty 
good,” Hayden said. “They were both 


wanting to win real bad and they were” 


doing a great job up front and I just, for 
me, I didn't think it was quite worth get- 
ting up there and trying to race them 
because I didn't think it'd be worth it. I 
just kind of played it a little bit conserv- 
ative and I got a little too conservative 
and my gap closed down to fourth and 1 
kind of upped the pace and got a little 
gap, and just ran a boring race all by 
myself most of the way. All in all, I’m 
happy with the way it turned out. That's 
what I needed, I gained a few points 
and we'll just go to Colorado now." 

Hacking was in front on lap five, 
pulling out of the draft to take the lead. 
Roberts used the draft on lap six to take 
the lead into turn one, holding it until 
the eighth lap when Hacking was in 
front again - this time for quite a while. 

Roberts was content to sit on him, 
and Hacking knew he was there, wav- 
ing at him a few times and giving him a 
thumbs-up. 

"I was just following him, he wanted 
to-lead because he was going a little 
faster than I was when I was in the 
lead," Roberts said. "So I was just fol- 
lowing the whole race and decided to 
pass where I knew I could in three. I 
was good on the brakes there all week- 
end. I got him there, I just tried to last 
pretty well and messed up, that's it." 

Hacking's view was a bit different. 

"He was kind of holding us up in a 
couple of turns on the infield, so I got by 
him and I motioned him just to follow 
us," Hacking said. "We were doing low 
42s and I dropped it down pretty good 
and we were able to get away from

those guys and then it was just race to 
turn in here." 

Hacking saw an opening just before 
the bus-stop turn on the final lap 
because he'd seen Roberts sliding on the 
way in. 

"When he gathered it back up he 
snapped to the right and I was right 
there, so I had to shut off," Hacking 
said. 

It came down to the final turn and 
Roberts was in too hot, his tires well 
used up. 

"They had a lot of laps on them," he 
said, adding, "At first I wasn't sure if he 
was going to come under me, I was try- 
ing to get it turned back down, but he 
rode a good race. He was definitely fast 
all weekend." 

Nicky Hayden finished third, about 
11 seconds back, and about two seconds 
in front of Valvoline EMGO Suzuki's 
Josh Hayes. Hayes had been with 
Muzzy Kawasaki's Aaron Yates for 
much of the race, then Yates pitted on 
the 11th lap with oil on his peg. A valve 
cover bolt had broken. 

“1 was running through turn two, 
running up on Josh and my foot slipped 
a couple of times," Yates said. "In turn 
three it slipped off five or six times." 

Fifth went to the charging Tommy 
Hayden, going through riders wherever 
he could get them on the final lap. 

"I got two right at the end here 
(between turns nine and 10) then I ran 
wide," Hayden said. "I can't believe 
they didn't get me." 

The riders he got were Brian Parriott 
and Tom Kipp, the pair in a pack of 
eight all covered by two seconds. 

Parriott got Yoshimura Suzuki's 
Crevier and Pridmore on the 11th lap, 
checking up behind Kipp. He followed 
Kipp on lap 12 and went under him 
before the bus stop, holding the spot 
across the line. Kipp came back through 
and he followed him for a while before 
taking the spot again. A lapped rider at 
the apex of turn nine balked him slight- 
ly, and that's when Parriott thought 
Tommy Hayden got him. 

On the run from turn nine to 10 he 
weaved to make sure Kipp couldn't get 
him, and secured his best finish of the 
year. Kipp objected to the weaving, but 
Parriott, whose Honda F-4 is backed by 
Emil Pesari, with an engine by Andy 
Milton of Supersport Engine Develop- 
ment, said it was "no more than they 
would do." 

Kipp was less than a 10th behind in 
seventh, his best of the year, with a 
stream of riders in his wake. He said 
that changes the team made to stiffen up 
the suspension paid off. 

“I focused on using the draft as much 
as I could," Kipp said. 

It wouldn't help on the final lap. 

When Parriott weaved on the run 
between nine and 10, it “just totally 
hosed me," Kipp said. "I had to get out 
of the throttle two times to keep from 
getting my front end chopped." 

Eighth, in his best finish of the year, 
was Sean Kowalski on an Erion Racing 
Honda. 

Then came Pridmore, Chaparral 
Suzuki’s Damon Buckmaster, Crevier 


and Rapp. CN

Chaparral 
Champagne

BRAINERD, MN, AUG. 1 
or a team that didn't exist a year 
F ago, Chaparral Suzuki didn't have 
a bad day. 

Damon Buckmaster, fully recovered 
from a broken neck suffered in a pre- 
season training accident, demolished the 
Lockhart Phillips USA 750cc Supersport 
field in record-setting time at Brainerd 
International Raceway, finishing 8.396 
seconds in front of the field to take his 
first win of the year. And Tom Kipp, 
who two weeks before the season began 
didn't have a ride before being drafted 
into the team as Buckmaster's replace- 
ment, finished fifth, good enough to 
take the championship - the third 750cc 
crown of his career. 

"The thought of retiring never 
entered my mind," said Kipp, who 
also has a.600cc Supersport Champi- 
onship in his resume. "But we just fig- 
ured we'd do what we had to do and 
bide our time and wait for the next 
opportunity. Damon (Buckmaster) 
had his accident and it opened up a 
door for me for Suzuki to hire me to 
do this series, as well as 600cc Super- 
sport, and it's been good. That was 
my goal was to win this series, win 
the title. Today we did that, so it feels 
really good." 

Buckmaster had come close to win- 
ning his first race two weeks earlier. The 
Mid-Ohio race was within his grasp 
when he crashed out of the lead with 
seven laps to go. This time he vowed to 
make amends. 

"Obviously, last weekend was good, 
I had a good setup," Buckmaster said of 
the race at Mid-Ohio two weeks earlier. 
"The team put a good bike underneath 
me and I was running away with the 
win. And this weekend felt the same, to 
be honest. The bike was good, the team 
did a great job getting it how I like it. 
And they found if they can get the bike 
right, I can generally have a good win. 
Me, I just felt good. I didn't need to back 
off. It was up to 10 seconds there at one 
stage and that might seem silly, but it

just felt comfortable to do that, so I just 
ran at that pace." 

Buckmaster completed the 13-lap, 39- 
mile race in a new record time of 22 
minutes, 12.088 seconds at an average 
speed of 105.399 mph. 

The Australian had given notice in 
qualifying that he'd be tough. The 750cc 
lap record was three years old, held by 
Pascal Picotte, then of the Yoshimura 
Suzuki team. Buckmaster lowered it by 
a few tenths and had more than half a 
second on Kipp. Jimmy Moore was 
third. 

Moore had come into the race trailing 
Kipp by 34 points and had the best 
chance of preventing him from clinching 
the title in Brainerd. But on the fourth 
lap of the race his clutch failed so badly 
that he couldn't nurse his Ricci Motor- 
sports Suzuki back to.the pits. 

“5 almost brand-new,” Moore said 
after the bike came back to the pits on 
the sweep truck. "It slipped on the start 
and just got worse every lap." 

Had he been in the race, Moore likely 
wouldn't have been a threat to Buck- 
master. The Chaparral Suzuki rider 
gained over a second a lap, holding a 
7.486-second lead at the halfway point 
and stretching it for a while before back- 
ing off. If he was riding hurt, it didn't 
show. 

‘Tve still got some niggling problems 
every now and then,” Buckmaster said. 
“If I sleep on my neck wrong, or some- 
thing like that, it hurts in the morning. 
Same as anyone though. I'm fully fit and 
I think I’m better now than when I got 
here in January.” 

Buckmaster had come back to racing 
at Laguna Seca, the fifth race of the year, 
but he was struggling. 

“Obviously, it’s just got better and 
better, and Mid-Ohio, two weeks ago, 
was obviously really good with the lead 
I had there,” he said. “Unfortunately, I 
just pushed a little too hard and come 
undone. It’s all my fault and I’ve only 
got myself to blame. But I really wanted 
to make amends this weekend and get 
on top of the box.” 

The race was for second and it was a 
good one, with Valvoline EMGO Suzu- 
ki's Grant Lopez, Hooters’ Jamie Bow- 
man and 1-800-CYCLEGEAR’s Jake 
Zemke, who started 10th, hooking up 
about mid-race. Kipp, meanwhile, 
dropped back after a while to a secure 
fifth, where he would finish to take the 
title. 

“It was a great day for Chaparral as 
well as Suzuki,” Kipp said. “Damon, 
you know, he rode flawlessly today. 
Hats off to him. I give him a lot of credit 





for what he did today and just breaking 


away. It’s a difficult track to break away 
on and he managed to do that. I’m very 
happy for him because I know he’s had 
a tough go this year. In all honesty, I'm 
happy that he was able to do that." 

As the race wore on, Bowman was 
riding increasingly on the edge and 
often off the edge of the track, and 
couldn't do it for the whole race. He was 
at the back of the trio contesting second, 
but didn't look like he could make a 
move. He stayed close though, just 
three-tenths out of third in the end. 

It was left to Lopez and Zemke to 
decide second, and it was a dead heat 
when they took the white flag, with 
Zemke marginally in front. 

Lopez was out front at the end of the 
straight with Zemke stalking and taking 
the spot, Lopez taking it back in the bus 
stop turn nine, before Zemke made his 
final move, an attempted pass under 
Lopez in turn 10, just before the start- 
finish line. But Lopez had the answer 
and took second by less than two-tenths 
of a second. 

“I guess he was just sitting on me 
looking for a spot and then he just said, 
‘All right, I’m tired of looking, I’m going 
to start shooting,’ and then it was just 
back and forth everywhere,” Lopez said. 
“It was really good. I’m glad I came out 
on top today. It was pretty wild. We 
were both just out of control in the last 
turn. I just got him, I don't know, proba- 
bly not by much.” 

Zemke said he could get Lopez on 
the brakes entering the corners and 
could carry a little bit more mid-corner 
speed. 

“But he had really good lines going 
in the corners, so I couldn't really get 
underneath him going into the corners, 
then he drives off the corners really 
hard," Zemke said. "So most of my 
passes were pretty desperate." 

Then came Bowman, followed by 
Kipp - some five seconds behind. 

James Randolph was next on the 
Ricci Motorsports Suzuki, followed by 
1-800-CYCLEGEAR's Roger Lee Hay- 
den. CN

Sorensen's 
race and 
title

t was only a matter of time, and that 
| time was today. 

World Sports Imports’ Chuck 
Sorensen took his first Mazda Trucks 
250cc Grand Prix title in much the same 
way he'd handled the season, in totally 
dominant fashion. 

After taking the fast heat-race win, 
Sorensen blew away from the start, 
gathered up a comfortable lead, then 
cruised to his sixth win of the year, and 
first AMA title. 

“It probably hasn't sunk in yet, but I 
really wanted to do it like this with the 
win," Sorensen said. "That was kind of 
neat. l've always felt that l've been a 
good rider and I try not to be arrogant 
about it, but I like to do it in a dominat- 
ing fashion." 

With one race to go, Sorensen holds 
an insurmountable lead, 308-237, over 
Derek King. Sorensen won a Troy Lee 
Edition Mazda Truck as the champi- 
onship bonus. He also earned $2000 for 
winning the race. 

Sorensen completed the 13-lap, 39- 
mile race in 22 minutes, 35.412 seconds, 
at an average speed of 103.585 mph. His 
margin of victory was 12.788 seconds. 
The margin could have been more; but 
he kept his eye on his pit signals and 
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settled into a comfortable pace which 
none of the others could come close to 
matching. 

Second place was something of a sur- 
prise, but it shouldn't have been. 

The spot went to Mike Hale, the 
500cc Grand Prix rider on the mend 
from a practice accident in the French 
GP. Hale secured a ride on a World 
Sports Imports Honda, the same bike 
that Sorensen rode at Daytona before 
switching to a Yamaha, and the same 
bike that Kurtis Roberts rode last year. It 
was good, but not that good, and Hale 
never really had a chance to race for the 
win. Still, he was happy for the track 
time after his lay off and it was a good 
test of his injured hand and foot. 

“It was tough, I mean, Chuck made 
the break right away,” said Hale, who 
expects to return to the GP wars at Brno 
in three weeks. "I kind of got hung out 
with the local guy early on and he made 
the break. With the lack of speed I had 
all weekend, once Chuck was gone, 
there was no hope because I was count- 
ing on getting a tow from him on the 
straights and try to make up for it in the 
infield." 

The local guy was Bryan Okubo, the 
Dale's Performance Yamaha rider from 
Lakeville, Minnesota. Okubo passed 
Hale for second on lap two and stayed 
in front until lap seven when Hale 
passed him back. On lap 10 Okubo 
drove back by Hale, only to come 
undone a minute later. 

"He had just come back by me," Hale 
said. "I don't what he was doing. He 
had a bit of motor, a bit of acceleration 
on me, so he was able to get some dri- 
ves, especially from two into three. I 
don't know what the deal was. He was 
pulling some really weird lines out 
there. He was just in the corner really 
deep and he tried to square it off, it was 
just a little different. His lean angle was 
too much for his braking." 

Once Okubo was out, Hale's second 
was fairly secure. Even without taking 
the win, Hale was pleased with the out- 
ing. 
“1 learned a lot here," the Proton 
Modenas rider said. "It would've been 
nice if we had more parts to dial the 
bike in a little better, because it wasn't

optimum, but it was good, it was a good 
experience." 

Less than four seconds behind Hale 
came Derek King, the Champion Honda 
rider who'd won at Loudon. King was 
on the move in the early going when his 
engine tied up. 

"In the beginning, I was right there 
with them and on about the third lap I 
actually had a seizure, stuck a ring in 
the turn two area in fifth gear, right 
when you kind of have to overrev to get 
through the short chute," King said. "I 
spent a lot of that half lap trying to get 
the motor to free up the ring again. I 
caught them once more, and then the 
same thing happened three laps later, 
because the second I caught to them I 
was in their draft and it was pulling the 
overrev. I was sucking them right up 
and the machine was revving about 
14,000. I rode the piss out of it and I 
shouldn't have." 

The Honda RS250 ran well enough 
for King to finish 23 seconds in front of a 
string of riders fronted by fourth-placed

Hayden 
steals one

BRAINERD, MN, AUG. 1 
hey knew he was coming and there 
T nothing they could do. That's 
how good Nicky Hayden is. 

The Erion Racing Honda rider was 
locked in a furious three-way battle with 
Graves Motorsports' Paul Harrell and 
Valvoline EMGO Suzuki's Joshua Hayes 
for most of the 13-lap Pirelli Formula 
Xtreme race. Each led a few laps, Hay- 
den leading the most, but there wasn't 
much in it at any time. So when he was 








































in third on the final lap, both Hayes and 
Harrell knew he could find a way to 
win, and he did. 

Harrell was out front at the start of 
the final lap in front of Hayden and 
Hayes. It would be Hayden's fastest lap 
of the race. 

In the shuffle at the end of the one- 
mile front straight, Hayes dropped Har- 
rell to second, with Hayden briefly third 
- before dancing the big Honda under 
Harrell in turn three. Then he set out for 
Hayes. 

He caught him in. turn four, and 
turned the pressure on, attacking for 
several more turns before taking the 
lead in the bus-stop corner two turns 
from the end. Sliding underneath, Hay- 
den took over the lead, and ran a tight 
line in turn 10 to steal his sixth win of 
the year. Harrell got by Hayes to take 
second, with the leading three covered 
by a blanket. 

"I knew it was going to happen, 
because the whole time I’ve been off 
(recovering from a racing injury), I've 
been watching, and he always - it 
doesn't matter where he's at, sixth, third, 
whatever - he's always going to make 
that one last ditch effort," Harrell said 
after coming up .220 of a second short 
and just .133 of a second ahead of Hayes. 





"Right at the end I knew that I had to 
get up there, and the last lap I got a 
good run on Paul there," said Hayden, 
who turned 18 just a day prior to the 
race. "I started a few corners early. I 
thought if I took it too easy Josh was 
going to come back by me and I just 
tried to build some momentum and get 
under. It worked really good." 

Hayden dedicated the win to Davey 
Camlin, the dirt tracker who was killed 
at the DuQuoin Mile dirt track a week 
earlier. 

“Davey’s just like the all-American 
guy, everybody loved him and he got 
along with everybody,” said Hayden, a 
fellow dirt tracker. “It was just a freak 
accident that happens in racing, especially 
on the miles, when everybody’s that tight. 
Just dedicate it to him and his family.” 

Fourth on the day went to the resur- 
gent Chuck Graves on the second of the 
Graves Motorsports Yamahas. He fin- 
ished about six seconds behind Hayes 
and about two bikelengths in front of 
Erion Racing’s Kurtis Roberts.

Roberts had come into Brainerd with 
a 41-point lead and hopes of clinching 
his first AMA championship. He was 
fast in the first practice session on Fri- 
day, then his engine let go three laps 
into qualifying and he was forced to 
ride a backup.engine. He’d use the same 
motor in the race and soon found it 
wasn't up to snuff. 

“It just wouldn’t run,” Roberts said. 
“1 couldn't even stay in the draft." 

The result was that his lead was nar- 
rowed to 30 points, 273-243, over Hay- 
den, with the final race to be run at 
Pike's Peak on September 18. The title 
goes to Roberts if Hayden wins, and 
leads the most laps, and Roberts finishes 
23rd or better. Given the sparseness of 
the fields - there were 18 starters in 
Brainerd - he may have the title by the 
time sign-up ends. 

The race began with five riders run- 
ning at the front, with Hayden leading 
for three laps, then Hayes, then Hayden 
again. $ 
By then the race had broken up with 
Hayden, Hayes, and Harrell out front, 
then Roberts and Graves, the rest of the 
18-rider field trailing. 

It was Honda vs. Yamaha vs. Suzuki, 
and Hayes, on the 840 Suzuki, the small- 
est of the trio, was happy to keep up on 
the one-mile Brainerd straight. 

“I knew it was going to be a long race, 
I knew that these guys weren't going 
anywhere," said Hayes, who led laps 
seven through nine. "Paul and Nicky are 
both riding really great and I never really 
thought I made a break. I was really sur- 
prised when my little 840 made it down 
the whole front straightaway without 
getting passed once or twice." 

Hayes and Harrell were both getting 
through the fast turns one and two bet- 
ter than Hayden, and he knew it. 

"Through the infield we had my bike 
set up really good and I could try to 
square up tlie corners and get a run on 
them, but through one and two these 
guys made me look like a girl down 
there," Hayden said. "I don't know how 
much time they were making on me 
down there, but I thought I was on the 
edge and these guys would go right by 
me. І felt like if I'd went any faster 
through there I was going to crash and 
here these guys were just pulling away 
from me." 

Hayden was in front for lap 10, then 
Harrell for two, with few among them 
for the final lap. Each had a last lap 
strategy, but only Hayden's worked out. 

“I was going to block him there and I 
thought, he's going to get me on the last 
corner and I wanted to get a good drive 
out of that bus stop," Harrell said. 
"When I come up to that corner, I saw 
this red, and I go, 'Son of a bitch, there 
he is,’ right where he totally got me. I 
thought I had a plan, but he had a good 
run on me." 

“Т knew it'd come down to the last 
lap and the last turn, and these guys 
rode awesome," Hayes said. " The last 
lap, I didn't know where I was going to 
be. We were having a little bit of prob- 
lems. We spun some teeth off the rear 
sprocket and it was hurting us a little bit 
coming off the first gear turns over here, 
and it didn't hinder us enough to knock 
us out of the race and we're still in con- 
tention, but it hurt a little bit. I can't 
blame that for the race. These guys rode 
great. Nicky, you know, he may be the 
new 17-year-old kid around town, but 
he's been racing since he can probably 
remember. He's got a brother to race 
with every weekend and I think he out- 
raced both of us today. He made passes 
in a different spot every lap. He'd make 
things happen that shouldn't have hap- 
pened - damn it." 





Eric Wood won the Pro 
Thunder class in 
dominating fashion. It 
was Wood's third race 
win of the series. 
Shawn Conrad, 
however, earned the 
Pro Thunder 
Championship with his 
second-place finish at 
Brainerd. 


Graves got the better of Roberts on 
lap nine and Roberts didn't have an 
answer. 

"We put in a different motor and I 
couldn't stay in the draft with-anybody, 
the Suzukis or Yamahas," Roberts said 
of the motor that was built in the team 
transporter overnight. “I had to ride my 
ass off to do 39s." 

Another 10 seconds behind that pair 
was another duo, Valvoline EMGO 
Suzuki's Grant Lopez a bikelength in 
front of Dutchman Racing's Michael 
Barnes, the team's best finish of the year. 

Zlock Racing's Mike Sullivan was 
eighth, about 25 seconds further back, 
with Woody's Service's Andrew 
Deatherage not far back in ninth. CN

AMA/Progressive Insurance Pro Thunder Series 
Round 10: Brainerd International Raceway 


Wood 
disappears

BRAINERD, MN, AUG. 1 

t took a while to get the Progressive 
Insurance Pro Thunder race started at 

Brainerd International Raceway. 
There was oil all over the track from a 
blown engine that made its way back to 
the starting area, which had to be thor- 
oughly scrubbed. By the time the clean- 
up was finished, so much time had been 
consumed that the race had to be cut 
from 13 laps to 10 to guarantee that the 
Superbike National, which came after 
Pro Thunder, would be ready for its live 
television slot. 


When the track was finally clean, and 
everyone was on a bike - though not 
necessarily their own - Penguin Racing 
School's Eric Wood cleaned up himself. 

The Ducati-mounted New Englander 
got the jump on the 20-rider field and 
was gone from the start, racing against 
himself and the clock. He completed the 
10-lap, 30-mile race in 17 minutes, 
45.746 seconds, at an average speed of 
100.413 mph, winning by 9.821 seconds. 

“1 wanted to see how fast the rest of 
the pack was going, we put our head 
down and went for a couple of laps," 


the Penguin Racing School instructor 


said. "The lap times were actually a little 
bit slow because of all the oil that got 
dropped on the track. And we had all 
the fresh Oildri there, so we had to espe- 
cially alter our line coming onto the 
front straightaway, which meant losing 
two or three hundred rpm at the end of 
the straightaway, which was quite a few 
mile per hour. I was just watching my 
pit board and we were gaining about 
two seconds a lap early in the race, and 
in four laps we stretched it to about a 
plus-8 and I just shut off and said, all 
right, we'll keep it here. If anybody gets 
closer we'll put our head back down 
and just kind of took it home to the win. 
I actually like racing with someone a lit- 
tle bit better, but we'll take an easy one 
too." 

It was his third win in four tries, with 
only a hiccup at his home track in 
Loudon to sully a perfect record. Even 
so, he joined the series late after an 
injury in the opening round at Daytona, 
and had no chance to win the title. 

That honor went to HMC Racing's 
Shawn Conrad, who emerged on top of 
a race-long spat with Motorcycle 
Online's David Estok to take his first 
AMA professional title. Consistency was 
the key for the Ducati rider, his seven 
runner-up finishes, and podiums in all 
but one race, giving him an insurmount- 
able 52-point lead over Tilley's H- 
D/Buell's Shawn Higbee, eighth today 
on David Estok's back-up bike. Conrad 
never won a race, but he didn't have to, 
and now has the luxury of going for it in 
the final race of the year. 

"I know I can win in the class, and if 
I happen to win at Colorado, all the bet- 
ter,” Conrad said. "But if not, I'm not 
really that worried about it. It doesn't 
really bother me. I scored the most 
points. It’s a team sport, people don't 
realize that. My team did great and I'm 
just real pumped for them." 

It was a rough road to victory lane 
for Conrad. Burning a clutch in his heat 
race meant he had to start from the back 
of the grid. On Friday a water leak had 
dumped water on his rear tire and high- 
sided him. He blew up two engines and 
the one in his "A" bike was overheating. 
He didn't do more than four consecu- 





tive laps all weekend, which meant his 
setup was off. So when the race came, 
he was pushing the front and found that 
he'd chosen the wrong front tire. 

From the back row, Conrad quickly 
made his way forward, catching Estok 
on lap three and passing him a lap later. 

“I turned around and I wasn't losing 
him at all and I was getting some big 
slides through turn one and he ended 
up passing me at the exit of turn two on 
lap eight," Conrad said. "Then I started 
getting something on my windscreen, so 
I backed off a little bit and he must have 
made a few mistakes and whatnot and I 
pulled back up on him and, I go, ‘I may 
as well give it a try' - I was racing for the 
championship. He kind of came to the 
inside of turn 10, not much, just a little 
bit. I figured, ‘well, if it’s a good clean, 
safe pass for me on the outside, I'm 
going to do it.' It worked out good, it 
was clean and I think he might have 
overbraked thinking I was on the inside. 
And I just took the second place." 

Estok took third, .161 of a second 
behind. 

Then there was a gap of about seven 
seconds to Advanced Motorsports' John 
Nash, who was well alone in front of a 
strung-out group of five led by Project 
Monza’s Bill St. John. St. John was one 
of the riders whose machine needed 
some hasty adjustments on the starting 
line. Shawn Higbee, who finished 
eighth, behind Dunbar Euro-Sports 
Michael Gage), was another. 

Higbee's Tilley's H-D/Buell Light- 
ning 1200 blew up on the warm-up lap. 
Without a spare, he borrowed Estok's 
Motorcycle Online back-up bike, his 
crew hastily taping over Estok's number 
"2" with Higbee's "3." Eighth was the 
best he could do, and it wasn't enough to 
keep Conrad from winning the title. ем

WASHOUGAL, WA, AUG. 1 
n the day that Jeremy McGrath 
chose to return to AMA profes- 
sional racing, it was another 
: Yamaha veteran who rose to the 
occasion and stole the glory. 

Twenty-six-year-old Jimmy Button 
earned the first AMA National win of 
his career with a solid 3-1 ride at the 
Washougal 250cc National in southern 
Washington. In two extremely close and 
exciting races, Button, on his Bryan 
Kenny-prepped YZA00, emerged victori- 
ous, just ahead of title contender Kevin 
Windham, defending series champion 
Doug Henry, and series points leader 
Greg Albertyn. 

"This is everything. This is it. I’ve 
worked my entire life for this," said the 
Yamaha / Bridgestone Tires /Fox-backed 
Button after winning the second moto. 

“You can't believe what this feels like 
right now. I've been a professional racer 
for 10 years, worked my butt off every 
year, and everything that l've done my 
whole life has paid off today." 

Button's moto win was also a career 
first for the Yamaha rider. 

Team Honda's Windham, the last in- 
house Red Rider with a legitimate shot 
at the series championship, ended up 
second overall via 2-3 moto finishes. The 
always-determined Henry, just one 
week after his surprising overall victory 
at Troy (Ohio) was third overall in 
Washington with a 1-6 tally. The Suzu- 
ki's of Larry Ward (6-2) and Greg Alber- 
tyn (4-4) rounded out the top five on a 
day filled with tight racing and close 
finishes. 

The fact-that Button's win came on 
the beautiful and fast motocross slopes 
of Washougal had a certain symmetry to 
it. Ten years ago, Button made his pro- 
fessional debut at this very same track, 
finishing 10th overall in the 125cc class. 
It took a decade to make up the spots 
from 10th to first, but Button finally did 
it, coming full circle in a career filled 
with more downs than ups. 

“I finally got the monkey off my 
back. I got my first moto win and my 
first overall on the same day," Button 
said as family and friends crowded 
around him in the winner's circle. 

By winning at Washougal, Button 
became the seventh rider in nine races to 
score an overall win in the '99 series. He 
also now has the distinction of being the 
ninth rider in this series to score a moto 
victory. . 

"I'm stoked to be able to finally ride 
like Yamaha had anticipated I could ride 
like when they signed me,” said Button 
later. “The bike is just awesome. I’m so 
happy to win for all of the guys at 
Yamaha. This is it - this is the greatest 
day of my life so far.” 

Standing next to Button on the podi- 
um was Windham, who seems to be 
bouncing back from a minor slump. 

“I spent a lot of time with Jeff Stanton 
this week, just trying to relax and take 
another look at my whole game and try 
to figure out where I'm slacking at," 














f Windham said. “After a hard 
# day like today, when you've put 
in 100 percent and come out 
with second overall, you just 

“have to be happy with it. I would 
not have done anything different all day 
except maybe get a little bit better start 
that second time out." 

As for the headline-stealing McGrath, 
the six-time AMA Supercross Champion 
was certainly fast and competitive, but 
his lack of race time showed in his ability 
to maintain the lead pace. McGrath 
moved from seventh to third at one point 
in the first moto, only to lose the pace in 
the closing stages and fade back to fifth. 
A poor start the second time out left him 
playing catch-up throughout the moto, 
and "Showtime" could only muster a 
ninth-place finish, for eighth overall.

"| had a good time and it was fun 
and all, but it’s hard not to ride under 


racing conditions and then jump right - 


out here," said McGrath after his first 
АМА race since early May. "I did feel 
like I was as fast as those guys, but it's 
going to take a little time and a few 
more motos before I'm really riding like 
I can." 

As far as the title picture is con- 
cerned, the ninth round of the 12-race 
series did little to alter it. Albertyn's 
lead dipped from 30 points over Factory 
Connection /Jack in the Box Honda rider 
Mike LaRocco, to 26 over Windham. 
LaRocco had an off day at Washougal, 
struggling with bad starts both times 
out. He finished seventh overall via 7-7 
scores. 

Albertyn was not exactly pleased 
about dropping four points on the day. 

"Not happy, not happy at all," sum- 
marized Albertyn of his day. "I had a 
terrible start in the first moto, crashed in 
the second turn, then had a great ride to 
fourth, but that's still no excuse. The sec- 
ond moto I had a better start but rode 
like an absolute amateur. I stalled the 
bike, which was how Kevin passed me, 
and I couldn't get out of my own way, 
really. I'm going to spend the next two 
weeks working my butt off, because I 
can't ride around like this and be the 
champion." 

As far as the title chase is concerned, 
Windham says he's just going to go for 
it. 

"We're definitely going to let it all 
hang out from here," Windham said. 
“I’m not even going to keep track of the 
points but just go out in every moto and 
keep hitting away at it." 

"| just could not get out of the gate 
and that is so important right now. I 
moved up a little each time, but it was 














really hard to pass out there, especially 
behind those four-strokes,” said LaRoc- 
co, referring to the number-one YZ400 
of Henry, which he found to be a road 
block for much of the second moto. "T 
rode as hard as I could, but I was having 
trouble in the slippery stuff, and Henry 
would roll around on the inside and 
then just power up those hills." 

Henry was happy with his solid ride 
following his win the previous weekend 
at Troy. 

"I guess my injuries are finally start- 
ing to disappear, and I’ve been able to 
train a little more," said Henry of his 
late-season charge. 

As for his first-moto win, Henry 
laughed, “I did one to win a moto for 
Jon Rosenthiel (Henry’s tuner), because 
he didn’t get to see me win a moto last 
week, and I wanted to do it for him. You 
know, once you win a race again after a 
long time, you kind of feel like, ‘Hey, 
that’s what I can do,’ because you 
always have doubts in your mind if 
you're in good enough shape, or you're 
even fast enough. But when you do win, 
you're like, "Hey, I am fast enough.’ Last 
week gave me the momentum for this 
week." 

Falling out of the championship pic- 
ture is Lusk, who scored zero points in a 
disastrous 31-21 day. Lusk was running 
third in the first moto when he high- 
sided on a fast sweeper and injured his 
shoulder. In the second moto, he made 
it only 100 or so feet from the starting 
gate before suffering another crash. He 
would later crash big one more time 
before it was all over.

Henry put his Yamaha out in front 
early in the first moto, picking up where 
he left off after last weekend's win. The 
three-time champ was followed closely 
by the Hondas of Lusk and Windham, 
with Washington native Larry Ward 
and Team Kawasaki's Jeff Emig trailing. 
A surprising sixth at that point was the 
Honda of Akira Narita, and then chased 
McGrath. 

Lusk made a pass on Henry for a 
moment halfway through the first lap, 
but Henry snapped the lead right back 
away, and the top five would stay iden- 
tical for the first five of 15 laps. It was at 
that point that McGrath started moving 
forward. After passing Narita, he closed 
in on Emig, who was unable to capital- 
ize on his good start. 

"| finally got the good start I’ve been 
praying to God for, and I wanted to see 
what I could do with it, but the whole 
time I could tell that the bike was run- 
ning slower and slower," said Emig 
after walking back to the Washougal 
pits before the race was over. "The 
motor just went. I tell you, this has been 
a bad season, but they can have the rest 
of it, as long as it gets out of my system 
for next year." 

Yamaha's John Dowd started well 
but dropped out of the race with a flat 
rear tire. On the same lap that Emig 
dropped out, Lusk would suffer a mas- 
sive crash that also landed him out of 
the points. - 

“I was trying to make up some time 
there on Doug and Kevin, and I went 
around one of those flat sweepers and 
the rear end got away,” said Lusk while 
icing down his shoulder in the Honda 
semi. “It caught and swapped and went 
end over end. I took a nice little tumble 
there." 

Albertyn was 15th at the end of the 
first lap, but after five laps, he was up to 


10th, then fifth. 


Elsewhere, McGrath’s progress 
seemed to light a fire under his old 
teammate Button, who had attached 
himself to the supercross champ’s rear 
fender after moving up from 10th at the 
end of the first lap. 

“I’m sure a lot of people are thinking 
that with Jeremy being around has them 
ready to go a little faster," Button said of 
McGrath's presence. "I came off one of 
the jumps and looked over and saw MC 
a little bit ahead of me and I thought, 1 
gotta beat him! I gotta get him, I gotta 
get him" I kept pushing it and I’m glad 
he was up there, because it helped me 
get after the guys in front of him as 
well." 

McGrath, however, was beginning to 
fatigue. After Button moved around 
him, Albertyn mounted a last-lap charge 
that carried him around McGrath and 
into fourth-place. 

"1 got sloppy at the end," said 
McGrath afterwards. "I rode a lot of 
motos getting ready for this, but you 
just can't do it at race pace unless you're 
here racing. I was starting to get pretty 
squirrely, but I was having fun. Overall, 
I was happy with the way I rode. I had a 
good middle charge, but towards the 
end I was a little sloppy." 

“1 had a terrible start and then I 
dropped it in the second turn," said 
Albertyn of his ride. "I had to come 
from a long ways back, but I made 
points on LaRocco, though I lost a few 
to Windham. I was also having some 
pretty serious bike problems, and I was 
worried the bike was going to blow up, 
but it held. I will have to get them in the 
next moto." 

Ward, who finished sixth, explained, 
"I had a pretty good ride, but I pumped 
up a little bit towards the end and But- 











ton and McGrath got me. I was able to 
hold off LaRocco, and that helped Greg 
a little bit. It'S tough out there, because 
it’s super high-speed and really, really 
slippery. You have to have a rhythm 
around those slick corners and be really 
smooth." 

Up front, the last three laps was an 
all-out sprint between Henry and Wind- 
ham, the Honda rider never seeming to 
give up in the wake of Henry's heavy 
roost. 

Windham actually made a pass on 
the big Yamaha, but Henry was able to 
quickly retake the lead from him. From 
that point on, the two stayed within 
inches of each other, but Henry never 
lost the lead again. 

"| just got a good start and rode the 
best that I could," said Henry after 
crossing the finish line just one bike 
length ahead of Windham for his third 
moto win in a row. "Kevin and I had a 
real good battle and he actually passed 
me at one point when we got to some 
lapped riders, but I got him right back. 
It was just a good, close race and I had a 
great time riding like that with Kevin." 

“I wore a roost guard underneath my 
jersey and a little nose piece on my Scott 
goggles but being behind that 400 was 
still killing me, 
wards, his lip still swollen from at least 
one flying rock. “I feel like I just went a 
couple of rounds with (Mike) Tyson. It 
was a good moto and the bike was 


working great, so l'm happy. It was just 


one of those tracks where I couldn't 
really get under him, and when I did, he 
got me right back." 

As for what he might do differently 
in the second moto, Windham said, 
“Гуе got to pass him earlier, because 
that roost is killing me." 


MOTO TWO 


The four-strokes of Button and 
Henry hit the first corner side by side to 
start the second moto. 

“I got to the first turn way too soon,” 
Button said. "I drifted out and I think 
that took Doug a little ways out, and 1 
drifted a little ways out on the bank, and 
Larry Ward and Doug got around me.” 

Ward blasted right past both Yama- 
has on the exit of the first turn and 
pointed the number-seven Suzuki away 
from the other 39 bikes on the track. 

McGrath, meanwhile, had a lousy 
start, but it was nowhere nearly as bad

as Lusk’s start. After finishing 31st in 
the first moto, Lusk did not even make 
it to the first turn before getting tossed 
from his motorcycle, along with Suzu- 
ki's Robbie Reynard. Lusk remounted 
dead last and fought to get back in the 
race, but it was to no avail. With his left 
shoulder aching, Lusk could only climb 
up to 21st position, leaving him with a 
disastrous score of zero on the day. 
Behind the fleeing Ward rode Henry, 
Button, Chaparral Yamaha's Tim Ferry 
and a better-starting Albertyn. The high- 
est-starting Honda was the sixth-placed 
Windham, who was quick to make a 
pass on Albertyn in the hopes of gather- 
ing a few more points. 

LaRocco had a another bad start back 
in eighth, while McGrath was even 
worse at 15th. Kawasaki teammates 
Emig and Damon Huffman ended up 
getting tangled together halfway 
through the first lap, both losing a hand-

| ful of positions. Huffman would recover 


for 10th-place points, while Emig came 
in one behind him, in 11th. 

Henry seemed to have spent most of 
his strength in the first moto. He was 
passed by Button on the second lap, 
then watched Ferry’s YZ250 go by him 
for third on the fifth lap. As the moto 
wore on, Henry was apparently wearing 
down, slipping back to sixth at the fin- 
ish, well off of Button’s winning pace. 

“My pace was good, but it wasn't 
good enough,” said Henry later. "I was 
trying to ride my own race, but those 
guys wouldn’t let me. They were 
putting a lot of pressure on me and шу 
moved by me.” 

Ferry rode very well on the Chapar- 
ral Yamaha, but he got caught between 
the raging battles for first through 
fourth, and sixth through ninth. That 
left him working alone throughout the 
moto. 








“I got a great start - the best start I’ve 

had all year - and rode right there with 
fhose guys," said Ferry. “Those two 
four-strokes were in front of me at the 
beginning, so that was pretty tough. 1 
guess I did okay, but I really want to get 
up there again at Millville." 
: McGrath seemed to wear down 
while trying to overcome that terrible 
start. He would finish ninth, battling 
with the Kawasaki of Huffman through- 
out the second half of the moto. “These 
guys are riding really fast, and it was 
pretty tough to move up out there," 
McGrath said. "I rode hard and I had a 
great time, and I can't wait to come back 
at Millville and do better." 

At the halfway mark Button made a 
surprising attack on Ward's lead posi- 
tion and made a pass for the lead. Ward 
responded by going right back after the 
Yamaha rider, but he in turn had to ride 
with a defensive mind, as Windham 
applied heavy pressure from third. The 
three riders would spend the rest of the 
moto freight-training around the track, 
and as it became more and more appar- 
ent that Button might finally taste victo- 
ry, the blue-clad Yamaha mechanics 
became more and more animated. With 
two laps to go, Ward went all out in his 
own attempt to win a moto for the first 
time of the year. However, Button was 
able to check his every move. As the two 
came around the fast left-handed 
sweeper for the finish line, Ward tried a 
wide-open pass from the inside, but 
Button had just enough power to cross 
the finish line first, with a half bike 
length to spare. 

“Jimmy rode real good in the middle 
of the race and that was just enough,” 
said Ward afterwards. "The four-strokes 
were working really good on this track 
today, with Doug winning the first moto 
and Jimmy in the second. All I could 
think about at the end was trying to 
catch Jimmy. I went for it at the end, so I 
hope everyone enjoyed that finish. I 
wish I would've just started charging a 
little earlier." 

Third-placed Windham said, “Unfor- 
tunately, I didn’t get the start I wanted 
that time, not the start that I’m used to 
getting. I think I rode good, but I didn't 
get the overall." 

That honor went to Button. "That last 
lap was the longest lap of my life," said 
Button after bouncing across the finish 
line and nearly riding through a fence, 
defending his lead from Ward. "That 
last lap seemed about 10 minutes long to 
get around, but I held on and I got it - 
I'm stoked. Hopefully no one is going to 
criticize me about being out of shape, 
either. Ten years I worked for this; even 
got shipped overseas at one point. I 
came back, I never quit and it finally 
paid off." CN

WASHOUGAL, WA, AUG. 1 
T: was just a matter of time until 
FMF/Thor/Honda's Brock Sell- 
ards took home his first National 
overall win, and with the way he has 
been riding lately, it was no surprise 
that he did so at round nine of the 
АМА / Махаа Trucks National 125cc 
MX series at Washougal, Washington. 

Sellards showed all of his competitors 
and the estimated 15,000 fans the fast 
way around the track in moto one as he 
took.a decisive win nearly wire to wire. 
The 19-year-old Ohio-native took advan- 
tage of a poor start by his nemesis, 
Kawasaki-mounted Ricky Carmichael, 
and pulled away from the pack early on, 
but as the laps closed, so did 
Carmichael. The two raced in unison the 
final lap and Sellards crossed the finish 
line just ahead of Carmichael. 

“Tve wanted to beat him before the 
season was over and I knew I would 
have to push it," Sellards said after the 
victory. "I got the win and that's all I

care about, not how far ahead I was or 
anything." 

In the second moto, Sellards again 
ran in front for nearly the entire moto, 
but was passed by a hard-charging and 
determined Carmichael on the final lap 
for second, only for Carmichael to find 
out that there was another rider in front 
of him. With the AMA's scoring system 
by moto points, Sellards' 1-3 finishes 
earned him 45 points for the day while 
Carmichael's 2-2 equaled 44 points. Sell- 
ards' one extra point gave him his first- 
ever 125cc National Motocross overall 
win. 

“Гуе been making the podium SO 
much lately and to finally get the win I 
wanted is a dream come true,” Sellards 
said of the day’s events. “I hung it out in 
the first moto and it paid off, because if I 
didn't win that one, I probably wouldn't 
have taken the overall." Sellards also 
added, "I was letting it all hang out in the 
second moto too, and when he 
(Carmichael) came up to challenge me, I 
figured I better back it off a bit. I tried to 
hang with him, but I knew I still had the 
overall so I chilled out the last half a lap." 





Carmichael was in shock. The Split- 
Fire/Pro Circuit/Kawasaki/1-800-Col- 


lect-sponsored 125cc specialist was 


unaware of race leader Jason 
McCormick and thought that he had 
won the overall with the completed pass 
on Sellards in the second moto. He 
believed that he had finished 2-1, while 
in actuality, he had a 2-2 score that did 
not beat Sellards’ 1-3 

"| crossed the line with my hand in 
the air and the number one finger and 
my mechanic Chad (Watts) shook his 
head no," Carmichael said of the confu- 
sion. "I was like, ‘What do you mean, 
no? I won the moto,’ and he said, ‘No 1 
didn't - McCormick won, you got sec- 
ond.” 

Carmichael wanted to win Washou- 
gal for several reasons. He currently has 
23 125cc all-time wins, and wants to 
break Mark Barnett’s record of 25, but 
only has three races left to do so. 
Carmichael expected to win Washougal, 
Millville and Binghamton in the next 
few weeks and was planning on riding a 
250cc at the final round of the year at 
Steel City. Now, the Florida-based rider 
will have to compete on a 125cc at all of 
the remaining rounds if he plans to 
break the record. 

"I guess I ruined that idea too," 
Carmichael said from the podium at the 
conclusion of the day. "I really wanted 
to ride the 250cc to see how I would do 
on it outdoors. Now I'll probably have 
to wait until next year." 

Going 5-1 on the day for third overall 
was Planet Honda/Pro Grip's Jason 
McCormick. The Vancouver, Washing- 
ton, home-track hero thrilled the crowd 
with a come-from-behind ride in the 
first moto to finish fifth.

I’m on cloud nine right now, I 
can't believe it." 

Fourth overall went to the Yamaha of 


Troy's Stephane ¥ 
Roncada. Fresh off 
his first-ever moto : 
win a week earlier at Troy, Ohio, Ronci 
da seems to have pulled out the talen 
that earned him his support ride several 
years ago, finishing a strong third in 
moto one. A sixth in moto two also has | 
the Frenchman climbing the ladder in 
points as he moved into 11th with three 
rounds remaining. 

“I am very happy with my ride,” | 
Roncada stated. "I went down in that 
first moto and ao a podium so it 
was Okay.” 

Primal Impulse Suzuki/Bill’s 
Pipes/Shift-supported Michael Brandes 
made for the top finishing Suzuki on the 
day as he rode to a 7-4 score for fifth 
overall. Brandes battled up front in both 
motos, only to drop a few positions just 
before the end of the first moto.

SplitFire/Pro Circuit/Kawasakit 
Nathan Ramsey finished seventh overall 
with an uneven 4-13 ride, while his team- 
mate, Scott Sheak, who returned to the 
track for the first time since an ugly crash 
at Southwick over a month ago, finished 
eighth overall via 8-9 scores. Yamaha of : 
Troy's Ernesto Fonseca rode to ninth 
overall and Primal Impulse Suzuki's 
David Pingree rounded out the top ten. 

Carmichael only lost one point to Sel- 
lards on the day and has a commanding 
98-point lead, 413-315, going into Mil- 
lville, Minnesota. Sellards gained anoth- 
er 17 on his teammate Vohland in third, 
and he now has 281. Brandes, Wey and 
Ramsey hold fourth, fifth, and sixth, 
respectively, with 249-235 and 216.

Sellards and his FMF/Honda-team- 
mate Chris Gosselaar rounded the first 
turn side-by-side as the 38 other 125cc 
riders filed in behind. For the second 
year in a row, it was.Gosselaar who was 
leading early at Washougal, but this 
time he led a little longer. 

The teenager held the point for near- 
ly three laps until he lost it in the 
famous whoop section. 

“1 pumped up real fast and got out of 
shape in the whoops," Gosselaar said. 
“It was kind of slippery going in and I 
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lost the drive near the beginning. I 
rolled the rest and they all got by." 

Sellards immediately inherited the 
lead with Roncada, Fonseca and Ramsey 
on his tail. Carmichael was in 14th and 
moving forward, but only after finishing 
the first lap in 18th. 

With the mix-up of talent behind 
him, Sellards settled into a pace and 
pulled a lead on the pack. Vohland 
moved into the mix next, and the battle 
for third became intense on the two- 
minute and 30-second lap-time circuit 
that wound throughout the hills. 

Fonseca, Ramsey, Vohland, Roncada 
and even McCormick and Brandes 
swapped positions between second and 
seventh for several laps while 
Carmichael was still moving forward, 
catching the riders in front of him. 

At the halfway point of the 30- 
minute plus two lap moto, Carmichael 
was up:to fourth but was still some 20 
seconds behind the leader, Sellards. A 
lap later, Carmichael passed Fonseca for 
third and moved to the tail of his team- 
mate Ramsey. 


Carmichael got by Ramsey next and 


then began to close thé gap between 
himself and race leader Sellards. 
Throughout the next few laps, 
Carmichael closed the gap, looking over 
at Sellards over numerous jumps and 
turns, getting the crowd to support him 
as he did so. 

Ramsey rode in third for some time 
while Roncada, Vohland, Fonseca, 
McCormick and Brandes still were bat- 
tling behind him, in that order. 

Roncada, who had gone down in a 
slippery corner earlier, got by Ramsey 
for third with around eight minutes left 
in the moto. Carmichael had closed the 
gap and was about eight seconds from 
Sellards. 

McCormick and Vohland diced posi- 
tions the final few laps until McCormick 
landed off the track in the grass on the 
big infield tabletop.

“1 think I sprained my wrist when I 
did that," McCormick later said. "Me 
and Vohland were battling and that rut 
just shot me off the face the wrong 
way." 

The two-lap board came out and 
Carmichael was within four seconds of 
Sellards. Carmichael closed the gap on 
the lap and as the white flag flew a lap 
later, Carmichael was only two seconds 
behind, and closing. 

The crowd rose to their feet as the 
riders drag raced up one of the track's 
giant uphills. As they came back down 
into the flatlands, Carmichael was only 
several bike lengths behind. The fences 
were lined as the two approached the 
final straight. 

Carmichael bumped Sellards as the 
two entered the whoop section for the 
final time. Sellards maintained his com- 
posure and the two held it wide open 
through the final turn and to the check- 
ers, where Sellards crossed for his first- 
ever moto win, just inches ahead of 
Carmichael. 

Roncada held on for another strong

ride, this time finishing third, while 
Ramsey and McCormick followed. 

“1 was pushing as hard as I could go 
and he was still catching me," Sellards 
said after the race. "I don't know how 
he was catching me, but he was. I won 
the moto, that's all I care about." 

“I didn't get a good start and had to 
play catch up the entire moto," 
Carmichael said before the start of the sec- 
ond moto. "That's three weeks in a row of 
bad starts. I don’t know.what's going on." 

"There were so many fast guys up 
there for a while, it was neat," Ramsey 
said of the battles that eventually earned 
him fourth. “It was a little slick out there 
and I tried to stay with Ricky and 
Stephane when they passed me. It’s a lit- 
tle aggravating when you are up there 
and then lose the positions, but all I can 
do is learn right now and that’s what 
I'm doing."

Sellards nailed the start but was 
quickly overtaken by crowd favorite 
McCormick. As McCormick dropped 
down to the flatlands for the first time in 
the lead, the crowd went crazy. Sellards, 
Vohland and Brandes immediately set- 
tled into second through fourth while 
Carmichael was once again plagued 
with a bad start and was in 23rd as they 
completed lap one. 

"Not only did I get a bad start, but I 
also went down on the first lap,” 
Carmichael later admitted. 





McCormick used his knowledge of 
the track to gain some distance on Sel- 
lards during the early goings as the pack 
started to spread out. Roncada came 
around in 15th on lap two, while 
Carmichael rode two behind him in 
17th. 

By the fourth circuit, McCormick had 
a four-second lead over Sellards. Bran- 
des had scooted by Vohland and was up 
to third. 

It took several laps for Carmichael to 
get in his groove, and he was up to 
ninth by the sixth lap and was passing 
an average of three riders a lap. 

At the 15 minute-mark, Carmichael 
was up to sixth, passing a tiring Voh- 
land, and was closing in on KTM/ 
Xtreme-backed Lance Smail. Carmichael 
got by Smail on one of the large uphills 
and now had his sights set on his Split- 
Fire/Pro Circuit-teammate Nick Wey. 

McCormick slightly gained his lead 
on Sellards with around six laps remain- 
ing. Carmichael and Wey diced for a lap 
until Carmichael made the pass in one 
of the many S-turn chicanes. 


Carmichael was in fourth and he 
worked on Brandes next. One lap later, 
Charmichael had again used one of the 
chicanes for the pass for third. кп 

Carmichael now believed that he was 
in second behind Sellards with the race 
winding down. Unaware of McCormick 
up front, Carmichael scoped out Sel- 
lards and closed in during the last few 
laps. In Carmichael's mind, if he passed 
Sellards, he would be the overall win- 
ner. In fact, that was not true, he needed 
to pass race leader McCormick for the 
overall win. 

Carmichael once again closed in on 
Sellards, but this time he made the pass 
soon after the white flag came out. 
McCormick was far enough out front 
that Carmichael was unaware of his 
lead, and as the checkers came out, it 
was McCormick who took his first-ever 
national moto victory. 

McCormick was swarmed by team 
managers and personnel after he 
dropped his bike on the middle of the 
track and jumped for joy as the crowd 
showed their approval. 

“1 was in a zone that moto," 
McCormick said of his ride. "Once I got 
into the lead, I was feeling comfortable 
and I just started checking out a little." 

Carmichael crossed next, with his 
hand in the air. 

“Т couldn't believe it,” Carmichael 
said. "I thought Sellards was leading 
and that I had made the winning pass. If 
it was like the way they score the ama- 
teur motos, I probably would have 
won." Carmichael also added, "I don't 
know what my problem was today, they 
just rode better than me." CN

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the Grand Prix guys, pretty 
much,” was the explana- 
tion gaven by Colin 
Edwards II at the end of the Sprite Suzu- 
ka 8 Hours. Edwards may have only 
been thinking of himself and Aaron 
Slight, the Honda World Superbike team- 
mates who finished second at the end of 
the midsummer classic endurance race in 
Japan, but the statement had universal 
application. 

Doing the karate kicking in Japan 
were Tadayuki Okada and Alex Barros. 
Before the race was two-thirds over, the 
pair of Honda 500cc Grand Prix riders 
had lapped the other 69 teams with their 
Lucky Strike-sponsored RC45, and they 
went on to complete a total of 213 laps. It 
was a distance cut short by two splashes 
of rain, and it was one lap shy of the 
record set by Edwards and Noriyuki 


Haga in 1996. . 
“It was easy today, easy," said Okada 
with a laugh. 


Indeed, Barros' only concern was not 
taking things too easy. 

"| just tried to ride and keep my con- 
centration and not take it so easy," Barros 
said. "Sometimes you lose your concen- 
tration when you go too slow. I don't 
want to do that." 

What made Okada and Barros' tri- 
umph so distasteful to other big-buck 
teams was that neither of them are or 
were of regular riders of four-stroke race 
bikes. All of the other teams have at least 
one rider that is currently, or was recent- 
ly, full time in a Superbike Champi- 
onship Series of one kind or another. 

The second Lucky Strike Honda in the 
8 Hours featured the dangerous pairing of 
Shinichi Ito and Tohru Ukawa, the victors 
of the last two Suzuka 8 Hours. Like he 
did in 1998, Ito captured pole, and the 
team looked like a sure bet. However, bad 
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luck struck Ito ол the 13th lap and the 
reigning All-Japan Superbike Champion 


, found himself laying in the gravel trap. 


Ukawa managed to find his way there, 
too, during their comeback attempt. 

Edwards and Slight had the honors of 
carrying the revered number 11 on their 
Castrol-backed Honda, but the two 
World Superbike stars plonked around 
in practice, qualifying, and the Special 
Stage (Superpole) to end up as the slow- 
est Honda factory team in the field. The 
second-place trophies became theirs due 
to the miscues of others rather than any 
magic worked from the throttle grip. 

The other Castrol Honda came home 
seventh in the hands of John Kocinski, 
the 1997 World Superbike Champion, 
and Yuichi Takeda, the youngest-ever 
winner of a World Superbike race and a 
full factory Honda rider in the All-Japan 
Superbike Championship. During the 
first hour, Kocinski was squeezing the 
Honda around every bike in front of him 
to make up for a poor Le Mans-style 
start. Then it appeared that Kocinski hit 
the curbing when he flicked the bike into 
the Casio Triangle chicane, and the 
Honda came off its wheels. Kocinski and 
Takeda salvaged seventh place. 

There was only one Honda team that 
could hang with Okada and Barros in the 
race, the Sakari Honda satellite team of 
Daijiro Kato and Makoto Tamada. Tama- 
da is a first-year superbike rider in the 
All-Japan Series, and Kato is Honda’s 
hired gun for 250cc racing in Japan. Kato 
crashed the Honda during the fifth hour, 
and the repaired bike limped in eighth at 
the end of the race. 

In recent years, Honda’s strongest 
competition has come from the Kawasaki 
camp. Kawasaki, however, scaled back 
their factory teams from three to two this 
year, and went without any foreign rid- 
ers. The point team for the green bikes 
was World Superbike rider Akira Yana- 
gawa and All-Japan rider Hitoyasu Izut- 
su. They finished a frustrated third, nine 
seconds behind Edwards and Slight, after

Tamaki Serizawa - two factory riders in. 


the All-Japan Superbike Championship - 
piloted the second factory Kawasaki and 
had a respectable race going until their 
rear shock broke and had to be replaced. 
Still, they managed to finish fifth overall. 
The top privateer team in the 8 Hours, 
Osamu Nishijima and Ryuji Tsuruta, fin- 
ished an impressive sixth on a ZX-7RR. 
Yamaha, the only non-Honda to win 
the 8 Hours since 1994, with their victory 
in 1996, had World Superbike superstar 
Noriyuki Haga on the factory's double 
trick YZF R-7 - joined by Red Bull Yama- 
ha 500cc Grand Prix rider Regis Laconi. 
Laconi, on a superbike, was not in the 
same league as Haga, though, and 
reserve rider Simon Crafar complained 
of allergic reactions to the Michelin tires 
on Haga's bike and remained in street 
clothes. They finished fourth, three laps 
down, purely due to Haga's aggressive 
riding, and one double stint by the Japan- 
ese rider. Wataru Yoshikawa and 
Takeshi Tsujimura, Yamaha's All-Japan 
Superbike riders, had Haga-spec motor- 


' cycles as well, but the team was knocked 


out of contention after Suzuki's Akira 
Ryo rammed Yoshikawa on lap five. 
Yoshikawa went off the course on his 
own halfway through the race, which 
didn't help the cause, either. 

Yamaha USA entered Jamie Hacking 
and Richard Oliver for the 8 Hours, but 
Oliver was replaced by Yamaha career 
rider Norihiko Fujiwara, a veteran of 10 
previous Suzuka 8 Hours for Yamaha 
factory teams. Hacking was pulling his 
hair out all weekend, as the so-called 
works R-7 turned out to be a street-spec 
R-7 with quick-change wheels, and Fuji- 
wara had no interest in trying race-bike 
suspension settings. Hacking and Fuji- 
wara's off-track excursions during the 
race had the team's mechanics busier 
than most, and the pair finished 13 laps 
down, in 14th place. 

The Suzuki factory, where both facto-

ry teams failed by the halfway mark, had 
an even longer day. The lead team was 
Akira Ryo and Keiichi Kitagawa, two of 
the best superbike riders in Japan. Ryo’s 
desperate bid to catch the quick Hondas 
in the first hour resulted in a fastest lap 
time that held up for two hours, but also 
resulted in an accident with Yamaha's 
Yoshikawa. Later, Kitagawa also crashed. 
The second factory Suzuki blew up with 
a cloud of white smoke in the third hour, 
leaving Suzuki's factory All-Japan Super- 
bike rookie riders Atsushi Watanabe and 
Chojun Kameya stranded. 

It's rare these years for an endurance 
team from Europe to run the 8 Hours, 
due to cost, the competitiveness of the 
Japanese factory teams and the fact that 
the 24-hour races in Europe pay double 
points. The Phase One team for the 
World Endurance Championship made 
the trek from Great Britain to Suzuka, but 
a tearful Tony Rees had to withdraw the 
Suzuki GSX-R750 after seven hours and 
36 minutes, when the engine started 
making death, rattle noises. Thus the 
results from the 8 Hours, the fourth 
round of the World Endurance Champi- 
onship series, will not have a bearing on 
this year's title. 


RACE 


For the Suzuka 8 Hours, the weather 
on race day was better than most years: 
temperatures were in the low 80s, but 
with the always-present hot-tub humidi- 
ty. 
: The 85,000 fans counted down the 
clock for the 11:30 a.m. Le Mans start, 
and Honda's Ito successfully converted 
his pole position to a turn-one lead, fol- 
lowed by Okada, Yanagawa, Haga, Kato, 
and Yoshikawa.

Haga ducked around Yanagawa in 
the S curves to claim third, and pulled up 
alongside Okada in the long right sweep- 
ers between the Hairpin and Spoon 
Curve. Haga tailed Okada through 
Spoon, and then drafted and out-braked 
Okada at the end of the back straight to 
gain second. The gap to Ito was closed an 
instant, and at the end of the first lap the 
official Suzuka Circuit timing computer 
reported the Ito-Haga interval at 0.000 of 
a second. Okada, Yanagawa, Kato, 
Edwards, Yoshikawa, Takeishi, and 
Kocinski followed, respectively. 

Haga accelerated past Ito and into the 
lead in turn one, and Okada decelerated 
past Ito and into second on the brakes 
entering the Hairpin. Okada turned the 
tables on Haga down the back straight 
and claimed the lead. The pint-sized 
Kato also pulled out into the passing lane 
of the back straight and took fourth place 
away from Yanagawa. 

Haga didn't try a move on Okada on 
lap three until the entry of Spoon Curve, 
though the attempt came from too far 
back and was unsuccessful. It left Haga 
perfectly positioned for another draft 
pass down the back straight, which hap- 
pened as expected. Then the unexpected 
occurred: As Haga and Okada entered 
the tight Casio Triangle, Kato blasted 
past both riders on the inside and was 
through the chicane before Haga and 
Okada had flicked their bikes the other 
way. The fans in the grandstands were 
delighted. 

Okada was around Haga by the time 
the frenzy reached the Hairpin, and on 
the fourth time down the down-and-up- 
and-down back straight, Okada drafted 
Kato, and Ito drafted Haga. 

Okada went unchallenged through 
most of the fifth lap, until Kato squeezed 
inside at the end of the back straight, sav- 
ing his braking for the 130R corner until 
the last millisecond. Less graceful action 
happened between Yoshikawa and Ryo, 
who came together and went off the 
track. Yoshikawa dropped from eighth to 
32nd, and Ryo from ninth to 63rd and to 
the pits. Within two laps, Ryo had gone 
from fast lap holder at 2:10.633 to first 
factory rider to parade himself down the 
pit lane. 

Over the following three laps, Kato, 
Okada and Ito stayed put, while Kocinski 
passed Edwards, Yanagawa and Haga. 


Yanagawa was able to hang with Kocins- 
ki while Haga could not, and the 
Kawasaki rider provided the live televi- 
sion audience with a bird's-eye view of 
the next significant upsetting of the run- 
ning order. As Kocinski leaned his 
Honda into the first tight right-hand turn 
of the chicane, the side of the bike 
appeared to make contact with the curb- 
ing, and the rear wheel was lifted off the 
track. The bike and rider slid and spun, 
but they were quickly back in the race, 
losing just four positions. 

“I was just working my way up, and 
then I fell down in the chicane," Kocinski 
said. "That basically wrecked the whole 
day. It's hard to say what happened, but, 
anyway, it went down. That's unfortu- 
nate, but that's racing." 

The top spots remained stable over 
the following three laps. Then, on lap 13, 
the first of the race's two most significant 
crashes occurred: Ito low-sided his 
Honda at the apex of turn two, with bike 
and rider coming to rest in the gravel 
trap - and just like that, Ito and teammate 
Ukawa's hopes of a third successive 8 
Hours win were dashed. Coincidentally, 
Ito crashed the same way in the same 
corner while in the same position in the 
Suzuka 200-kilometer race back in May. 

From that point until the pit stops that 
started on lap 24, the order went 
unchanged: Kato, Okada (-9 seconds), 
Yanagawa (-13 seconds), Haga (-16 sec- 
onds), Takeishi (-3 seconds), Edwards (-7 
seconds), Kocinski (-20 seconds), and 
Fujiwara (-4 seconds). 

“In the first session, the track was 
hot," Haga said. "I used a Michelin front 
tire that was too hard. The front was 
chattering and dangerous. This com- 
pound was no good." 

Okada echoed the same concern 
about his Michelin front tire and his 
diffiently in keeping up with Kato, who 
was using Dunlop tires. 

"My (expectation), from Saturday 
already, was that Kato would be quick- 
er," Okada said. "For me, the problem 
was the front side, and I cannot fix it. I 
just try to keep (a consistent) lap time - 
this is important." 

Edwards' problem was similar, but 
with the rear tire. 

"| couldn't stay with Kocinski's pace 
(in the laps prior to Kocinski's crash)" 
Edwards explained. “He had a different 





rear tire and he was gone. I made the 
wrong tire choice because we went out 
on it this morning (in warmup practice) 
and it felt good for the first five laps. 
Then I came in and handed the bike over 
to Aaron, and he came back and said it 
wasn't that good. I should have listened 
to him, but I didn't." 

When the first round of stops 
wasover, Barros had claimed the lead 
from Kato's teammate Makoto Tamada 
due to quicker pit work by the factory 
Honda team. Izutsu was third, Laconi 
fourth, Serizawa fifth, Slight sixth, Tsu- 
jimura seventh, and Hacking eighth. 

Tamada let Barros get ahead by five 
seconds over the early laps of the second 
stint, and then, starting on lap 30, Tama- 
da started taking one second per lap back 
from Barros. At the end of lap 35, the 
interval was less than a second, and on 
the following lap Tamada bravely passed 
Barros on the inside on Dunlop curve, 
with Tamada's bike nearly horizontal 
and both ends slipping and sliding. 

Barros gave Tamada a turn at leading 
for four laps. During this time Serizawa 
pitted to replace a rear shock that had 
failed suddenly, a repair that cost the 
team five minutes. 

Barros brought the fight back to 
Tamada on lap 40 with a pass going into 
the chicane, and Tamada responded by 
drafting Barros down the straight and 
retaking the lead in turn one. Barros then 
went into the Hairpin deeper than Tama- 
da and came out ahead, but Tamada 
drafted around Barros on the back 
straight to regain the lead. It was the last 
passing move for five laps, though Bar- 
ros was only a slim second behind. 

Barros went on the offensive on lap 46 
with a diagonal drafting pass on the back 
straight that forced Tamada wide and 
toward the edge of the track. On the next 
lap a pair of backmarkers held up Tama- 
da at Degner Curve, allowing. Barros to 
scoot ahead. 

Tamada reeled Barros back on the fol- 
lowing lap with a blazing run through 
the S curves, and pulled up with Barros 
at the exit of Degner - à place nobody 
passes for the lead, but then Tamada is a 
first-year superbike rider. 

That passing attempt failed, but 
Tamada swung around Barros on the 
front straight at the beginning of the next 
lap. The Phase 1 Endurance team and 








Takahito Mori on an X-Formula- class 
Kawasaki ZX-9R were met in turn one, 
which prevented Tamada from doing his 
usual quick scamper through the 5 
curves. Barros shadowed Tamada until 
the entry of Spoon Curve, where he 
pulled out into the daylight and back 
into the lead. 

The next time around, there were no 
backmarkers in the S curves, and Tama- 
da shot past Barros. It wasn't a clean 
pass, and the riders came together 
momentarily, leaving the exhaust pipes 
wobbling and the spectators clapping. 
Barros tried Tamada on the back straight, 
but Tamada closed the door at the 130R 
curve. But the chicane that follows the 
130R is nearly impossible to defend (ask 
Wayne Rainey sometime about the 
moves Kevin Schwantz used to pull 
there) and Barros got the pass he wanted. 

Barros' lead was short-lived, as Tama- 
da simply helped himself to an easy 
drafting pass down the front straight. 
The remaining parts of the lap were an 
encore of previous laps: Barros used the 
brakes going into Spoon Curve, Tamada 
used the draft down the back straight, 
and Barros used the brakes again at the 
Casio Triangle chicane. Again, Barros 
was overhauled down the front straight. 

“1 don't think the guy (Tamada) has 


so much experience for endurance rac- 


ing," said the Brazilian. "He tried to 
make like a sprint race. But the race is too 
long. But it was spectacular for the pub- 
lic." 

Barros brought an end to this toe-to- 
toe fight by reporting to the pits as sched- 
uled by his team, and on the following 
lap - lap 53 - Tamada was in the pits, too. 
The second stint ended with little other 
drama: Izutsu ran in third uncontested, 
and Slight easily overtook Laconi for 
fourth. Tsujimura. had some chain prob- 
lems - residual effects of Yoshikawa's 
incident with Ryo - that forced a visit to 
the pits, and the private Kawasaki of 
Tsuruta was clawed up into sixth. 
Kameya, on the factory Suzuki, overtook 
Hacking for seventh, while the Suzuka 
rookie hung onto eighth. 

As was the case with the first two 
stops, the satellite Honda team gave up 
time to the factory teams in the pits, and 
Kato was looking at Okada and three sec- 
onds of empty track when the tempo 
resumed. That distance was reduced to 
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under two-tenths of a second in three 
laps, with Kato recording what would be 
the fastest lap of the race - a 2:10.457 - on 
the.58th tour. 

Kato dislodged Okada from first place 
with a pass at turn one on lap 59, and the 
stage was set for a sequel to the Barros- 
Tamada show from the second hour. But 
like many sequels, it failed to live up to 
the standards of the original. 

Okada made a run on Kato at the chi- 
cane on lap 60, and the two riders were 
dead even on the Suzuka scoring system 
when they hit the line. Kato got the 
advantage on Okada in turn one and 
focused on escaping from his foe. That he 
did, and in eight laps Kato had a sweet 
eight seconds on Okada. 

The first sprinkles of rain started on 
lap 69, and were isolated to the south- 
east section of the race track, on turns 
one and two, and the 'S' curves. Lap 
times increased three to five seconds, and 
rather uniformly. If anything, Kato 
backed off the least. 

The isolated rain continued up 
through the scheduled pit stops that 
began on lap 79. The track was far too 
dry to keep rain tires cool, so the teams 
nervously mounted slicks. Again, the fac- 
tory Honda crew of Okada and Barros 
made up the 10 seconds that Kato had 
earned the hard way. On lap 82, Tama- 
da's out lap, Barros breezed past going 
into Spoon Curve. 

Tamada gamely hung on to Barros, 
and when the two swift Honda riders 
were headed for the chicane it looked 
like Tamada had a chance to overtake. 
But a backmarker unexpectedly moved 
over, forcing Tamada wide and clearing 
the way for Barros. It was only a six- 
tenths-of-a-second favor to Barros, but 
for Tamada it turned out to be that one 
event in a race that a nonwinning rider 
never recovers from. 

The raindrops grew in size and fre- 
quency on lap 84. Tamada backed off on 
the throttle, but Barros only half as much, 
and he picked up three seconds for his 
lead and lapped fourth-placed Slight to 
boot. The rain cloud had now moved up 
to the cross-over point of Suzuka's fig- 
ure-of-eight layout, and the front run- 
ner's lap times were 2:30, give or take. 

Rain is the one factor that can always 
be counted on to convert road racing 
from a science to an art, and there was 
just enough rain to complete the conver- 
sion. Laconi and Izutsu opted to pit for 
rain tires, which was the prevailing opin- 
ion regarding the optimum strategy. Bar- 
ros' team gave him the "Pit In" sign for 
six or so laps, but he ignored the request. 
Slight's team put out the same board just 
once, and that, too, was ignored. Tamada 
also stayed out on slicks despite the rain. 

"The lap times were about 2:30. I 





think the worse was 2:35, so it was a little 
bit slippery," said Barros about his insub- 
ordination. "But if I stop to change tires, 
no big difference. So if I can keep this lap 
time in that condition, sure, I don't need 
to stop. So I prepared to continue. The pit 
board was out for six laps, I think, but I 
tried to ignore that and make 2:31 and 
wait for the conditions to be a little bit 
dry. The track is no water, just wet. I 
think at that moment, it's better to watch 
the weather for full rain. This is a very 
important decision, that I no lost time to 
stop to change tires." 

Barros' judgement proved to be spot- 
on. Izutsu and Laconi lost nearly 10 sec- 
onds a lap on rain tires compared to 
what they were getting with slicks not 
counting the time required to stop and 
mount them. Moreover, Barros and 
Tamada had a full lap on the field, and 
the option of slowing down carried less 
risk for them. In fact, they slowed down 
enough for Slight, now third after Izut- 
su's stop, to unlap himself on lap 92. 

The sun started peeking around the 
edge of the rain cloud on lap 92, and 
soon shadows could be seen under the 
bikes. Izutsu stopped for a cut slick rear, 
but oddly left the front rain tire mounted. 
On the next lap, Izutsu stopped once 
more in the pits, and this time the front 
rain tire came off, and a cut slick went 
on. Altogether, these three stops and 
slower lap times on rain tires cost the 
Kawasaki team 2 ^» minutes of track posi- 
tion to Barros in just five laps. 

Tamada gleefully welcomed the 
return of the sun and went in pursuit of 
Barros, who had accumulated a 13-sec- 
ond advantage during the wet laps. Bar- 
ros, naturally, also noticed that the sun 
was back, and relapped Slight in defense 
of his fragile lead over Tamada. Tamada 
cut the distance in half after five times 
around, but then Barros raised the bar 
and had the advantage up to nearly 10 
seconds when the riders started report- 
ing to the pits, beginning on lap 107. 

Like the previous switchovers, the 
Lucky Strike Honda pitted first, giving 
the Cinderella Honda boys two laps to 
head the scoreboard. Tamada was still 
riding ham-fisted to get back the pre- 
cious seconds Barros took away, and, in 
fact, banged a backmarker during anoth- 
er aggressive run through the S curves. 
Kato was given the bike on lap 110, as 
the titanic two-bike battle had entered 
the fifth hour, with the two heavyweight 
riders of each team now on the track. 

This time Kato was dealt a poor hand. 
The time Tamada lost on the track in the 
fourth hour, plus the time his team lost in 
the pits meant that the underdog was 
approximately 14 seconds behind and 
was fighting from the knees. 

But another little rain cloud started

wetting odd parts of the track, and by lap 
125 the lap times were back up to 2:30 to 
2:35 for the faster riders.Tthe rain started 
falling with some continuity. The condi- 
tions were virtually identical to the first 
episode of rain, and this time the reaction 
by the teams was identical, too: if it's 
possible to ride on slicks, then ride on 
slicks. 

"(The team) left it up to us if we want- 
ed to pull in or not," said third-placed 
Edwards. “You could kinda maintain a 
decent lap time, and it looked like it was 
going to blow away. Aaron stayed out 
there the first time and I saw it could be 
done, so when I went out, I just stayed 
out there and tried to run some decent 
laps." 

Kato was still keen to take the battle to 
Okada, but lost his gamble to push the 
situation in the adverse conditions with a 
big moment in the S curves, and a big 
moment in the gravel trap. The sentimen- 
tal favorite and leader of 59 laps was 
now stationary. 

The race-track announcer hollered 
himself hoarse. 

"Right as Kato crashed was when it 
quit raining," said Edwards later. “I 
didn't see him go down, but I saw that he 
went down. Then I saw that he was get- 
ting it back on the track, and I thought, 
shit! Shit that he crashed, and shit that he 
was getting back in the race, kind of 
everything. I was waiting for him to 
come back up on me, but I guess he had 
to pit." i 

Edwards’ hunch was correct. Kato 
had taken a short cut to the pits, and 
earned a one-lap penalty for doing so. 
There the team removed the gas tank and 
airbox, and started cleaning out the sod, 
stones, sand and other assorted sediment 
that Kato’s crash had stuffed into them. 

Thus, at four hours and 45 minutes, 
the Suzuka 8 Hours had a new and less 
exciting look to it. The leading Lucky 
Strike Honda had three minutes and 20 
seconds - a full lap and then some - on 
the second-placed Castrol Honda. The 
math worked out to 2 ^; seconds per lap 
for the remaining three hours, an impos- 
sible amount to make up by aggressive 
riding alone. 

However, the third place Kawasaki of 
Yanagawa and Izutsu were only 20 sec- 
onds behind the second Honda, and 
Yanagawa was gaining back the time lost 
through the earlier rain-tire fiasco. As 
long as Edwards and Slight remained in 
second, Honda had their bets covered. 
The last thing Honda wanted was the 
sun to set with a Kawasaki in second 
place. 

Yanagawa upped the intensity of his 
riding and made up six seconds in six 
laps. The interval stabilized at 13 seconds 
for a couple laps, and then wham! - in two 
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laps Yanagawa had it down to less than 
nine seconds. The following lap, lap 137, 
Edwards pitted and Yanagawa and the 
Kawasaki sailed past. 

What happened next made the rain- 
tire fiasco forgivable, as the Kawasaki 
team made endurance racing’s most 
basic mistake. 

The Kawasaki team was getting 27 
laps out of their fuel load in dry condi- 
tions, and stretched it to 29 laps during 
the first occurrence of rain. Their last pit 
stop happened on lap 112. Figuring in 
the two brief periods of rain and the dis- 
tance record of 214 laps, it was safe to say 
that there were 100 more laps left for the 
Kawasaki. No matter how one looked at 
it, three stops were needed with 25 or so 
lap stints between stops. 

That simple math problem wasn't 
considered. Yanagawa stayed out on the 
track until the Kawasaki sputtered out of 
gas at the end of the back straight on lap 
142, 30 laps since his. last pit stop. Yana- 
gawa coasted up to the track exit for the 
pits, and then paddled his way down the 
pit service road. Slight, meanwhile, came 
roaring past to reclaim second. 

"| tried to use the reserve, but it 
doesn't work," explained Yanagawa, 
who added in broken English that that 
was the team's race strategy for deciding 
the timing of pit stops. "Our bike, the 
fuel consumption is not so good, like 
limit 27 laps. But that time, wet condi- 
tions, and my lap time is 2:35 or 2:36. My 
team thought maybe 32 laps is okay. But 
that was a mistake." 

The team was lucky to have only have 
lost a minute of total time. With 60 laps 
to go, the one minute and 10 seconds to 
the Castrol Honda was within reach, and 
Izutsu valiantly took up the challenge. 

The interval had eroded from 1:10 to 
46 seconds when Slight was given the 
"Pit In" sign on lap 164. Izutsu came in 
on lap 167 - a 25-lap stint - and with 
both teams back in the groove by the 
end of lap 169, the interval from 
Edwards to Yanagawa was now down 
to 41 seconds. Yanagawa started rapidly 
eating into Edwards' margin with lap 
times of 2:11 and 2:12, vs. Edwards at 
2:13 and 2:14. 

"(In) the seventh hour of the race I 
was just doing the business," relatedEd- 
wards. "I was seeing ‘+30’, ‘+32’ (on my 
pit board), and then nothing. There was 
nothing on my pit board. No plus, no 
nothing; they just had the time up there 
for seven or eight laps in a row. I 
thought, 'Shit, (Yanagawa) must have 
crashed, you know. Just take it home 
and bring it in and take it easy.' So I was 
just cruising around, and then next thing 
you know, ‘+22’. I thought, ‘Jesus Christ, 
I lost eight seconds in probably eight 
laps.’ So then I tried to put my head 
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down again, but I was already in a rut, 
kinda cruising around.” 

Yanagawa had taken 21 seconds out 
of Edwards when the final round of pit 
stops started. If Izutsu could do the same, 
then the Kawasaki would be positioned 
for a shootout with the Honda at the end 
of the eight hours. 

The two teams contesting second had 
their final riders on the track and up to 
speed by lap 191, and Izutsu was within 
15 seconds of Slight. 

Slight’s margin then started crashing 
like the stock market. 

On lap 192 Izutsu was with in 13.9 
seconds, lap 193 within 10.9, lap 194 
within 9.1, lap 195 within 8.2, and lap 196 
was 6.9 seconds. 

"The last hour when I first came out I 
had 12 seconds, 14 seconds, and then it 
just came down and down," recalled 
Slight. "I was going as fast as I could. I 
did low 2:12s, but he must have been 
doing low 2:11s. All I was praying for 
was that it would get dark very quickly." 

It did get dark quickly, but what 
Slight didn't know was that Kawasaki 
had gambled again, and fitted soft tires 
for Izutsu's last ride. 

"] saw his back, I could see him in the 
Hairpin," said Izutsu through an inter- 
preter. “The lights lit his back. But once I 
got close enough to see him the tire start- 
ed going away. I didn't give up, but the 
tire wasn't there." 

Slight brought the Honda home sec- 
ond, a lap behind Barros. 

“I was hoping to be on the podium. I 
knew we could be top five because our 
testing times had gone so good," said 
Slight when asked about his thoughts on 
race day morning. "Our testing wasn't 
that great in one lap, but we could do 
consistent laps. So I was counting on that 
to get us in the top five. And if something 
went wrong with someone else, we'd be 
there." 

The consistency strategy worked for 
Edwards and Slight for second, but what 
won the race for Okada and Barros was 
superior riding skill in all conditions. cm

ing Honda's Shinichi Ito take pole posi- 
tion again for the second straight year, 
underlining the feeling that all Ito and 
teammate Tohru Ukawa had to do was 
show up on Sunday and a third straight 8 
Hours victory was theirs without a fight. 

Ito's Special Stage time of 2:09.210 — 
improved on his qualifying time of 
2:09.597. 

"Although I was trying to get into 
2:08's today and couldn't, I’m satisfied 
with today's time, which is better than all 
my previous testing times here," said the 
Japanese Superbike Champion through 
an interpreter. “It’s nice to get on the pole 
position again, and I have a good feeling 
for the race." 

Teammate Ukawa clocked his Special 
Stage lap at 2:10.316. 

"For the Special Stage I was more cau- 
tious than usual because I crashed at the 
Hairpin curve during free practice this 
afternoon, and bruised my left little fin- 
er," Ukawa said. "Still, I was happy to 
now that my time was in the 2:10s. | 
knew Ito would get a better qualifying 
time than myself." 

Ito's Special Stage lap had taken pro- 
visional pole away from Kawasaki's 
Akira Yanagawa, who recorded a time of 
2:09.388 two riders before Ito. Yanagawa 
nearly crashed in Spoon Curve during 
the Special Stage. 

"That time, too much grip (from the 
rear tire),” Yanagawa said. "Then push 
the front tire and the bike goes outside. 
That time, very angry (with) myself." 

Yanagawa's teammate, Hitoyasu Izut- . 
su, recorded a Special Stage lap of 
2:09.863. The pair had the best combined 
times of all the teams. 
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‚ drifting both wheels around fast, sweeping corners. 


Briefly... 


The biggest buzz in the lead-up to the 8 Hours was Freddie Spencer's 
return to racing. Spencer claiméd the 500cc Grand Prix crown for 
Honda in 1983 and the 250cc and 500cc. double World Championships in 
1985, and Spencer is to Honda Motor Corporation what astronaut John 
Glenn is to NASA. Thus Spencer's return after a four-year retirement 
from racing, was for Honda akin to John Glenn's ride on the space shuttle 
last year. "Wayne Gardner arid | were approached at the 50th anniversary 
event in October (1998) about doing (the 8 Hours in 1999)," Spencer 
said. "The first time that the subject was brought up was. Sunday night, in 


October at Motegi. And | said, ‘Yeah, that might be fun,’ and thought that . 


was it. But (Honda) stayed in contact with us. | guess it was the beginning 
of April that they - HRC (Honda Racing Corporation) - had firmed every- 
thing up. But when the time came to agree to actually do it, Wayne (Gard- 
ner) had already signed a deal with Toyota to race here (in Japan) in a 
touring car. So Gardner couldn't do it, so | actually put it aside." Gardner 
was 500cc World Champion in 1987, апа іѕ the only rider to win the 
Suzuka 8 Hours four times. "But after Wayne couldn't do it,.| talked to a 
few people about doing it,” said Spencer, the racing bug. still with him. 
"Then John (Kocinski) was brought in to do it. That was actually the end 
of May. So the time between when it was going to actually happen and | 
was here for the first test was only three weeks. " | 


Spencer currently runs а riding school at Las Vegas Motor Speedway, 
which keeps him active on motorcycles, albeit street bikes, and.no doubt 
frequently reminds him of his former career at race tracks around the world. 
"You always have to be very Serious about (racing)," Spencer said. “I've 
been riding, but not a race bike. | thought it would be-fun to do; and it has 
been - it's been really good; it's been great. Like I said, riding at my school 
has kept me pretty active, but a race bike is different." Spencer took part in 
the two test sessions at Suzuka for the riders Honda was planning to enter 
for the 8 Hours. "The first (tesD was completely wet. The first time (for me) 
on a race bike in four years and it was pouring down rain. So that was kind 
of interesting: But then it dried out towards the end of the test. Then it was 


a matter of getting the bike working for me and getting up to speed. Of ` 


course, | was rusty, but it came on pretty good. The bike has a lot of horse- 
power, and they're. very smooth, also. Very smooth power delivery." 


The riding skills that Spencer described as rusty were the ones he made 
famous and exploited unrelentlessly during his Grand Prix glory days, 
"On any race bike, to 
go quick, especially on a track as demanding and as technical and as high 
speed as Suzuka is, is feeling the front and rear tire," Spencer explained. 
"There are so many places here like Dunlop and after the Hairpin where 
you're running in as fast as you can and the bike has got to continue its 
turn. If it doesn't turn then you're off-line. But if you are on line, if you're 
lucky enough to get the bike to where it really turns nice, you're picking 
the throttle up so early that the rear end is breaking away and it's pushing 
the front and you're constantly. in a drift. That seems to. be the biggest 
problem everybody has trouble with, is finding the balance-of getting the 
bike to turn, and. continue turning, even as you pick the. throttle up. So 
that's. what takes time when you've been off it so long. That's the differ- 


- ence between riding (a race bike) every week and not riding." By the sec- 


ond Honda test session for the 8 Hours, Spencer had to quickly relearn 
the touch for the tires and the throttle. "Each day it came back a little bit 


' more. | went a little- bit faster, а 2:13-flat, by the middle of the second 


test. Then we started trying some suspension stuff that didn't work:" 
Spencer s-third visit to Suzuka Circuit was for the 8 Hours race itself. In 


untimed practice on. Thursday morning, Spencer claims he was running 


laps at 2:13 without pushing himself, when suddenly the front tire lost 


` grip, regained traction; and sent Spencer over the top of the bike, landing 
оп his head and hands. Spencer walked back to the pits and opted to not 


ride the remainder of Thursday to allow the soreness in his hands to go 
away. But the pain was still present during Friday morning timed practice, 


 and.an X-ray revealed a broken bone in Spencer's right hand and. possible 


broken finger. on his left. Although the injuries were relatively minor, there 
were well-placed doubts. with Honda апа Spencer himself on his-ability to 


. tun the demanding 8 Hours endurance race. At 2 p.m. on Friday, a pregs 


release was hurriedly distributed stating that Freddie Spencer had with- 
drawn from the 8 Hours. Yuiichi Takeda, a factory rider for Honda in the 
All-Japan Superbike Championship. replaced Spencer. 


-Tadyuki Okada and Alex Barros bagged 10 million yen. or $85,470, for 
{Һе 8 Hours win. Colin Edwards and Aaron Slight took home 2 million yen 
($17,094) for second. and Akira ‘Yanagawa and Hitoyasu lzutsu were 


given one million yen ($8547). Shinichi Ito апа Tohru Ukawa received 1.2 
million- yen ($10,256) for qualifying and.winning the Special Stage. Yana- 
gawa and lzutsu received 900,000 yen ($7692) for qualifying and earn- 
ingsecond place in the Special-Stage, and Daijiro Kato and Makoto Tama- 
da received 800,000 yen ($6838) for third. 


Kurtis Roberts was brought to Suzuka-by Honda to be a reserve rider 
for the Okada-and-Barros team. Roberts practiced and qualified with a 
best time of 2:15.180, but it's normal for reserve riders to ride well within 
themselves. The rules in FIM endurance racing do not allow substitution 
orice the 8 Hours begins, 50 Roberts has no claim to the victory by Okada 
and Barros. 


Roberts freely admitted to reservations about racing оп the Lucky 
Strike Honda. He stated his intentions at Suzuka are to move into 
Superbike racing on a full-time basis soon. "I haven't had any time оп the 
(8 Hours) bike,.so it would be asking a lot to-get on the thing with Miche- 
lins," Roberts said. “I've never ridden Michelins before, either. | tested 
here for a couple days, but it was raining most of the time..| got an hour 
and a half in the dry, which was maybe an hour on the motorcycle. Then, 
since l've been here, I've had two 30-minute sessions. One was at 6 
o clock. and the other one was, at complete dark, about 8 o'clock or 
something. | don't have much time on the thing, so it would be very diffi- 
cult to do good. The track is very difficult. also. But | like (the superbike) - 
| like it a lot. | think it would be much better if it had Dunlops on it, 
because that's the tires | like. The superbikes are a great motorcycle. For 
sure, that's the plan for next year. | definitely need to be on a superbike. 
We don't have anything for next year yet. but that's what it looks like, 
that's. what I'm looking at.” 


Another famous face in the reserve rider corps was Simon Crafar. Cra- 
far was: scheduled to ride with Noriyuki Haga on Yamaha's A Team, but .

Daijiro Kato was the final rider in the ` 


Special Stage, mearting he had the 
fastest lap time in qualifying, yet he fin- 
ished the Special Stage third. Kato was 
Ito's biggest threat for losing pole, as 
Kato recorded the first 2:08 lap by a 
superbike in a race event at Suzuka dur- 
ing Friday's practice. Kato did a 
2:08.860 on Friday morning, and a 
2:08.892 Friday afternoon. But on Satur- 
day, Kato lapped the course at em 
2:09.393. 

"For the Special Stage I only had two 
laps: one lap to warm up, and one lap to 
attack," said Kato through an interpreter. 
"| didn't have enough time, and I’m not 
satisfied." 

Kato, who normally rides Honda 
NSR250 race bikes in the All-Japan 
Series, claimed that he needs more 
thanone warm-up lap to get comfortable 
on a superbike. 

Kato's teammate, Makoto Tamada, 
had a Special Stage time of 2:10.525. 

Noriyuki Haga's time gave the new 
Yamaha R-7 the fourth place on the line- 
up, and Haga had mixed feelings about 
the result. 

"This time, a 2:09, is the first time for 
me," he said. "But I think maybe we 
haven't tested the bike enough." 

Haga's time was 2:09.719. 

Nor could it be said that Haga's team- 
mate, Regis Laconi, had enough testing 
either. The Frenchman recorded 2:11.868 
in the Special Stage and 2:12.224 in quali- 
fying, and earned the dubious honor of 
slowest factory rider.

Reigning World Endurance champion Doug Polen made his first appear- 
ance оп. а race track in 1999 aboard a Kawasaki ZX-9R, teamed with 
Tadahiko Mori.:Polen and Mori were riding. for Moto-Liberty boss Sam 
Yamashita, and their Kawasaki had a Dan Kyle-tuned engine. Their ZX-9R 
was entered in the X-Formula division, a support class that the Japanese 
do-not allow the factories to compete. in directly, and with a bike-claiming 
rule that prevents exotic race bikes from entering. Polen and Mori scored 
a DNF when they withdrew after three hours. 


- Polen's first Suzuka 8 Hours was in 1987 on the then-powerhouse 
Yoshimura Suzuki squad. Polen had much to say on how the race has 
' changed since then. "Of course, the biggest thing is the amount of fans 
that are here," he said. "There's no doubt about that. So they. (Suzuka 
Circuit) keep trying to change the whole program, the whole Suzuka 
scene, to bring the 1987 times back. Then, they had 100,000 people 
here, and 50,000 more outside the gate trying to get in. They had, what, 
40,000 or 60,000 here last.year, total? Big difference as far as people are 
| concerned, But the racing and all that is the same. None of that is really 
any different. It's just unfortunate, though. There's a lot of race fans in 
Japan - it's really hard for.a guy that's seen the whole thing go from com- 
‚ plete interest to, gee, it's just another event. One of the reasons | think 
that some of this is like this is because of the Japanese economy. People 
‚ are starting to get a little tight with their money. Tickets here aren't cheap. 


That's one of the main reasons why | think it's starting to go down. With 


the. racing in America becoming better, more interest by all the manufac- 
turers, people can stay in America and not have to come to this event-and 
still progress in their careers. Not like it was back in '87 - yeah, yeah, 
yeah, you could do: okay in AMA, -but until you actually came over here 


. and did it in the 8 Hours, then they'd believe you. Guys like Ben Bostrom 
are obviously establishing themselves very well (today), without ever 


being here. For instance, Kurtis Roberts: He's a reserve rider here, but if 
he had the. chance to ride, if he was able to just go out and blister the 
race track, just smoke. around this place, his career would change, there's 
no doubt. And it would change fast. It's just like any other deal, in Japan 
or.anywhere, Until a person sees for their own self, with their own eyes; 
what's going on. with. a rider, and they can stand there and watch them for 
three or four days, their demeanor and how they work and how they do 
with their work ethics as far as their practice-and qualifying and race and 
all that... well, until you see that with your own eyes, it's never really 
cemented in. | think the factories over here are kind of that way. really. 
Yeah, you can read and get faxes and you’can hear from people overseas 
about this guy- and that guy, but it's not the same às standing there and 


you watching yourself and confirming it in your own mind. So it does have | 


some value to come over here and do.this race, for that reason. Also; it's 


a very competitive field. This is an eight-hour superbike race, an eight- 


hour superbike race. If you want to get some track time in on a race track 


that's So technical, if you can.master this race track, you can master any- . 


thing in the world. " 


The X-Formula support class was won by the Yoshimura Suzuki 
Hayabusa hot rod, which completed the 8 Hours in 16th overall. "We 
had. quite a few problems, actually,” laughed Fujio Yoshimura during the 
team's celebration. “Ме һаа an electric problem with the starter: We had 
to. change the whole starter and the handlebar, which has all the electric 
switches. Then we gave the wrong. sign to the rider. The rider came into 
the pits, but he didn't have any problem, we just gave him the wrong sign. 


We gave him the `Р” sign, so we made an extra stop. Then the bracket for : 


the silencer broke - twice. So finally we had to change the whole silencer 
at the very end of the race so it would go the distance. 1 think if everything 
went all right. | think it would finish like sixth, something: like that.. We're 
going to be finishing top 10 for sure, next year.” 


Colin Edwards II said that. his plans to get married. on December. 11 
are still on track." Yep. I'm getting married December 11, so all them hot 
chicks out there better get a hold of me before then! We've been togeth- 
er for eight years. | reckon if l'm not sure now then l've got something 
wrong with: me. It's going to be awesome. We're going to have our dog in 
it, he's going to be the ring bearer.

For the first time since the 8 Hours began in.1978..no Australian riders 
competed. Another sign of the times: the 8 Hours was broadcasted live 
on satellite TV in Japan instead of on a major network. And the popular 
spot for lunch at Suzuka, the on-track McDonalds, is now closed. The 
popular, low-priced American fast food restaurant was stealing business 
from the other food-service outlets, and also reduced the iea s take on 
commissions from food sales: 





The 8 Hours was Kocinski's first race on 
a four-stroke motorcycle in nearly two 
years. 

“That was an average lap,” said 
Kocinski when asked for a comment. 
“The thing is, we Wasted so much time 
here with what the standard setting was, 
we didn’t start to change things to what 


.we thought until the last 20 minutes of 


our free practice. We've really lost out a 
lot on practice. It would just be a matter 
of being able to work now a little bit with 
the setting we have, for I know I could go 
2:09s." 

Kocinski's teammate in the Special 
Stage was Freddie Spencer, who had 
withdrawn from the 8 Hours after break- 
ing a bone in his right hand on Thursday. 
Spencer's lap of 2:18.394 was slow per 
team orders, and was done since Honda 
had brought Spencer to Suzuka to please 
the fans. 

For the race, Kocinski would be 
teamed with Yuichi Takeda, a factory 
Honda superbike rider in Japan. But poor 
Takeda was looking at learning Kocins- 
ki's settings in the race, and learning 
Michelin tires for the first time in the race 
as well. 

Tenth overall went to Colin Edwards 
II, who guided his Honda RC45 to a time 
of 2:10.684. 

"That was my best lap of the week- 
end," said the lanky Texan. "It wasn't 
bad. I was trying to get a decent one, but 
before I went out I said, "What we don't 
need is a 2:10.6, ‘cause it wouldn't do 
anything for us.' A 2:10.6 wouldn't move 
us up. And I went out and did a 2:10.6. 1 
needed a 2:10.2 or a 2:10.0." 

Edward's teammate, Slight, was 
slightly slower, at 2:10.904. 

Edwards claimed that in testing he 
had the 8 Hours RC45 around Suzuka at 
2:09.4, so what was the problem? 

“It’s really hard when you have two 
people that really know the motorbike," 
explained Slight. “We couldn't really get 
a comfortable compromise or anything. 
We sort of tuned ourselves to a standstill. 
I don’t know why. At least with the other 
teams... 

Okada has ridden the bike a lot, so he 
set it up and Barros rode it. Kocinski set 
up the bike and Takeda rode it. Like Ito 
and Ukawa. Ito rides the bike a lot of 
times, and Ukawa is just on a 250. We 
both have RC45s, so we both want differ- 
ent things. That was the main problem all 
weekend. We couldn’t get the bike to 
what we wanted, ‘cause we each wanted 
different things.”

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Round 12: The Paul Bunyan National Епдигс..2 ®

AKELEY, MN, JUNE 25 
fter finishing no better than sec- 
ond place during the National 
Enduro Series this year, two- 
time and defending series 
champion Mike Lafferty took his first 
overall victory by winning round 12, the 
Paul Bunyan National Enduro. After the 
event, 23-year-old KTM Sportmotor- 
cycles-sponsored Lafferty exclaimed, 

“Finally!” 

Lafferty, who is currently in second 
place behind Mountclair Yamaha’s Ty 
Davis, who now leads the series 
with a score of 296 points to 
Lafferty's 217, said, “It’s 
been a long year so. far. 
Even though Ty’s basi- 
cally won the overall 
Championship, I still 
want to win just to say 
thanks to my sponsors 
and especially Alan 
(Randt, Lafferty's 
mechanic). By winning

Lafferty carded a score of 15 points 
for the overall during the 12-check, 96- 
mile event, while a tie breaker went in 
Yamaha’s Randy Hawkins’ favor after 
Hawkins and Larson Cycle Racing's 
Matt Stavish both tied with 17s. Davis 
finished fourth with a score of 19, fol- 
lowed by Washington state's David 
Lykke, who tallied a 23. 

Lafferty has struggled finding the 
winners circle during the 15-round series 
this year, where six different riders have 
now won overalls, including Davis, who 
has five wins. Absent was Fred Andrews 
and Shane Watts, who both have at least 
one win to their name. Paul Edmondson, 
Doug Blackwell and now Lafferty all 
have a win apiece. 

"Its like we just can't make things 
happen this year," said Lafferty. "We 
just haven't been able to make anything 
go our way. We'll start to put together a 
good ride and then something goes 
wrong and we're out of contention. 
Other years Гуе got used to not having 
any major problems to deal with. Up to 
now, I think bad luck was just getting 
even." 

The win, Lafferty's third consecutive 
at the Akeley National Enduro since it 
became part of the. National Enduro 
series in 1997, came in typical Lafferty 
style. The hard-charging Port Elizabeth, 
New Jersey, native established an early 
lead and held on for the overall. 

KTM  Sportmotorcycles/Trelle- 
borg/ Moose Off-road / Enduro Engi- 
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backed Lafferty said, “The last two 
years I’ve won this event by beating 
Randy and Matt, both good woods rid- 
ers. I knew coming here that if I was 
going to salvage any of the remaining 
season, I was going to have to ride hard 
all day. This is always a great event - no 
_ tricks, just an in-your-face enduro. They 
check you in and then check you out. 
And when you get behind, you just put 
the hammer down." 

The tale of the score cards shows that 
Lafferty, Hawkins, Stavish and Davis 
battled it out in three sections named by 
the hosting club, the Norsemen. High- 
way 61, the Jungle and AA were sec- 
tions where competition was at its heav- 
iest. 

“Those three sections have become 
synonymous with the Paul Bunyan 
National Enduro,” said trail boss Roger 
Grill. “Highway 61, The Jungle and AA 
are our premier trails for establishing a 
winner. We basically run all the same 
trails, we just vary the locations of the 
proving grounds. This year we've low- 
ered the speed averages on a couple of 
longer sections to 18 mph (down from 
24) to help cut down on DNFs in the B 
and C classes. We've also moved High- 
way 61, The Jungle and AA to the front 
so that by second gas the enduro turns 
into a timekeeping event instead of a 
survival run." 

“Highway 61 is the real pace setter 
here," said Hawkins. "It comes at you 
early in the day, and who wins the 
enduro is based on how well you do 
there. It's real short, six miles long, but 
it’s a workout. There's absolutely no 
way to establish any rhythm when you 
ride it. It's full of stops and turns, and 
that makes it tough to get going." 

Hawkins' analysis came true when 
he and Davis both; carded a six in the 
Highway 61 section, while Lafferty and 
Stavish scored a four and five, respec- 
tively. 

"| was just really keyed up for the 
first test," said Lafferty. “They gave us a 
couple of easy sections and then it was 
time to go to work.” 

Stavish, who hails from Northeast 
Minneapolis, said, “Mike always jumps 
out of the gate. Originally Г heard he 


had а five'in that section, and that - 


would have put us in a tie. But as it 
turned out he just made it with a four 
minutes 59-seconds. Randy and Ty both 
carded a six. Being in the middle of 
those three riders (with a five) was a 
great motivator for me going into the 
Jungle and AA. But lately I’ve been hav- 
ing trouble with carpal tunnel syndrome

. апа my hands start going numb, so four 
or five times during a test Га have to 
slow down a little so I could shake my 
hands out and get the feeling back.” 

Each of the four riders - Lafferty, 
Stavish, Hawkins and Davis - carded an 
identical two in the Jungle. Hawkins, a 
six-time national enduro champion, 


are to get the job done in Michigan (August 


22nd) and then concentrate on the Portuguése 
Six Days and the Hare and Hound Series for 
the remainder of the. year." Presently, in the 


Ty Davis almost had no bike to ride at the 
Minnesota National Enduro. "| sent the bike 
out to the Loretta Lynn Qualifier/Enduro in 
June and hadn't seen it again until about two 
hours before the start," said Davis. “I had the 
suspension and the motor shipped back to me 
in California, where | rebuilt them and shipped 
the parts back to a shop in Illinois. Somehow 
the bike didn't get to where it needed to be (to 
get back to Minnesota), ànd another rider 
brought it up. То таке a long story short, the 
first time l. actually got to: ride the bike was at 
the start. At the first reset, we worked on dial- 
ing in the jetting and adjusting the suspension 
setup.”

Randy Hawkins was very pleased with his 
second-overall finish aboard his Yamaha 
YZ400. "We're still riding to win but we're 
learning more and more on what these four: 
strokes can and can't do; Since we're the first 
to seriously try and. contest the National 
Enduro Series, on a YZ400, we've got-no one 
to go to for answers. Heck, we can think up a 
lot of questions, but we have to figure out the 
answers for ourselves." Coincidentally, 
Hawkins has gone back to running inner tubes 
and actually has:gone to running a smaller tire 
normally found on: 125cc dirt bikes. "Good, 
clean contact with the ground is very important 
with these bikes," added Hawkins. "Foam 
inserts and bigger tires just take away some of 
that feel. With the smaller tire, wé actually get 


better traction because we're able to get down ' 


to solid ground quicker. "

explained, "That section has some real 
rhythm to it. Even though it's twice as 
long as Highway 61, it flowed." 

Davis, a native of California and the 
1995 National Enduro Champion said, 
"This tight woods riding is always hard 
for me to adapt to. It always takes me a 
few sections to figure it out. Some of the 
trails are so thick with undergrowth and 
trees that it was like riding in a maze. 
There's a lot of stuff you don't see and 
just feel, and those kind of ankle biters 
make you have to ride on your toes. The 
Jungle was going real good for me until 
I came upon a downed rider, and I 
couldn't get around him. I missed the 
check by 11 seconds, and that would 
have put me within one of Mike." 

The third and final section, to take 
points from all of the riders was the 13- 
mile AA section. This was the last 
chance for Stavish, Hawkins and Davis 
to make up ground on Lafferty. 

Both Lafferty and Hawkins set the pace 
with a nine. Hawkins' score moved him 
into a tie with Stavish, who scored a 10. 

Davis, who also carded a 10, said, 
"The heat really started to take its toll on 
me in there. This is the first time I’ve 
ridden in Minnesota since (racing 
motocross in) Millville, and I forgot how 
humid it can get." 

Davis dropped another route point 
on the last check when he just missed 
the final check by seconds.

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"That last section was tough," said 
Davis. "It came right after an 18-mile- 
an-hour section and with the heat and 
humidity I just couldn't get motivated. 
It didn't effect my final standings but it 
was tough to just keep moving." 

“I guess the heat was another factor 
for most of the riders," said Stavish. "I 
didn't notice it much because I was 
constantly icing down my wrists (at the 
resets) to help keep the swelling 
down." 

Lafferty also commented on the heat. 

"With the 18-mile-an-hour sections 
being added this year I thought this 
enduro was going to be less demanding, 
but with the heat it turned into a tough 
event. “You had to constantly replace 
liquids every chance you got." 

Lafferty. added, "Once again they put 
on a great enduro. It's such a cool place 
to ride. It always turns into a real first- 
class enduro." 

The enduro was held primarily in the 
Paul Bunyan State Forest under a spe- 
cial-use permit issued by the Minnesota 
Department of Natural Resources. The 
trails used were part of a newly formed 
off-highway vehicle, motorcycle and 
ATV trail system. CN

nce a truce was finally called in 
( ninth annual North vs. South 

Speedway Spectacular, the North- 
ern team had once again displayed its 
dominance in America’s finest Speed- 
way team racing event with a resound- 
ing score of 82-53. On an unseasonably 
chilly Auburn evening at the Fast Fri- 
days Gold Country Fairgrounds oval, 
the Northern team either tied or won 15 
of the first 16 four-man heat races, 
building up a 60-36 score going into the 
two main events. Northerners Mike 
Faria, Billy Janniro and Bart Bast had 
worked through their four heat rides 
without dropping a single point. With 
12 points apiece, Faria, Bast and Janniro 
matched the South's 36 points after the 
16 heats. Charlie "The Edge" Venegas 
led the South with eight total points, 
while Bobby “Boogaloo” Schwartz and 
Dukie Ermolenko chimed in with seven 
points apiece. 

In round one, Bast opened up the scor- 
ing in the meeting's opening ride with a 
good start and an even better second-lap 
move to work inside Venegas and cap- 
ture the first three points. Venegas stayed 
in second, gaining two points, and Randy 
DiFrancesco held off Ian Ferris to take the 
third-place point. After one ride, the over- 
all score was tied at three apiece. 

In heat two, Schwartz jumped out to 
the early lead, only to fall prey to the 
inside dash of Bobby Hedden in the 
fourth turn on lap one. Schwartz held 
off Tommy Hedden for second, but 
Chris Manchester fell, giving the North 
a 4-2 heat win. 

Scotty Brant took the early lead in 
heat three but couldn't hold the front- 
running position when Billy Janniro 
moved underneath him in turn three of 
the initial lap. Brant fought his way to 
second but Andy Northrup couldn't 
keep pace off the pole, and gave third 
place away to Jimmy Sisemore. The 
North had another 4-2 victory 

In the final heat of the first round, 
Faria and 15-year-old veteran Ryan 
Fisher dominated the race from start to 
finish. Faria took the win, with Fisher 
close behind, as Gary Hicks and 
Ermolenko floundered in third and 
fourth. The North picked up the pace 
and had doubled the South's score after 
one round for a 16-8 lead. 

In round two, The South got a bit of a 
break in the first heat when pole sitter 
Ryan Fisher looped his Jawa at the start 
and was disqualified. Oddly, reserve 
rider Chad Felicio was not allowed to 
replace him, and the race was restarted 
with one Northern rider and two from 
the South. Undaunted, Faria matched 
the three-point score of Venegas and 
DiFrancesco, thus keeping the South 
from gaining any ground on the overall 
score, which now stood at 19-11. 

Manchester was the first away in the 
next heat, but he couldn't make it clean- 
ly through the first turn, which allowed 
Sisemore to take the lead. Janniro dupli- 
cated his first-round heroics, going 
down on the inside line to take over the 
lead. Sisemore followed, and the North 
had their second 5-1 point sweep. 

The third heat of the round saw the 
first bit of controversy, when Northrup 
got together with Tommy Hedden and 
went down on the back straight. A full 
rerun was called with no rider exclu- 
sions, which appeared to upset 
Northrup. When the heat resumed, 
Bobby Hedden took the front, followed 
by Brant and Northrup. Tommy Hed- 
den rode in last, and the South had 
another tie at 3-3.

Bast closed out the round in grand 
style. Ermolenko ran second but could 
barely hold off Ferris to salvage the sec- 
ond-place points. At the conclusion of 
two rounds, the North was ahead, 31-17. 

Venegas opened the third round with 
the South's first win of the meeting 
when he outgated Bobby Hedden. How- 
ever, Tommy Hedden outdueled 
DiFrancesco and the heat was a wash at 
three points apiece. 

Schwartz tried to follow suit in the 
next ride, getting a good start from the 
pole, only to see Bast pull off one of his 
nifty inside passes on the second lap to 
take the win. Ferris held on to third, 
ahead of Manchester, and the North 
added another two points to their lead. 

Faria was looking to keep his perfect 
score alive, but found he had his hands 
full trying to hold off Brant throughout 
the third heat. Brant was driving it into 
the corners faster than Faria, but he 
couldn't get around and ended up tak- 
ing himself out rather than dusting the 
leader. Faria had the lead, Northrup put 
in a strong ride for second, and third 
went to Fisher. 

In the final heat of round three, 
Ermolenko grabbed the early lead but 
could only watch as Janniro once again 
brought the crowd to its feet with a 
stunning inside move to take over the 
front-running position as the quartet 
made its way through the first lap. 
Ermolenko maintained second, ahead of 
Sisemore, and Southern reserve rider 
Rick Shafer (replacing Hicks) fell. After 
three rounds, the North's lead stood at 
46-26. 

The South's final chances to recover 
were dealt a serious blow when Janniro 
opened the final round with another of 
his crowd-pleasing inside-line moves. 
The quick study took the three-point 
win, ahead of Venegas, who had the ini- 
tial lead but eventually fell to third 
when Sisemore followed through to the 
front. 

For the third time in four heat races, 
Schwartz led the pack into the first turn, 
but this time it was his longtime neme- 
sis Faria who passed the Speedway vet- 
eran on the outside, on his way to his 
fourth consecutive win. Schwartz held 
on to the two second-place points.

In heat three of the fourth round, 
Brant got out in front with a good start, 
only to have his bike give up 20 yards 
shy of the checkered flag, giving Bast a 
chance to complete his perfect night. 
Northrup was again second, and Ferris 
finished third for the third consecutive 
heat. 

In the final regular heat of the meet- 
ing, the Southern team finally showed 
some of their usual brilliance when 
Ermolenko and Hicks took the two top 
spots, ahead of Bobby and Tommy Hed- 
den. But it was too little, too late. The 
North’s lead had grown to an unruly 
60-36. 

In the “B” Main, a determined-look- 
ing Schwartz shot to the front off the 
pole, only to have Janniro sneak inside 
him and take over the lead midway 
through the second lap. However, 
Schwartz worked his way back up next 
to the kid in lap three. Janniro continued 
to stay in front as Bobby Hedden 
worked the outside and found himself 
contending with Schwartz as the white 
flag waved. The tight three-man group 
made its way to the last turn, where 
Schwartz thought he had the momen- 
tum to overtake Janniro. But the kid 
from Benicia threw a wrench into 
Schwartz’s plan by slowing down, cut- 
ting off his impetus, which allowed 
Bobby Hedden to slip around the out- 
side and take second. Janniro sustained 
enough momentum to hold on to the 
win, as teammate Bobby Hedden fin- 
ished second, completing another 
Northern sweep. 

With the team win a foregone conclu- 
sion, the only remaining question would 
be which rider would win the A Main 
event. On the pole for the South was 
Venegas, -with teammate Hicks in lane 
three riding Chris Manchester’s GM. 
Bast and Faria would represent the 
North from lanes two and four. Venegas 
got off the line first and took the early 
lead. Faria was next off, but he couldn’t 
make up any ground on the fleeing 
“Edge.” On the other hand, Bast didn’t 
get a great gate but moved right up 
behind Venegas, using the extreme 
inside line that he and Janniro had ut- 
lized so well all night. After three laps, 
flagman Mark Joiner inadvertently pro-

duced the checkered banner instead of 
the white flag, causing a ripple in the 
Force. 

“I was a bit surprised by the check- 
ered flag," said Venegas after the event.

I kept on the gas 
but went a little wide in turn two, look- 
ing at the crowd, then I heard Bart and 
got back on the throttle, but it was too 
late. He got me at the line." 

Bast had his own opinion of the early 
flag. 

“I knew it couldn't be over - it wasn't 
enough laps, and Charlie kept racing," 
Bast said. “1 think I won it at the line.” 

Once Joiner saw that he had the 
wrong flag, he quickly tried to hide it, 
but it was too late. All the riders except 
Faria saw it. 

"| was outside, chasing the dirt line, 
and didn't see it at all," Faria said. "It 
had no effect on me. If they waved the 
checkers at Charlie, then he should get 
the win; if not, then Bart won it." 

There was a halfhearted attempt to 
rerun the main, but in the end the 
results were reverted to the checkered- 
flag lap, and Venegas had the win. 
Venegas' win was only the third time all 
night that a Southern rider crossed the 
line at the front of the pack. Despite the 
sketchy main-event finish, the Northern 
team had its fourth Civil War win in a 
row, and bragging rights for another 
year. см

new “mountain,” accommodating 
weather and almost 600 entrants 
i made up the menu for the third 
annual Independence Day Rally at Lake 
Whitney Motocross Park, with Okla- 
homa’s Colt Humphrey once again at 
the helm of the minibike ranks, taking 





three out of four overall wins over the 


weekend. 

The course was altered at the top of 
the mountain with a winding S turn led- 
ing to a right-to-left bowl sweeper 
before making another right turn back 
onto the course halfway down the slope. 

Humphrey set off fireworks on Sat- 
urday when the first moto of the day 
lined the gate for the 80cc Open. What 
Humphrey wasn’t counting on was 
Brandon Fulton setting off his own fire- 
works on board his bright-and-shiny- 
new CR, grabbing the holeshot and the 
first-moto win. Humphrey only netted a 
fifth in moto one, as Jonathan Kerr ral- 
lied his way to second behind Fulton. 

Moto two, however, had Humphrey 
more than ready and willing to take the 
challenge, which he did - by taking the 
win. Unfortunately, his first-moto finish 
would only yield a second-overall spot 
behind Kerr’s 2-3 for the class overall. 

Humphrey returned later in the day 
to contest the 80cc (14-16) category, and 
he took on the competition with zeal. His 
first moto was less than perfect, as Way- 
lon McCulloch powered his way in front 
of him, both riders thirsty for the win 
and displaying their minibike skills in 
every. corner and over every jump. Each 
time Humphrey tried to find a different 
line to get past McCulloch, McCulloch 
shut the door on him. At the end, it was 
McCulloch who got to the checkered flag 
first, but both gave each other a big 
thumbs-up for a great race and workout. 

Moto two started out the same as the 
first, with the need for speed apparent to 
both McCulloch and Humphrey. 
Humphrey was a tad faster off the gate, 
grabbing the holeshot as McCulloch 
gated third. By lap three, McCulloch had 
slipped into second, and he began to 





hunt the leader down to within a knob- 
by. As they entered the whoops bar to 
bar, McCulloch miscued and went over 
the bars while Humphrey went on to 
take both the moto and the overall win. 
Sunday saw Colt Humphrey return 
to the Lake Whitney course with deter- 
mination and fortitude, taking all four 
moto wins in the 80cc Open and Super- 
mini classes. Attempting to put out 
Humphrey’s sparks were Jonathan Kerr, 
Brandon Fulton and Waylon McCulloch.

Travis Elliott dominated the Pro 
classes, winning both the 125cc and 
250cc categories by way of a stunning 









four-moto sweep. It was the younger Pro 
league that led off the start of the first 
125cc moto, with Mark Thompson out 
front and Elliott in second. Elliott got 
around Thompson on the first lap, but 
Thompson stayed with Elliott through- 
out the moto to the checkered flag. 

The second moto saw Elliott lead the 
way from start to finish, but this time 
young Cole Brown protected his second- 
place position from Thompson, who 
stayed up close and personal until the 
final lap, when Thompson attempted to 
pass in the tower sweeper with a wide- 
open throttle and ran off the track. This 
gave Brown some breathing room, as 
Thompson corrected his error and got 
back on the track to finish third. Round- 
ing out the top five were Shay Manney 
with a 4-4 and Chris Torrance with a 5-6. 

Ronny Jackson continued his winning 
streak in north Texas at the Lake Whit- 
ney event by racing at the controls of the 
60cc (10-11) and 60cc Open classes, going 
four for four in moto wins. Jackson's 
holeshot in the first moto of the 60cc (10- 
11) category put him out front from start 
to finish. Jay Shandy raced in second 
place, while Dustin Shows held down 
the number-three spot. Bradley Graham, 
who had made the trek from New Mexi- 
co for the weekend, held down fourth, 
while Danny Atencio took fifth. 

Moto two started the same as the first 
for Jackson, as he led off the gate and 
stayed out front. Shows, however, used

ordan Szoke is back. 

The defending Toyota Canada 

Superbike Champion got his 1999 

tle bid back on track with a perfect 
weekend at the fourth round of the 
seven-race series at Mosport Interna- 
tional Raceway. 

The 20-year-old took his Erion-built 
Honda CBR900RR to victory in both the 
qualifying heat and feature race, giving 
him the maximum 60 points toward the 
championship. He beat series points 
leader Francis Martin by just 0.19 seconds 
in the final, recording Honda's first victo- 
ry in the national Superbike series since 
1994 and ending a 12-race Kawasaki win- 
ning streak dating back to July of 1997. 

“It’s been a tough year, so I’m happy 
I finally brought this thing to the top of 
the podium," said Szoke, whose best 
previous finish this season was a fourth 
in round two at Race City Speedway. 

The result moved Szoke from eighth 
to fourth in the standings, but Martin 
padded his lead in the championship 
with his second-place finish. Martin 
hounded Szoke mercilessly throughout 
the 15-lap race on his Kawasaki ZX-7RR 
and briefly took the lead at the end of 
lap eight when Szoke missed a shift 
coming onto the front straight. 

Michael Taylor, second in points, was 
third after a spectacular climb from the 
back of the grid on his Kawasaki ZX-9R. 
The Toronto rider dropped out of the 
qualifying heat with a kinked fuel line 
and was forced to start from the last row 
of the 22-bike field. But he was up to 
sixth by the third turn of the opening 
lap and was into third by lap three. He 
was unable to make up the five-second 
gap to the two leaders, however, and 
settled for the final step of the podium. 

Szoke and Martin quickly broke 
away on their own in the Superbike fea- 
ture, and the pair set a scintillating pace. 
Both broke Taylor's lap record of 1:24.98 
on the fifth tour, with Martin turning a 
1:24.50 and Szoke managing a 1:24.89. 
After five laps they had already built up 
a four-second advantage over Taylor. 

“1 was trying to keep a really strong 
pace from the start and try to lose him 
(Martin),” Szoke said. “But I went wide 
on a couple of turns and he was back on 
my tail.” 

Martin almost got ahead in the early 
laps when Szoke hit a false neutral 
entering the turn-five hairpin, but he 

was unable to capitalize. Szoke then 
missed a shift exiting the last turn to 
complete lap eight, and the Kawasaki 
got inside the Honda as they headed 
into turn one to start lap nine. But Szoke 
used his slight horsepower advantage to 
power ahead on the back straight before 
the lap was over. 

"The tranny is really tight on the 
Honda," said Szoke of his miscues. ^You 
have to be very precise on the gears." 











Martin chose to wait until the final 
lap to make a serious assault, but he was 
unable to find a way around the defend- 
ing champion. 

“I was focused on the last lap," Mar- 
tin explained. "I wanted to stay behind 
him the whole race and try a last-lap 
pass. But I think he pushed a little bit 
more that last lap.' 

Benoit Pilon grabbed third off the 
start on his Yamaha YZF-R1. But he was 
again battling front-suspension prob- 
lems, and within two laps he was 
passed by the flying Taylor and Jeff 
Williams' Kawasaki ZX-7RR. 

Taylor pulled clear of Williams but 
couldn't quite match the lap record-set- 
ting pace of the two leaders. He was 
nursing a leg injury sustained in the 
AMA. Formula Xtreme round in Mid- 
Ohio a week earlier, and that was affect- 
ing his cornering. 

As the race wound down, his pace 
improved, however, and he knocked a 
couple of seconds off his deficit. But by 
then it was too late to do anything. 


“I picked up the pace the last five or 
six laps," he said, "maybe by about half 
a second a lap. I started getting really 
comfortable on the bike and I was able 
to bend my leg more." 

Williams wound up in a battle with 
Frank Trombino, on another ZX-7RR. 


Trombino, still nursing a broken 
scaphoid injured at the season opener, 
got ahead on lap 10, but Williams 
sneaked back ahead with an outside 
pass at the end of the backstraight on 
the final lap. 

Pilon settled for sixth, while Neil 
Jenkins took seventh on his fuel-injected 
Suzuki GSX-R750. Like Taylor, Jenkins 
was forced to start from the back of the 
grid after dropping a valve in the heat 
race. 

California resident and AMA 250cc 
Grand Prix regular Ed Sorbo completed 
the top 10 on the injured Martin Gau- 
dreault's Honda CBR900RR. 

Pilon took over the International 
Motorcycle Supershow Open Sport Bike 
points lead with his second victory of 
the season, at Mosport. The Quebec 
rider took the lead of a wild four-bike

dice with a thrilling last-lap pass of 
Szoke and 16-year-old Kevin Lacombe 
as they went three abreast into corner 
eight at the end of the back straight. He 
held off the Superbike winner by 0.25 
seconds at the line, with Lacombe right 
behind in third on his CBR900RR and 
defending class champion Taylor fourth. 

"Jordan was really, really fast in a 
straight line," Pilon said. "I waited until 
the last lap and did my best in Moss 
Corner (the hairpin that leads onto the 
back straight). I had a perfect entrance 
and then I screwed up the exit, so I went 
really tough on the brakes into the cor- 
ner at the end of the straight." 

Linnley Clarke padded an already 
impressive points lead in the Yoshimura 
600cc Sport Bike class with his second 
straight win aboard his Yamaha YZF- 
R6. Clarke took the lead from the 


-remarkable Lacombe when the young 


Honda star had a nasty slide exiting the 
final turn on the penultimate lap, and 
held on for a 0.94-second victory. 
Lacombe was second on his 
CBR600F4, while Owen Weichel took 
his Hyd-Mech Saws CBR600F4 under

t the eighth round of the 1999 Tec- 

nosel Carolina Ultraseries, held at 

Top Gun MX Park, ominously 
dark clouds loomed overhead through- 
out the day, but Stephen Cooke did not 
let the inclement weather dampen his 
spirits, managing to eke out a win in 
the very competitive 80cc (7-11) divi- 
sion. 

In the first 80cc (7-11) moto, Davin 
Price grabbed the holeshot. Suzuki- 
mounted Cooke, Jake Posey and Matt 
Scarboro were all in tow. Price's lead 
was short-lived, however, as an early- 
moto fall forced him to play catch-up 
the rest of the moto. 

Cooke then assumed the lead, with 
Posey hot on his heels. Clay Willett 
slipped past Scarboro into third by mid- 
moto.

As the 
two entered the first set of triples, Posey 
was right beside Cooke. Both went for 
the double. Cooke got over it cleanly but 
Posey cased the jump, giving the Suzuki 
rider a slight advantage.

As 
the checkered flag fell, Cooke took the 
win, with Posey a close second. Price 
was able to move into the final podium 
position late in the moto but was unable 
to make a run on the leaders. Willett 
took fourth and Scarboro rounded out 
the top five. 

The complexion of the course 
changed completely for moto two after a 
brief but heavy storm made negotiating 
the track quite treacherous. The slick 
conditions did not seem to bother Price, 
as he again grabbed the holeshot. Scar- 











boro gated in second, with Posey, Wil- 
lett and Cooke giving chase. 

Price looked to have the track mas- 
tered until a slight miscue just past 
halfway. That was all the Yamaha- 
mounted Posey needed and he master- 
fully worked his way past Scarboro and 
onto the rear fender of the Suzuki pilot. 
Cooke then moved up to challenge Scar- 
boro for third. 

With the laps winding down, Posey 
had the win in his hands, only to see it 
slip away in "Chester's Hairpin" as he 
fell victim to the disintegrating condi- 
tions. Price navigated by the downed 
rider and took the win in moto two. The 
overall was up for grabs now, as Cooke 
had displaced Scarboro and moved into 
third. Posey had a little trouble 
remounting, and Cooke made his way 
by for second and the overall win. Posey 
recovered for third, with Scarboro main- 
taining fourth.

igh temperatures at Glen Helen 
Raceway did not cool down the 
racing intensity for round four of 
the five round Yamaha Dealer’s Series. 

One of the more heavily contested 
classes of the series has been the 250cc 
Novice, and Sunday’s event was no 
exception. Alvino Garcia seized the 
holeshot in the first moto but lost sever- 
al positions after he and Mark Valcore 
bumped coming out of the first turn. 
Valcore led the field coming out of turn 
two, followed closely by Jake Yetto and 
Brett Daugherty. At the end of the first 
lap, Yetto had taken the lead, with 
Daugherty and Valcore in tow. The rest 
of the pack was left in their dust. 
Daugherty captured the lead on lap 
three, blasting past Yetto in front of the 
tower and leaving Yetto and Valcore to 
battle. Valcore continued to look for an 
opening and found one in Budd’s 
Creek, grabbing the number-two posi- 
tion. 

Both Daugherty and Valcore got 
caught in lappers during the last half of 
the white-flag lap, eliminating the possi- 
bility of Valcore reclaiming first. Daugh- 
erty crossed the finish line first, fol- 
lowed by Valcore and Yetto. 
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“Seemed like everyone was making 
mistakes,” Daugherty said. "I just tried 
to stay cool and cruise through them.” 

Garcia again grabbed holeshot hon- 
ors in the second moto, with Valcore, 
Deran Benavides and David Angelo in 
pursuit. Valcore took the inside line in 
turn two, powering into first, but a little 
too much exuberance with the throttle 
landed him on the ground before the 
first tabletop. The rest of the field was 
able to cruise by him before he could 
recover. Crossing the finish in first 
through third were Garcia, Angelo and 
Daugherty. 

Daugherty took the overall with his 
1-3 finish, followed by Garcia’s 5-1 and 
Angelo’s 4-2. 

Honda Yamaha of Redlands/ 
Racetech/Troy Lee Designs 80cc Inter- 
mediate rider Emeka Udeh and Mont- 
clair Yamaha’s 80cc Novice Kevin 
Hunter finished first overall in their 
respective classes with 1-1 wins. Udeh 
and Hunter followed Novice Brandon 
Spencer through the holeshot turn in the 
first moto of the combined 80cc Interme- 
diate/ Novice race. Hunter captured sec- 
ond during the first lap. Spencer went 
down on lap two and Hunter took the 
lead. Hunter mixed it up with Udeh 
until Hunter slid out in the mud at the 
end of the third lap. 

"I wasn't riding so good,” Udeh said. 
“Then he (Hunter) made a mistake. He's 
in the Novice class, so I should have 
been able to beat him." 

After passing Hunter, Udeh cruised 
to the finish line. Intermediate Chase 
Meineke, Hunter and Novice Jared 
Minor came past the checkered flag in 
second through fourth. 

"It was a hard first moto," Hunter 
admitted. "I was trying to hang with all 
the Intermediates and I bobbled a lot. | 
bobbled in the sweeper turn before the 
hill, then I ended up falling because it 
was really wet.” 

In moto two, Udeh captured the 
holeshot and cruised to the finish in 
first. Hunter and Spencer got tangled up 
in the second turn, dropping them back 
to the end of the pack. Hunter managed 
to find his way through the racers to 
fourth place by the last lap. There, Vin- 
cent Benavides and Minor were battling 
for second. Minor tried to make a pass 
on Benavides. Benavides bobbled and 
Minor took the inside line and lost trac- 
tion. Hunter took advantage and passed 
Minor to take the Novice win. 

Hunter was pleased with the contin- 
uation of his win streak. 

"| ve won every moto, every race in 
the series so far," he noted. 

“I think that was the best race of the 
day," Minor said. "Next time I'll get the 
win."

Trans Atlantic Match Races 


Brits kick 
Assen

ASSEN, HOLLAND, JUNE 24-26 

he latest venue for Team Obsolete’s 
Т Leathers Trans Atlantic 

Match Races’ informal world tour 
was the historic Circuit van Drenthe at 
the Dutch TT in Assen, Holland, site of 
the FIM World Championship Grand 
Prix. The usual TAMR format was 
expanded for this event to incorporate 
a third team. The Europeans joined the 
traditional British and American teams. 


TAMR racers were privileged to be rac-* 


ing on the 3.756-mile Grand Prix circuit 
for the last time. It will be shortened 
after this year’s World Superbike race 
due to local noise ordinances. The cir- 
cuit is fast and flowing, with a smooth 
surface and phenomenal traction, and 
with all the amenities such as gravel 
traps, air fence, and generous runoff. 











Race number one was led flag to flag 
by Swede Hasse Gustafson on his 
immaculately prepared Team Teknik 
750cc short-stroke Ducati. (American 
racegoers saw Gustafson place second 
earlier this year at thesDaytona Formula 
750 race.) Second place went to British 
team captain and TAMR regular Dave 
Pither on his Triumph Triple. Third was 
fellow Brit Colin Breeze on a BSA Triple, 
despite a box full o' neutrals. Fourth 
was the first 500, Dutchman Stefan 
Slootjes, on a Seeley G-50. The top 
American was John Long, on an Alan 
Windsor Triumph III. Meanwhile, 
American team captain Dave Roper was 
making beautiful music on the Team 
Obsolete ex-Agostini MV Agusta 500/3 
as he finished seventh overall and third 
500. Cycle World staffer Don Canet, on 
the Dutch-made ABSAF Seeley Gold 
Star, swapped back and forth with 
Superfrog Yvon Duhamel on Mike 
Braid's BSA III. Canet finally prevailed 
when Duhamel overshot a turn, allow- 
ing Canet an unassailable lead to finish 
ninth. Euro captain Sandro Baumann's 
initial threat never materialized because 
of a fuel-delivery problem. 

The first race ended with the Euro- 
peans ahead on overall points. Howev- 
er, when the points were adjusted for 
the relative sizes of each team, the UK 
was first with 45 points, the Europeans 
had 41 and the Americans had 34 
points. 

The second Trans Atlantic Match 
Race was preceded by a lap of honor by 
six-time FIM World Champion Jim Red- 
man, who was the first man to win three 
Grands Prix on the same day, at Assen 
in 1964. Redman was joined by Dutch 
National hero Wil Hartog. Redman rode 
an MV Agusta Four and Hartog rode a 
RG500 Suzuki. 

At the beginning of race number two, 
a European rider again jumped into the 
lead, but this time it was Baumann on 
his Triumph III. Cal Rayborn III was in 
hot pursuit on the surprisingly rapid 
XR750 Harley-Davidson, but soon the 
Harley started to fade, once again over- 
come by ignition problems. A third of 
the way through the first lap, Roper's 
Gold Star expired. Pither, who moments 
before the start of the race had com- 


plained that he still didn't know the cir- 
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cuit, set off after Baumann and turned the 
fastest lap of the race. As Rayborn's 
Harley continued to fade, first Pither, and 
then Dutchmen De Ridder and Slootjes, 
both on Seeley G*50s, went by. Rayborn 
finally retired on the ninth lap. On the 
fifth lap, Breeze woke up and passed 
Slootjes and De Ridder. De Ridder retired 
on the next lap. Duhamel finally started 
to become comfortable with his bike, 
leaving Canet behind and overtaking 
Long, only to have his ignition fail on the 
10th of 12 laps, setting the finish order. 
Baumann took the checkered, followed 
by Pither and Breeze. First 500 was again 
Slootjes, followed by Long and Canet. 
When the total points were tallied 
and adjusted, the Brits extended their 
score over the Europeans 94 to 73, with 
the Americans coming in at 64 points. 
The celebrated Hailwood Trophy for 
individual high-points score was hand- 
ed over from previous winner Vernon 
Glashier back to Dave Pither, who had 
held it twice before.

Spies' 
thriller

ifteen-year-old racing prodigy Ben

equally sensational 16-year-old Jason 
DiSalvo in a last-lap barn-burner. 

The fifth round of the WERA Nation- 
al Challenge Sprint Series ran in con- 
junction with the inaugural running of 
the Dixie Cycle Jam, a double-point 
Sportsman Series event to benefit all 
Mid- and Southern Sportsman Regions. 
The National Challenge races were run 
in dry, hot conditions early in the day, 
and then in a torrential downpour at the 
end of the racing schedule. 

Leading off the Formula classes was 
the WERA 125cc Grand Prix race, run 
in conjunction with the newly formed 
Grand Prix Riders Association (GPRA), 
for the second GPRA East Coast round 
of the HRC Dealers 125cc Grand Prix 
National Championship, sponsored by 
JT Motorsports and Racing, and Thou- 
sand Oaks Honda/ HRC. WERA and 
GPRA-East 125cc GP points leader 
Michael Himmelsbach missed the start 
due to a broken ankle suffered in a 
race earlier in the day. Starting from 
the front row of the huge 29-rider field, 
DiSalvo grabbed the lead into turn one 
on his Alien Racing/ Applied Business 
Systems Honda RS125, followed close- 
ly by birthday boy Ben Spies on the 
Keith Cherry Racing RS125. Spies led 
the first lap across the line, but DiSalvo 
pulled even heading for turn one, and 
the two young lions went side by side 
up the hill and into turns two and 
three. DiSalvo slipped ahead and man- 
aged to keep half a bike length 
between them until the halfway flags, 
when Spies tried the all-important 
draft slingshot on the back straight to 
take over the lead. Again, DiSalvo 
pulled his Todd .Bowman-tuned 
Honda dead even with the John 
Hodgkiss-built RS125 of Spies on the 
front straight, but a backmarker was 
on the racing line in turn one. The two 
teenagers split the slower rider 


"superbly and did not miss a beat. On 


the white-flag lap, DiSalvo did not 
want the point position on the back 
straightaway, so he didn't shift from 
first exiting turn seven, hoping Spies 
would maintain race speed and fly 
right by. Spies was expecting this 
savvy move and did likewise, and both 
riders slowed to a crawl on the back 





straight, each waiting for the other to 
make the move. DiSalvo took a long 
look over his shoulder to see where 
Spies and third-placed rider Chris 
Pyles were, and he ran off the track 
briefly. Spies took that opportunity to 
pin the throttle open and make the 
decisive break that would bring him 
his first WERA 125cc GP win by six- 
tenths of a second over the recovered 
DiSalvo and Pyles, some 10 seconds 
behind at the finish. 

Spies was back in the Formula Two 
National Challenge race on his Yamaha 
TZ250 to take on the 600cc Superbikes 
head to head. Three-time class winner 
Brian Lantz grabbed the holeshot. Lantz 
kept a two-second lead between himself 
and second place until Spies worked his 
way into the number-two spot. Spies 
quickly reeled in Lantz and made a bid 
for the lead in turn one, but Lantz held 
him off. Spies used the superior brakes 
of the GP bike to take the lead, braking 
for turn 10 and leading under the 
Michelin Bridge. Lantz repassed the 
youngster in the tricky turn 12 to retake 
the point position. Lantz rode the last 
lap with the little two-stroke bike 
buzzing at every turn, but he managed 
to stave off a charge by Spies to capture 
a hard-fought victory. 

Tray Batey has made the WERA For- 
mula One National Challenge race his 
personal property by winning every 
event this season on a Pirelli-equipped 
Arclight Suzuki GSX-R750 Superbike. 
Batey led flag to flag in the pouring rain 
and was never challenged for the win. 
He leads the championship points with 
a perfect 100. 

The Open Superstock event featured 
a variety of machinery, from the Yama- 
ha YZF R-1 to the Suzuki GSX-R750 and 
TL-1000R and the Kawasaki ZX-9R. 
Arclight Suzuki rider Joe Prussiano, the 
current points leader, grabbed the 
holeshot but relinquished the lead to 
Mark Junge before the end of the first 
lap. Junge, whose bike was caught on 
radar at 161.8 mph, began to stretch his 
lead, turning lap times in the 1:29s. 
Reigning A-Super Stock Sportsman 
National Champion Billy Eisenacher, on 
a Peachtree Performance Yamaha R-1, 
passed Tim Bemisderfer at the halfway

point of the six-lap race to take over 
third. At the finish, Junge had a five-sec- 
ond lead over Prussiano, and Eisenacher 
had closed to within two seconds of the 
Arclight rider. 

Junge was right back on the track in : 
the Pirelli 600cc Super Stock class on 
the Vesrah Kawasaki ZX-6R. He took 
the holeshot from pole position and 
held on to lead the first lap. Across the 
stripe for the first lap, the order was 
Junge, Lantz, Prussiano, David Rose 
and Brian Gibbs. On the second lap, 
Gibbs passed both Rose and Prussiano 
to take over third in order to chase 
down the leading duo. Lantz dis- 
placed Junge on the same lap and 
thwarted every attempt Junge made to 
get back into the lead. At the halfway 
flags, Gibbs came under attack from a 
remotivated Rose, who passed Gibbs 
for third entering turn one and caught 
and passed Junge the very next lap in 
the same spot, with the same maneu- 
ver. Lantz was holding a slim lead 
over Rose and Junge as they drag- 
raced side by side down the back 
straightaway and began the braking 
duel going into turn 10-A. Junge's 
Kawasaki slipped into a false neutral 
and sent him free-wheeling into the 
back of Lantz. Both riders fell in the 
gravel trap, and Rose. barely missed 
going with them. Rose held on to win 
on his Team Pro-Motion Suzuki GSX- 
R600. 

The Michelin 750cc Superstock race 
was a Joe Prussiano affair from flag to 
flag. He got the holeshot on his Arclight 
Suzuki GSX-R750, led every lap, and 
only came under pressure on the last 
lap when local ace Gibbs battled his 
way through from the 11th row on the 
grid. Gibbs was stripped of his second- 
place finishing position because he 
ignored the black flag on the last lap 
when his bike started smoking, signal- 
ing an oil leak. The results officially list 
his finish position as seventh, one spot 
behind Keith Wilson, who also started 
from the rear of the grid. Benefiting 
from Gibbs' misfortune were Tim 
Bemisderfer and Rose, who slowed due 
to the amount of smoke coming from 
Gibbs' Suzuki, moving up to second 
and third, respectively. 

Performance Powersports-backed 
Edward Cobb won both the 600cc Pro- 
duction and the 750cc Production 
Novice races on his Pirelli-shod Suzuki 
GSX-R600, his first National Challenge 
win of the season. Smith Brothers H-D 
rider Jason Smith used his Kawasaki 
ZX-6R to dominate the wet field in the 
600cc Superbike Novice race, while 
Rick Fairbairn did the same in the 750cc 
Superbike Novice class, with Smith tak- 
ing second in the big-bore class on his 
600. Brian Honeycutt beat out Tripp 
Volz for the Heavyweight Twins Expert 
win, and Greg Callahan got the better 
of Dr. Adam Mashike in the Novice 
ranks. CN

SBR raids 
Arclight —

he defending WERA Endurance 
T Champions, Semoff Broth- 

ers Racing (SBR), rode a smart and 
technical race to win the Road Atlanta 
six-hour endurance race. SBR beat 
archrivals Arclight Suzuki by using the 
horsepower of their big Yamaha YZF R- 





1 to push Arclight's GSX-R750 Super- 
bike to the breaking point and beyond. : 
The race was run in hot, humid, part- 
ly cloudy conditions at the 2.5-mile, 12- 
turn road course in northeast Georgia. 
SBR won the race overall, and the Pirelli 
Heavyweight Superbike class in front of 
second overall, first in the Heavyweight 
Superstock class, D&D Racing, from 
nearby Dawsonville, Georgia. The fun- 
loving eccentrics known as Army of 
Darkness rounded out the last overall 
podium position and conquered the 
Mediumweight Superbike class in the 
process. Another local team, Rapid 
Transit Racing, used an aging Honda 
CBR600 F-3 to win the Mediumweight 
Superstock race in commanding fashion. 
The six-hour event got under way 
with Glenn Szarek on the SBR R-1 edg- 
ing out Tray Batey on the Arclight 
Suzuki into turn one. Sam Fleming 
urged the Army of Darkness Suzuki 
GSX-R600 into third place at the start, 
holding back the eager pack of 
endurance racers. The leading duo 
pulled further and further away from 
the rest of the field. Tapeworks Racing 
made an unexpected pit stop just 36 
minutes into the race after an off-track 
excursion filled their fairing with grav- 
el. Three Heavyweight Superstock 
teams - Nielsen Racing, Carlyle Racing 
and Shrouts Powersports - crashed on 
consecutive laps in turn three, bringing 
out the red flag to stop the race with 
just 10 minutes remaining in the first 
hour. Arclight had stopped to make 
their first pit stop of the day when the 
red flag flew, and the resulting restart 
erased any time lost to SBR in the pits. 
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Semoff Brothers Racing (1) toughed it out to take the win in the six-hour WERA endurance 
race at Road Atlanta.

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After a 30-minute clean-up, the race 
was restarted with 40 minutes remain- 
ing in the second hour. SBR led the 
field into turn one again, as Arclight 
finished their pit stop and took to the 
track with Joe Prussiano aboard. SBR 
held a half-a-track advantage over 
Arclight but would soon need to pit to 
refuel and change riders. At the 1:35 
mark, Szatek brought the big Yamaha 
in and handed off to Scott Brown, who 
returned to the track immediately in 
front of Prussiano on the Suzuki super- 
bike. Szarek later explained the reason 
for the sprint-race pace was the hope 
that the Arclight Suzuki entry, which is 
a race-kitted GSX-R750 superbike, 
would not last a six-hour race if pushed 
to the limit. The only problem with that 
plan was that if the Arclight bike did 
not expire or at least slow down, SBR 
would have to make a two-tire pit stop, 
which takes close to a minute longer for 
the YZF R-1 than for the ultratrick 
Suzuki, effectively giving the win to 
Arclight. 

After two hours, Arclight Suzuki was 


"winning the Pirelli Heavyweight Super- 


bike class as well as the overall, D&D 
Racing was leading the decimated 
Heavyweight Superstock class, and 
Army of Darkness was in charge of the 
Mediumweight Superbike race. The 
Army of Darkness sister team, Neighbor 
of the Beast, was holding down the top 
position in the Mediumweight Super- 
stock class. Neighbor of the Beast had 
two guest riders for the team at this 
race: former Team Pearls Suzuki rider 
Darrell Saylor, and Traxxion Dynamics 
owner and suspension genius Max 
McAllister who helped team owner 
Melissa Berkhoff run as high as third 
overall during the first hour and lead 
their class. 

The second red flag of the race came 
out at the 2:21 mark to let the corner- 
workers clear a bike from turn 11, under 
the Michelin Bridge. Lady Luck was 
smiling on the Arclight Suzuki team 
once more, as they had just made their 
second scheduled pit stop when the race 
was halted, and the restart again erased 
the advantage SBR had fought to gain. 

At the restart, the surprise of the day 
occured when D&D Racing's Dale Dav- 
enport held off both Chris Hughes, on 
the Arclight bike, and Brown, on the 
SBR R-1, for the holeshot, and managed 
to keep them both behind him until the 





completion of the first lap. Hughes and 
Brown used the superior horsepower of 
their superbikes to pass the leading 
Super Stock machine on the front 
straightaway, but Davenport stayed 
behind the race leaders and let them 
pull him away from the field to help 
secure third overall for D&D Racing. 

Ten minutes into the fourth hour, 
Brown brought the big Yamaha into the 
pits and returned the bike to his team- 
mate Szarek, who returned to the track, 
turning 1:30s to Hughes' 1:33s, hoping 
to put pressure on the Arclight rider. At 
the 20-minute mark, Hughes brought 
the Suzuki in for a blazing pit stop - rear 
tire, fuel, and rider change in 25 seconds 
- and Batey re-entered the track still in 
the lead by 20 seconds. Szarek slowly 
reeled in Batey until the gap was only 
three seconds with 10 minutes to go 
before the four-hour mark. 

“Our plan was to force the pace 
also," Arclight team owner Chuck War- 
ren explained, "because we wanted 
Semoff Brothers to have to make a front- 
tire change and lose time in the pits. Our 
tire-changing pit stops are considerably 
faster than theirs, and we would have 
that extra time out on the track. Sure, 
the two red flags have worked in our 
favor today, but next race they probably 
won't." 

Once together on the race track, 
Szarek and Batey began an epic battle 
that looked more like a National-caliber 
sprint race than a six-hour endurance 
event, with each exploiting the strength 
of their own motorcycle and the weak- 
nesses of the others at every turn. This 
barnstorming display carried on until 
the Arclight Suzuki came to a screeching 
halt in the turn-four-and-five area. Batey 
tried to restart the ailing machine, to no 
avail. Back in the pits, the Arclight 
squad swarmed over the bike, only to 
discover that, for the second time this 
year, the cam chain had broken, ending 
their race prematurely. With the demise 
of the Arclight entry, local aces D&D 
Racing took over the second-overall 
position, with Army of Darkness claw- 
ing their way into third. 

^We just have to wring the 750 out to 
keep up with the Yamaha, and Glenn 
and Scott are riding great," Batey said, 
back in the pits. "That's a tough combi- 
nation." 

With Arclight out of the race, SBR 
put the YZF on cruise mode and nursed

the battered front tire home with an 
eight-lap lead over Heavyweight 
Superstock winners D&D Racing, in 
second. Third overall went to Medi- 
umweight Superbike victors Army of 
Darkness, just 45 seconds clear of the 
fight for second and third in the Pirelli 
Heavyweight Superbike class between 
1-800-CROTCH-ROCKET and Cycle 
Speed Racing. The Mediumweight 
Superstock win went to local team 
Rapid Transit Racing. Both the Super- 
stock-class winners, Davenport of D&D 
Racing and Mathews from Rapid Tran- 
sit, said in the winner's circle that their 
team only used one set of Michelin 
Pilots to go the entire race distance 
without a problem. CN

Fisher, Faria fly at 
Fast Fridays

Fifteen-year-old former multi-time U.S. National 
Speedway Champion Ryan Fisher showed that 
sometimes youth can be a greater advantage 
than experience, as he held on to take the win in 
the Fast Fridays Speedway version of the Iron- 
man, the once-a-year 25-lap Handicap main 
event that features 10 riders coming from double 
their normal handicap distances. 

"] felt good until about lap 20 or so," said 
Fisher, who began the race from the 60-yard 
line. "After that, I parked once and even ran my 
front wheel over the pole. I thought I'd lost it 
right there, but I hear Charlie (Venegas) was 
also having problems behind me." 

Venegas was indeed having his own prob- 
lems holding on. 

“I had to straighten up a couple of times to 
save myself from crashing," he said. "The last 
time, with a couple laps to go, it cost me any 
chance of catching Fisher. Second isn't too bad 
in a race like this." 

Northern California points leader Bart Bast 
finished in third place after trying a different 
approach. 

"| used to: pace myself, and that never 
worked out, so this year I decided to just run 
hard all the way," Bast said. "My right leg suf- 
fered the most; later on my arms just about gave 
out. This is one grueling race." 

Ian Ferris managed to stay on the lead lap the 
entire race and cruised home in fourth place. 
Fifth went to Rich Marcucci, who lead laps three 
through nine. “Flyin’” Mike Faria began the race 
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in last place, moved himself up to fourth near the 
midpoint of the race, appeared to be finished 
prior to lap 17, and then recovered to eventually 
finish sixth. Seventh went to Bobby "The Blaze" 
Hedden, who was the last-placed rider still on 
the track when Fisher took the checkered flag. 
Scott McNeil, who started from the zero-yard 
line, finished eighth, pulling off at the end of the 
I3th lap. Jimmy "The Jammer" Sisemore parked 
on lap seven and pulled off shortly thereafter, 
taking ninth place. Rounding out the field was 
"Mister Excitement," Billy Janniro, who began 
the night on a backup bike and barely made four 
laps before pulling onto the infield to observe the 
remainder of the race. Amazingly, right after the 
end of the exhausting 25-lap event, Fisher took a 
victory lap aboard his RMC/Auburn Outdoor 
Sports / Thompson Plating / Bill Cody Jawa. 
In the Scratch main, Hedden drew the inside 
pole position. Faria sat in lane two, Fisher was in 
three and Bast was literally against the crash 
wall in grid four. Bast seemed to move first as 
the starting tapes went up, but it was Faria who 
entered the first turn in front. Faria cleared Hed- 
den and immediately went to work riding the 
pole. Bast was forced wide by the presence of 
Fisher but was making up ground on Faria as 
the quartet headed down the back straight. Bast 
all but pulled even with Faria as the two com- 
pleted the first lap. Bast continued to look for a 
way past Faria, but the former champion was 
dialed in on the pole and stubbornly refused to 
be headed. Behind the leaders, Fisher, who 
looked very fast in his Scratch semi, was run- 
ning a close third until lap three, when he inex- 
plicably straightened up midway through turn 
three and shot across the track between Bast and 
Hedden. Fortunately, Fisher managed to miss 
the other riders but his move cost him a spot, as 
Hedden took third. Bast stayed with Faria the 
entire four laps but couldn’t find a way around 
and finished in second place. Hedden main- 
tained third and Fisher rolled in fourth.

To make things 
exciting, the Western Maryland Off Road Riders 
provided a $700 Expert purse, which was to be 
paid out to the top five Expert riders for their 
overall finishes. 

In the Open A class, Kawasaki's Jason 
Raines took the holeshot, which kept him out 
of the dust until later, when he began to lap 
riders. Raines came through the scoring barrels 
on the first lap with a lead of 34 seconds on 
Suzuki's Ronnie Burnfield. John Rutherford 
was the third rider through the barrels on the 
first lap. He was followed by Yamaha-mount- 
ed Scott Phillips and Honda rider Andris 
Lagzdins. On the second lap, Raines still had'a 
lead on Burnfield and Rutherford, but KTM- 
mounted Brian Keegan had moved from eighth 
place to fourth place, and Thomas Leupen had 
brought his Kawasaki to fifth place. On the 
fourth lap, Raines and Burnfield were still the 
top two, but Keegan had moved into third 
place, Suzuki-mounted Jeremy Morris had 
moved into fourth place, and Lagzdins had 
taken back fifth place. The top five remained in 
the same order for the final lap, and Raines’ 
first-place finish clinched the series title. 
Raines has won every round of the series, mak- 
ing him the undisputed champion of the Iron- 
man Hare Scramble Series. 

In the Vet class, Kawasaki-mounted Donald 
Belt took the lead on the first lap, only to drop 
out after completing only two laps. Belt was fol- 
lowed by Suzuki-mounted Eric Weiland, KTM- 
mounted Ray Owens, Kawasaki rider Scott 
Fontaine and KTM rider Patrick Hanshew. On 
the second lap, Suzuki-mounted Ronald Stetz 
moved into first place, where he remained for 
the rest of the race. Weiland held on to second, 
and Husqvarna-mounted Mike McIntire moved 
into third place. Fontaine held on to fourth 
place, and Owens dropped to fifth place. On the 
fifth and final lap, the top three riders remained 
in the same order, but Jeffrey Brady had taken 
over fourth and Hanshew had moved back into 
fifth.

Scroggins hogs the spotlight

No rider was able to claim a double win, but 
Randy "Buzz" Green came close on his beautiful 
Harley as he claimed the win in the Open class 
and finished second in the Pushrod competition. 
Green's first-round time of 4.332 seconds was 
good enough to hold up for the win in the Open 
class, with Fetters coming closest on his new 
Harley climber with a 4.468-second run. Green 
was even faster in the Pushrod class, delivering 
a fine 4.267-second time on his first ride, but 
"Flyin'" Bob Fisher flew his Superior Cycle 
Sportster over in a roaring 4.099 seconds to over- 
take Green on his second round. Green's second 
ride was good, but his 4.443-second time left 
Fisher with the win, with Fetters turning in 
another good гип, 4.383 seconds, for third place.

For the second night in a row, Speedway’s won- 
der kid, Ryan Fisher, came out on top in the 
main event.

right with Curry as the six riders circled the 
tricky, clay-banked oval for the first time.

Adams again at 
Willow Springs Road Race

Curtis Adams made it two in a row as he cap- 
tured his second straight Toyota Unlimited For- 
mula One Road Race victory in the seventh 
round of Willow Springs Motorcycle Club action 
at Willow Springs International Raceway. 

Adams wasted no time in powering into the 
lead off the line on his Dunlop-shod Suzuki 
GSX-R1100, with Dean Vincent emerging in sec- 
ond and Lucio Nicolodi rounding out the top 
three. For the first few laps, Nicolodi sat in Vin- 
cent’s shadow while Adams progressively 
opened up a larger gap on the rest of the field. 

In lap five of the 12-lap sprint, Nicolodi 
drafted and passed Vincent on the inside of turn 
one. Vincent didn’t back off, and two laps later 
he drafted and attempted to get past Nicolodi at 
the same spot on the race track. However, 
Nicolodi held strong and kept Vincent in third. 

As the next-to-last lap got under way, Vin- 
cent once again closed up on Nicolodi. Howev- 
er, he was still unable to make the move, and at 
the line it was Adams with the win, with Nicolo- 
di second and Vincent in third. 

“The bike ran extremely well. Once you get 
comfortable with the motorcycle, you can ride 
it to its full potential,” said Adams after the 
race of his Suzuki GSX-R, which is several 
years old. 

In the Bridgestone/Racer’s Edge Formula 
Two GP, Bryan Kovarick grabbed the holeshot 
off the line, with Bryce Gross hot on his tail. 
Down the back straight, Gross powered past 
Kovarick on his Hollywood Motorcycles-spon- 
sored Yamaha R6 to take over the lead. But 
Kovarick wasn't willing to give up just yet, and 
he continued to hang in Gross' draft. Mean- 
while, Steve Ottinger, running in third, was 
challenged and passed by Jerry Evans.

For the remainder of the 10-lap race, Kovar- 
ick looked for every opportunity to get past 
Gross. In particular, Kovarick routinely powered 
up and would nearly pass Gross in the long 
turn-eight sweeper. 

Starting the final lap, Kovarick moved along- 
side Gross exiting turn two, but was shut out 
going into turn three. A few seconds later, the 
leaders came up on a lapped rider. Gross made 
it past without a problem, but Kovarick was 
slowed slightly. That was just enough to prevent 
Kovarick from making another challenge for the 
lead, and at the line it was Gross with the win, 
followed by Kovarick in second and Evans in 
third. 

The Public Imaging/ Thousand Oaks 
Honda HRC 125cc Grand Prix turned into a real 
dogfight as four racers battled for the win. Ini- 
tially, Vicky Jackson-Bell was in front of the 
pack, followed by Erik Dadej in second and 
LaVaughn Daniel in third. Daniel made an ini- 
tial attempt to get past Dadej in turn eight on 
the first lap but was shut out.

Thiele's the real deal at 
Missouri Hare Scrambles

FAIRFAX, MO, JUNE 27 
Team Green Kawasaki rider Chris Thiele over- 
came treacherous conditions to claim the overall 
win at the fifth round of the Missouri Hare 
Scrambles Championship. Having finished sec- 
ond in three of the previous events, Thiele took 
the lead early and stayed out of trouble on the 
tricky course to secure his first win of 1999. 

The course was in perfect condition on Sat- 
urday, but a strong thunderstorm rolled in later 
that evening and dumped two inches of rain in 
an hour. Some quick rerouting allowed the race 
to happen, and all the eager souls who showed 
up to participate got more than their fair share 
of mud-riding experience. 

A small field of riders set out to navigate a 
roughly 6-mile course that was extremely slip- 
pery due to the clay-based terrain. Many riders 
spent the entire two hours just attempting to 
complete a single lap. While the AA riders made 
things look easy by turning in six laps and aver- 
aging a “speedy” 15 mph, just 40 riders complet- 
ed a lap, and a two-lap ride virtually ensured a 
top-20 overall finish. 

Thiele snatched yet another holeshot on his 
J&W Cycles/Scott/Moose/CTi-backed KX250, 
with fellow J&W rider Chris Nesbitt and 
SCR/Yamaha WR400 rider Steve Leivan in pur- 
suit. Nesbitt took an early spill and Leivan 
moved into second. 

Near the completion of the first lap, the lead- 
ers encountered riders from some of the last 
rows, who were still trying to negotiate the 
motocross section of the course where the race 
started. Thiele and Leivan moved through the 
traffic ‘and finished the first lap in 21 minutes. 
Nesbitt checked in another three minutes back 
in third, with Tanner England another minute 
back, in fourth. 

With lapped riders occupying the best lines, 
lap two was more difficult. Thiele and Leivan 
were able to make it through the major bottle- 
necks without much trouble. 

With lap two complete and the leaders lap- 
ping some of the riders who would ultimately 
finish in the top 10 overall, Thiele held a lead of 
a minute and a half over Leivan, who had 3 1/2 
minutes on Nesbitt. England still held fourth, 
another four minutes down. 

On lap three, Leivan lost any chance at victo- 
ry. While going through the section of trail on 
which he had experienced problems on the pre- 
vious lap, Leivan became hopelessly hung up 
and lost more than 18 minutes to Thiele. 

Thiele had stretched his lead to nearly six 
minutes over Nesbitt after the third lap. England 
moved up to third, another seven minutes back, 
while Kevin Borts was in front of the A class and 
fourth overall. Leivan held on to fifth. 

Thiele and Nesbitt completed lap four still 
separated by the same margin, with both riders 
working through traffic cleanly and riding error- 
free for the most part, while spa in almost 
identical lap times of 24:26 and 24:22, respective- 
ly. 

England still held third, but Leivan was clos- 
ing in after moving past Borts and turning a 22- 
minute lap. On the fifth circuit, Thiele got stuck 
in the same section that had claimed Leivan ear- 
lier. Thiele lost three minutes to Nesbitt, who 
had closed the gap to just over two minutes with 
a lap to go. 

“I had to try a new line up the hill and got 
hung up on a log,” explained Thiele. “There 
were so many lines through there that by the 
time I got going, I didn't know if someone had 
passed me or not. After that, I tried to ride con- 
servative and stay out of trouble.” 

Thiele did just that on the final lap and put 
another minute between himself and Nesbitt on 
his way to victory. When Thiele came in to take 
the checkered flag, he was surprised to find out 
that he had won. . 

Nesbitt equaled his best finish of the season 
with runner-up honors. 

“I had some problems here and there but 
never got hung up really bad," Nesbitt said, 
“which is worth a lot in a race like this." 

Leivan pulled out all the stops on the last 
lap, moving around England to take third.

Behind Walker, Tyler 
Laske rode hard to catch Walker, running a con- 
sistent second. In moto two, Laske led the first 
lap, with Walker in hot pursuit. Walker took 
over the lead on laps two and three, with Bran- 
don Pipkin moving into second. On the fourth 
lap, an injury caused Walker to earn a DNF. 
Laske moved up from third to take over the lead 
on the white-flag lap, followed by Cody Ford in 
second. Pipkin finished third, followed by 
Timmy Ladd in fourth. Laske also claimed the 
overall victory in the 65cc (7-9) event. 

Justin Little dominated the first 80cc Begin- 
ner moto, going wire to wire for the win. Little 
rode solidly to protect his line from Max Thorne, 
while Thoyne was also fending off Chapin 
Lopez. Lopez, after a fourth-place start, diced 
his way through to claim second in moto one. 
Trouble on the white-flag lap dropped Thorne 
down to a seventh-place finish. In moto two, 
Russell Altman charged out of the gate and led 
lap one, with Little looking for a chance to pass. 
Little made his move on lap two and went on to 








win the moto, and the overall win as well. After 
a fourth-place finish in moto one, Altman 
charged hard to finish second in moto two, net- 
ting second overall. 

The biggest gate of the evening was in the 
125cc Beginner contest, with 23 daring young 
pilots at the controls. Honda-mounted Clayton 
Cox fought hard for the number-one spot and 
was successful in the first four laps. [rent Swank 
powered his Yamaha from a fourth-place start to 
challenge Cox and second-placed Shannon 
Mitchell, getting around both on the white-flag 
lap for the win. Cox finished second, with 
Mitchell third. In moto two, Mitchell used extra 
grit and determination to take the lead. Behind 
Mitchell, Cox and Swank ran a barn-burner for 
second, with Cox protecting his line from Swank 
until the final lap, when Swank found an open- 
ing and moved up to second. The overall win 
went to Swank (1-2), second went to Mitchell (3- 
1), and third went to Cox (2-3). 

Rich Taylor won the overall in the 250cc 
Beginner class, but not without Travis Rathbun 
making him work for it. In both motos, Suzuki 
rider Rathbun charged out of the gate and domi- 
nated the early laps. In moto one, Taylor worked 
his way past both Rathbun and David Lowe. 
Rathbun and Lowe battled for second, with 
Rathbun getting the edge. In moto two, Rathbun 
once again led the charge of this 14-rider gate 
and took the early lead, with Taylor breathing 
down his back. On the final circuit, Taylor chose 
his moment and took over the lead, winning the 
overall with 1-1 moto finishes.

Ciccotto lays claim to 
Homestead Road Race

HOMESTEAD, FL, JUNE 27 

Mike Ciccotto ran away with the wins in the 
GTO and Heavyweight Supersport events at 
Homestead Motorsports Complex, but his 
Unlimited Grand Prix Shootout victory wasn’t 
claimed as easily. Marco Martinez and Rick 
Narup both left the front row determined to nab 
the coveted holeshot down the front straight and 
into turn one. Martinez got out front in the inside 
line to claim an early lead. Behind them, a tight 
pack of riders including Akiharu Shigeno, Cic- 
cotto, Shane Prieto, John-O Bowman and Gabriel 
Henning all scrambled to run up front. Ciccotto 
quickly worked his GSX-R750 up to fourth place, 
passed Shigeno and set his sights on front-run- 
ner Martinez. He made his move halfway 
through the course, first passing Narup on the 
Muzzy Raptor 750 and then Martinez on his ZX- 
9. Ciccotto hit the front straight in first place, but 
Martinez kicked in the power to reclaim the lead 
as they launched through turn one again. 

Crossing the start/finish line at the halfway 
mark, Martinez had regained first place in a 
two-way battle for the lead with Ciccotto. Narup 
was determined not to let these two get away 
from him and was tight on their tails. Behind 
them, Bowman was leading a three-rider battle 
for fourth place with Henning and Prieto. But 
up front, Ciccotto made his move in the sweep- 
ing double apex of turns six and seven again. He 
took the advantage by first sweeping wide 
behind Martinez's tight line through six and 
then pushing in tight, underneath Martinez's 
now wide line through seven, reclaiming the 
lead. Just behind them, Henning moved up to 
fourth place after overtaking Bowman in the 
turn-four area, but Bowman wasn’t ready to be 
pushed back and did some turn-six, passing 
action of his own to move back up to fourth. 

At the white flag, the pace had stepped up a 
couple of notches and Ciccotto had gained about 
a 10-bike-length lead over Martinez, who was 

now about 20 bike lengths ahead of Narup. The 
top three had spaced out from the rest of the 
pack, but the battle for fourth continued behind 
them between a tight group of three riders. Cic- 
cotto took the checkered flag, ending Martinez’s 
Shootout winning streak. Narup, placing third, 
made the podium for the second time in a row. 
The race was over for the top three, but there 
was a close run for fourth. Hitting the front 
straight for the final time, Henning moved in on 
Bowman and dodged out front, and the two ran 











side by side to the checkered. ‘At the line, Bow- 
man managed to throw a wheel forward for a 
less-than-a-half-bike-length finish.

We must start at Honda with Mick 
Doohan. As this is being written, Doohan 
is rehabbing his broken body somewhere 
near Palo Alto, California. He will be 
there until early next month, after which 
he'll return to Monaco, where he will be 
greeted by his girlfriend, Selina, his 
infant daughter, Allexis with two “1's” 


Te to cue the music - the game of 


(his response to why the baby girl's name : 


has two “1s”: “I don't make the rules."), 
and a slew of rumors. 

The speculation the five-time 500cc 
World Champion will face centers 
around what he'll be doing next year. 
His options seem limitless, which is how 
it should be, given that he's the second 
most prolific 500cc racer of all time and 
still nearly unbeatable when healthy. 

To this point, he's been cautious in 
assessing his future. Others, with far 
less insight and the occasional axe to 
grind, have been less reticent. 

The rumor that wouldn't die at the 
recent German Grand Prix was that he'd 
be running - but not riding for - a 500cc 
team backed by Winfield, an Australian 
cigarette brand which has been a per- 
sonal sponsor of his for some time. The 
irony of the fittest man in the paddock 
shilling for tobacco money is lost on 
very few. (When asked about this same 
conundrum years ago, Kenny Roberts 
replied something to the effect that he 
wasn't advocating the use of cigarettes, 
but please use our brand if you must - 
an artful dodge, and much better than 
saying if you'd forsaken your sanity and 
had to smoke, knowing what we've 
known for the past 30 years, then would 
you please be so kind as to indulge our 
spikes for all of your emphysema, low 
birth-weight, lung- and throat-cancer 
needs? Fair enough.) 

Aprilia's Valentino Rossi is the rider 
Doohan seems to covet, at least accord- 
ing to what Rossi said in a press release 
in Germany, though the Italian show- 
man equivocates with the unctuous sin- 
cerity of a presidential hopeful. He said 
he had three offers and Doohan's was 
the least likely. After taking the pole 
position the day before winning the 
race, his fifth of the year, he said he pre- 
ferred to stay in 250s, and little else. 

In his Aprilia-approved statement, the 
colorful and now skin-headed Italian list- 
ed his choices in order of probability as: 
staying with Aprilia in the 250s, some- 
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thing the Italian team will do everything 
in their power to facilitate, but may have 
less muscle should he win the title this 
year; a seat on the factory Repsol Honda 
team, generally considered the best in the 
business; or the offer from Mick. 

If recent history is any indication, 
taking Doohan's offer would be tricky. 
The last multi-time 500cc World Cham- 
pion to run a front-level 500cc team is 
now mostly out of racing, having 
become disillusioned. It made him real- 
ize he'd gotten into it too soon and had 
other things he wanted to do with his 
life. Concurrently, Yamaha had decided 
the premium for his name was too high 
and the sponsorship he brought to the 
enterprise too low. 

Wayne Rainey was as great a cham- 
pion as we will ever see. But that same 
drive, that same perfectionism, ill suited 
him for team management, given the 
temperament and lack of will of his rid- 
ers. What he belatedly discovered is that 
he could not make them him, and that it 
didn't replace the ineffable joy of riding, 
and he grew quickly frustrated by the 
exercise. 

Doohan is at least as driven as 
Rainey, and we don't know what he'll 
make of the young riders he'll have to 
employ. Nor do we know what sort of 
team he could put together, given the 
limited field of truly competent engi- 
neers and mechanics. Since he's been 
with Honda, the very likable Jeremy 
Burgess has been Mick's more -than- 
able crew chief, and also the man 
behind Wayne Gardner's 500cc World 
title in 1997. Asked if he would continue 
to work for Doohan, Burgess, one of the 
most genial men in the paddock, 
replied, "I don't work for Mick 
Doohan," the inference being that he 
worked for Honda Racing Corporation, 
and had for over a dozen years. He'd 
certainly be a fool to leave. 

If Rossi does move to 500s, and 
there's no question he will some day, 
the Repsol Honda team is as good as it 
gets. But that leaves Doohan without a 
rider, if indeed he's going to run a team. 

Rumors have been rampant that it's 
not going to be funded by Winfield 
money but backed by Shell, the same oil 
giant that currently backs a 250cc GP 


` team in which he has part interest. Don't 


bother asking him about the Shell con- 
nection. Since he rides for Repsol, the 
biggest oil company in Spain, there's lit- 
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visiting Kenny Roberts (Yam) romped to victory 
in both legs of the SCRAMP Champion Spark Plug 


tle chance you'll get much of an answer. 
Judging from one of the more interesting 
rumors that was floated in Germany, he 
may have no choice but to go with Shell. 

Fellow Aussie and 500cc World 
Champion Wayne Gardner was said to 
be exploring the possibility of team own- 
ership, and is said to be chasing the same 
Winfield money that Doohan covets. But 
Gardner could have a better shot. The 
money would be for a World Superbike 
team, the bikes would be the all-conquer- 
ing Ducatis, and the riders would be a 
pair who years ago rode as Winfield 
Honda teammiates in their native Aus- 
tralia, Anthony Gobert and Troy: Corser. 
According to Gobert's Vance & Hines 
Ducati team, one way or another, the 
Australian'is gone after this season. 

Assuming Doohan gets some money, 
and there are other avenues to explore - 
he's known to be good mates with the 
boss of Qantas, the Australian national 
airline - who would he get, if not Rossi? 
Daryl Beattie's name surfaced in Ger- 
many. 

Beattie, you'll recall, quit racing after 
a horrible few seasons with the Lucky 
Strike Suzuki team. They were horrible 
for various reasons; the bike was horri- 
ble and Beattie was beaten up too much 
by spills in testing and the races. After 
more than a year off, he’s keen to get 
back in the saddle. How good is he? 
And would you stake your $5 million 
claim on him? 

The next rider whose name is being 
thrown into the gristmill is Castrol 
Honda’s Colin Edwards II. Edwards has 
been pining to ride a 500 for years, and 
the World Superbike tour was the quick- 
est route, he thought. There was a time 
when it was believed he was the heir 
apparent at Yamaha. Then he went to 
Honda and it all changed. It’s possible 
that he, too, may end up at Repsol, but 
Doohan's team would be a good second 
choice. Regardless of his occasionally 
prickly temperament, the knowledge 
Doohan could impart to a younger rider 
goes beyond encyclopedic. 

Repsol will certainly keep Alex Criv- 
ille, regardless of whether he wins the 
500cc title, which he seems certain to do, 
though he is the rider Doohan must 
have if he wants to be as successful a 
team owner as he was а. rider. Aside 
from Kenny Roberts Jr., who we'll get to 
later, there is no other rider capable of 
consistently winning races. Criville will 


certainly be negotiating from a position 
of strength, and the dour Spaniard said 
his relationship with: Doohan has 
improved over the years, and that he's 
continued to be helpful since his acci- 
dent at Jerez, in May. 

Repsol Honda's Japanese connection 
Tadayuki Okada is a question mark. 
This year he's won one race, but there 
are many who think he's only retained 
his seat by virtue of birthright, and that 
there may be someone more deserving 
in the pipeline. 

Yamaha will have the same two riders, 
Max Biaggi and Carlos "Chubby" Checa. 
Both are on two-year contracts, which is a 
very good thing since Chubby has 
crashed the ill-handling Yamaha 19 times 
in nine races. Amazingly, he hasn't been 
badly hurt. A rider for a rival team said 
he'd heard (can we get more removed 
from the source?) that Marlboro, as a con- 


dition of their Yamaha sponsorship, man- ` 


dated that the bike have more top speed, 
which it does - but getting there is anoth- 
er story entirely, especially if you have to 
go through a corner to do it. 

Suzuki will retain Kenny Roberts Jr., 
who team manager Garry Taylor wisely 
tied up with a two-year contract. Other- 
wise, his name would be the most wide- 
ly bandied about. To those who weren't 
paying attention for the past three 
months, he's been the surprise of the 
season, winning three races and stand- 
ing second to Criville in the champi- 
onship. To the rest, his hard-earned suc- 
cess was a just reward for surviving two 
years on the Modenas. Suzuki's second 
rider, Nobuatsu Aoki is in the second 
year of a two-year deal. This year has 
been a vast disappointment, the Japan- 
ese rider crashing often and taking him- 
self out of the championship early in the 
season. Suzuki needs a second rider, 
and possibly a Japanese one, since, in 
lieu of outside sponsorship, the factory 
pays all the bills. Whether Aoki is the 
one is yet to be determined. 

The others face uncertain futures. 
Kanemoto Honda's John Kocinski keeps 
asking what kind of money AMA 
Superbike riders make and what oppor- 
tunities exist in his homeland. There's 
still something to prove, but he may be 
running out of time and money, and 
would justifiably command top dollar 
on the American tour, where the 


turnover is expected to be high. CN
